H1-3. No members shall speak for longer than one-half hour in debate on 
any one motion or question.

H1-4. During committee reports the member reporting the measure under 
consideration from a committee may, if the measure is debated, open and 
close. If the debate extends beyond one day he may have one-half hour to 
close, even if he has used one-half hour in opening.

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JOINT RULES 
CHAPTER 1. PRESIDING OFFICER— 
DECORUM, ORDER. AND DEBATE 


1-1 The presiding officer of the senate is the president and the presiding 
officer of the house of representatives is the speaker. The presiding officer 
of each house shall take the chair on every legislative day at the hour to 
which that house adjourned at the last sitting. After call to order, prayer 
by the chaplain and roll call, a report on the journal for the preceding 
legislative day shal! be given in the presence of a quorum, and each house 
shall proceed with the regular order of business. 


RESTATEMENT OF HR 2 (1) AND SR II (2). 


1-2. The presiding officer of each house shall preserve order and decorum, 
and in case of disturbance or disorderly conduct, may order the galleries 
or lobbies to be cleared. 


RESTATEMENT OF HR 2 (2) AND SR II (3). 


1-3. The presiding officer of each house has general contro] and direction 
of the hall, chamber, rooms, passages and corridors of the house over which 
he presides. Reporters on assignment in either house are subject to place- 
ment by the presiding officer. 


RESTATEMENT OF SR IIT (5) AND HR 2 (8). THE LAST 
SENTENCE IS TAKEN FROM THE SENATE RULE. 


1-4. The presiding officer of each house shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal by any member seconded by two other members. No 
member may speak more than once on an appeal without the consent of a 
majority of the house of which he is a member. 


RESTATEMENT OF SR II (8) AND PART OF HR 2 (4). THE 
REQUIREMENT FOR TWO SECONDS FOR AN APPEAL RE- 
QUIRED BY THE HOUSE RULE WAS INCLUDED. THE RE-

1-8. The presiding officer of each house, in the presence of the house over 
which he presides, after due notice and immediately after the title has been 
publicly read, shall sign the original and one copy of each enrolled bill 
originating in the house over which he presides.

2-4. Lobbying on the floor of the senate or house of representatives is pro- 
hibited during a session and within one-half hour prior to the commence- 
ment of a session.

2-6. During the discussion of a motion to close the doors of either house to 
discuss business which may, in the opinion of that house, require secrecy, 
the presiding officer shall exclude all persons, except the members and the 
chief clerk or secretary. Every member and employee of such house shall 
keep secret all matters ordered to be kept secret.

2-7. Neither house shall, without the consent of the other, adjourn for more 
than three days, nor to any other place than that in which the two houses 
shall be sitting.

2-8. A majority of each house shall constitute a quorum to do business, 
but a smaller number may adjourn from day to day, and compel the attend- 
ance of absent members, in such manner and under such penalties as each 
house may prescribe.

TECTING THE MINORITY. 


CHAPTER 3. LEGISLATIVE EMPLOYEES 


3-1. The legislative assembly shall prescribe by law the number, duties and 
compensation of the officers and employees of each house; and no payment 
shall be made from the state treasury, or be in any way authorized to any 
such person, except to an acting officer or employee elected or appointed in 
pursuance of law. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 28) 


THIS IS A NEW RULE. 


3-2. Except as provided in Joint Rule 3-3 and Joint Rule 3-4, the commit- 
tee on legislative administration of each house shall appoint the employees 
of each house, subject to the approval of the respective houses. 


RESTATEMENT OF HR 10 (1). 


3-3. The committee on legislative administration of each house shall appoint 
secretaries for standing or special committees on recommendation of the 
committee chairman, subject to the approval of the respective houses. A 
secretary for a standing or special committee is immediately responsible to 
the committee chairman, but when not occupied with the duties of the 
committee, a secretary of a committee of the house of representatives shall 
work under the direction of the chief clerk of the house, and a secretary of 
a senate committee under the direction of the secretary of the senate.

VIII (3) PROVIDES FOR ELECTION OF CLERKS BY COMMIT-

3-4. The minority floor leader of each house may appoint a private secre- 
tary, who is responsible to him.

3-5. The secretary of the senate and chief clerk of the house of represen- 
tatives are responsible to the presiding officers of their respective houses. 
Their duties are: 


(a) To have custody of all records, bills, documents and other papers. 


SR IV (2), HR 4 (1) AND HR 55 PROHIBIT THE WITH- 
DRAWAL OF PAPERS FROM THE SECRETARY OR CLERK’S 
CUSTODY EXCEPT UNDER SPECIFIED CONDITIONS. 


(b) To supervise the keeping of the journal, engrossing, and enrolling, 
and the handling of bills and resolutions.

(d) To collect from the chairman or secretaries of all standing and 
special committees the minutes of such committees and deliver them to the 
state historical society.

3-6. Journal clerks, bill clerks, engrossing and enrolling clerks, typists, and 
other employees responsible for legislative functions, except secretaries 
for standing or special committees, secretaries to presiding officers, and 
secretaries to majority and minority floor leaders, are immediately respon- 
sible to the secretary of the senate or the chief clerk of the house, subject 
to the general supervision of the presiding officer.

No bill shall be corrected after 
engrossment.

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To revert to or pass to a new order of business requires only a majority 
vote. Unless otherwise specified in the motion to recess, the house involved 
shall revert to order of business No. 1 when reconvening after a recess.

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CHAPTER 6. BILLS AND RESOLUTIONS 


A. FORM OF BILLS—DEFINITION OF RESOLUTIONS—GEN- 
ERAL PROVISIONS | 


6-1. The only types of instruments other than bills which may be intro- 
duced in either house of the legislative assembly are: 


(1) A simple resolution, which is a formalized motion passed by one 
house only and which bears the heading “House Resolution” or “Senate 
Resolution.”’ It may be used to amend the rules of one house or to express 
the desire, opinion, sympathy or request of the house adopting it. It does 
not require three readings or a roll call vote. A member offering a simple 
resolution may read it in his place before sending it to the chair. It shall 
then be read by the clerk or secretary unless otherwise ordered by the 
house, and referred to a committee. Final action shall be taken on the 
committee report. The transmittal of copies of simple resolutions is the 
responsibility of the chief clerk or secretary of the house of origin. 


(2) <A joint resolution, which must be adopted by both houses and 
then signed by the governor as a ministerial formality. It may be used 
to express the desire, opinion, sympathy or request of the legislative 
assembly, to amend the joint rules, and to ratify or propose amendments 
to the United States Constitution. If a joint resolution goes beyond a

mere recommendation or expression of opinion, and does not relate to a 
subject solely within the competence of the legislative assembly, it is 
subject to veto by the governor. Except as otherwise provided in these 
rules, a joint resolution is treated in all respects as a bill.

CRIBING THE PROCEDURE FOR OFFERING A_ SIMPLE 
RESOLUTION, WHICH IS TAKEN FROM HR 51, THIS IS A

The typewriting shall be done with a black record ribbon, pica 
or elite type, on plain linen finished paper 8% inches wide and 13 inches 
long, weighing sixteen pounds to the ream. The original and first copy 
only of the bill shall be red lined. The history of the bill shall also be 
enrolled and placed in back of the bill in a white manuscript cover, upon 
which is written the number of the bill. 


When the enrolling has been completed, the bill shall be examined by 
the author and the bills committee and reported correctly enrolled. The 
original and one copy shall be signed by the presiding officer of each 
house in open session and presented by the bills committee to the governor. 
The bills committee shall take a receipt from the governor and shall 
report to the house the day and hour of such presentation, which shall 
be entered in the journal. The original and two unsigned copies shall be 
filed with the secretary of state. The signed copy shall be filed with the 
clerk of the supreme court.

F. SECOND READING—COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE 


6-25. All bills which have been reported by a committee, accepted by 
the house concerned and printed, shall be posted on the calendar for 
consideration by committee of the whole. All amendments of the other 
house, shall immediately be posted on the calendar for consideration by 
committee of the whole. Until the forty-eighth legislative day, one day 
must elapse between the time a bill is printed and consideration by com- 
mittee of the whole. Bills shall be arranged on the calendar in the order 
in which they are reported unless otherwise ordered by the house con- 
cerned.

6-26. Every bill considered in committee of the whole shall be read by 
title and history and considered section by section.

If the motion prevails, the bill remains on 
second reading.

When a committee of the whole report on a bill is rejected the 
bill shall remain on second reading.

Either house may resolve itself into a committee of the whole by 
approval of a motion for that purpose. So far as may be applicable, the

rules governing each house shall be observed when that house resolves 
itself into a committee of the whole, except as follows: 


(1) The only motions in order are: to amend; to recommend passage or 
non-passage; to recommend concurrence or non-concurrence; to indef- 
initely postpone; to pass consideration; to rise; to rise and report; 
and to rise and report progress and ask leave to sit again. 


(2) A record vote may not be ordered. 
(3) The committee may not appoint subcommittees. 


(4) The committee may not punish its members for misconduct, but 
may report disorder to the house concerned. 


(5) Unless otherwise prescribed by either house before going into com- 
mittee of the whole, a member may speak as often as he is recog- 
nized and for as long each time as is allowed in debate in the 
particular house.

ORDER OF THE HOUSE.” A RULE SUCH AS HR 18 (6) IS 
UNNECESSARY SINCE IT COULD BE INCLUDED IN THE 
MOTION LIMITING DEBATE, WHICH IS ONLY MADE ONCE 
EACH SESSION, AND CARRIED OVER TO SUBSEQUENT 
SITTINGS OF THE COMMITTEE OF THE WHOLE. FOR EX- 
AMPLE, IN 1959 THE LIMITATION WAS AS FOLLOWS: 


“KACH SPEAKER UPON A MOTION BE LIMITED TO FIVE

6-30. After a committee of the whole has been formed, the presiding 
officer shall appoint a chairman to preside. Upon resuming the chair, 
the presiding officer shall receive the report of the chairman of the com- 
mittee and the house shall take action on the report.

No bill shall become a law except by vote of a majority of all the 
members present in each house, nor unless on its final passage the vote 
be taken by ayes and noes, and the names of those voting be entered on 
the journal. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 24)

6-32. The title of every bill shall be read three times prior to passage. 
The first reading shall be prior to commitment; the second prior to debate 
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in committee of the whole; and the third prior to final passage. No bill 
shall receive more than one reading on the same day except on the last 
legislative day.

6-338. Every order, resolution or vote, in which the concurrence of both 
houses may be necessary, except on the question of adjournment, or relat- 
ing solely to the transaction of the business of the two houses, shall be 
presented to the governor, and before it shall take effect be approved by 
him, or, being disapproved, be repassed by two-thirds of both houses, as 
prescribed in the case of a bill. (Montana Constitution, Art. V, Sec. 40) 


THIS CONSTITUTIONAL REQUIREMENT APPEARS IN 
JR 16. 


6-34. Every bill passed by the legislative assembly shall, before it 
becomes a law, be presented to the governor. If he approves, he shall 
sign it, and thereupon it shall become a law; but if he do not approve, 
he shall return it with his objections to the house in which it originated, 
which house shall enter the objections at large upon its journal and 
proceed to reconsider the bill. If then two-thirds of the members present 
agree to pass the same, it shall be sent, together with the objections, to 
the other house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered, and if approved 
by two-thirds of the members present in that house it shall become a law 
notwithstanding the objections of the governor. In all such cases the 
vote of each house shall be determined by yeas and nays, to be entered 
on the journal. If any bill shall not be returned by the governor within 
five days (Sunday excepted) after it shall have been presented to him, 
the same shall be a law, in like manner as if he had signed it, unless 
the legislative assembly shall by their adjournment prevent its return, 
in which case it shall not become a law without the approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the final adjournment of the 
legislative assembly, unless approved by the governor within fifteen days 
after such adjournment. In case the governor shall fail to approve of 
any bill after the final adjournment of the legislative assembly it shall 
be filed, with his objections, in the office of the secretary of state. 
(Montana Constitution, Art. VII, Sec. 12)

6-35. The governor shall have power to disapprove of any item or items 
of any bill making appropriations of money, embracing distinct items, 
and the part or parts approved shall become a law, and the item or items 
disapproved shall be void, unless enacted in the manner following: If the 
legislative assembly be in session he shall within five days transmit to 
the house in which the bill originated, a copy of the item or items thereof 
disapproved, together with his objections thereto, and the items objected 
to shall be separately reconsidered, and each item shall then take the 
Same course as is prescribed for the passage of bills over the executive 
veto. (Montana Constitution, Art. VII, Sec. 13)

H. TRANSMITTAL OF BILLS 


6-36. Each house shall transmit to the other with any bill all relevant 
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papers. When a house bill is transmitted from the house of representa- 
tives to the senate, the secretary of the senate shall give a dated receipt 
for the bill to the chief clerk of the house. When a senate bill is trans- 
mitted to the house of representatives, the chief clerk of the house shall 
give a dated receipt to the secretary of the senate.

6-37. Except for appropriation bills and amendments considered by joint 
conference committees, no bills may be transmitted from one house to 
the other after the forty-second legislative day; and no amendments may 
Ee transmitted from one house to the other after the fifty-fifth legislative 
ay.

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7-4. All committees shall keep minutes of their meetings and, at the 
close of the session, shall turn the minutes over to the chief clerk of the 
house or secretary of the senate for delivery to the historical society.

7-5. The committee on rules and journal, the rules committee, the journal 
committee, the bills committee, and conference committees may report 
at any time, except during a call of the house or when a vote is being 
taken. Reports from the bills committee shall stand approved without 
formal action.

(4) Committee reports. 

(5) Roll call votes. 

(6) Messages from the governor and the other house. 

(7) An are of the oath taken by the members. (Sec. 43-209, R.C.M. 
1947

9-6. On a roll call vote the names of the members shall be called alpha- 
betically, unless an electrical voting system is used.

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A committee of three consisting of Senators Bovey, Mackay, and 
David James, appeared and informed the House that the Senate was ready 
to join in joint session with the House to hear the Governor’s message. 


Motion was made by Cerovski that the House recess subject to the 
call of the Chair. Motion carried. 


House resumed, in joint session with the Honorable Senate. 


Lt. Gov. James, occupying the Chair for the joint session, appointed 
the following committee to notify the Governor that the Senate and 
House of Representatives had convened in joint assembly and were ready 
to hear his message: Senators Manning and Balgord, and Representatives 
Eskildsen, Aasheim and Haines. 


His Excellency, Tim Babcock, then appeared and was escorted to the 
rostrum. After being presented to the assembly by the President of the 
Senate, he delivered his address: 


Mr. President, Mr. Speaker and Members of the 39th Legislative 
Assembly: 


You and 1... gathered in this leigslative hall today ... have been 
given the privilege of making decisions in matters vital to the State of 
Montana. 


The privilege of decision carries with it a certain burden... that of 
responsibility. 
But it offers a rare opportunity as well . .. the opportunity for 


positive accomplishment for Montana. 
In the period of a lifetime, this is an opportunity shared by very few. 


Only those so honored as to have been elected to this lawmaking 
body can have so active a voice in the destiny of our state and in the 
affairs of its people. 


Today, yours is that voice. You will chart the course Montana will 
follow for the next two years and for many years to come. 


You ...and you alone... have the authority to tax and to spend. 
You must do this wisely. 


Today, you, as legislators, represent the entire state of Montana... 
and not just the county which elected you. You are here to serve that 
county’s interests to the best of your abilities ... but not at the expense 
of every other county. 


This is the State of Montana we’re considering ... the state each of 
us loves ... the state in which we make our homes and raise our families. 
The people of this state rightfully expect from us both clear leadership 
and guidance for the months and years ahead. 


Basically, we are an agricultural state and the needs and interests 
of agriculture must be of vital concern to us. We are an industrial state 
as well and we are enjoying sound and steady economic growth through 
business development and expansion. 


Thus, industry and laboring people who work in industry must be 
given prime consideration. 


We are a proud state wanting quality schooling for our young people 

. education in depth which thoroughly prepares our students for the 
fast advancing world of the future. This places a heavy financial burden 
on a state with a population of only 700,000 people ... but we can... 
and will . . . shoulder this responsibility. 


We are a state of outstanding recreational appeal . . . a haven for 
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ever-growing numbers of vacationers who come to Montana to enjoy our 
scenery, to fish or to hunt or to hike in our wilderness areas. These are 
God-given resources Montana is duty bound to preserve for all the gen- 
erations to follow. 


We are the state where rivers begin ... and water is a precious com- 
modity. We have urgent need in this legislature to concern ourselves with 
Montana water because only Montana people or those who care about 
Montana .. . can protect it. 


These are matters certain to come before you as the work of this 
legislative assembly progresses. They demand thought and thorough 
study ... and they cannot, in good conscience, be left for others to con- 
sider at some future time. 


Firm fiscal policies followed by the past two state bi-partisan legis- 
latures . . . coupled with diligent efforts by all departments of state 
government ... have made Montana financially sound. 


Now we can accelerate our progress. We can grow and expand in 
the steady and orderly fashion which all of us want for our state. 


As has been one of our goals, Montana has broadened its tax base 
through industrial development far exceeding any period in its history. 
This development will continue so long as there can be mutual trust be- 
tween industry and a state government which recognizes a responsibility 
to all those being taxed to support it. 


One of my responsibilities to you is to suggest certain guidelines and 
to recommend programs which will serve Montana well, keep the state 
economically sound and assure its continued growth. 


These recommendations are the result of much hard work, study and 
consultation. 


In appealing to you to give these recommendations every consideration, 
I ask that you join me in setting aside partisanship for partnership in 
the best interests of Montana. 


Initially, permit me one recommendation which shows every evidence 
of being overwhelmingly popular. 


I share the belief that election campaigns, in this modern age, are 
far too long and far too expensive. I ask that you take action to set 
Montana’s primary election dates to fall within a six-week period of the 
November general elections. 


Montana today faces one of the most difficult problems in its history 
. . that of reapportionment. 


This is a development with which we may not agree but we must 
cope with it nevertheless. 


The theory of “one person — one vote” simply does not fit Montana, 
with its unusual geographical barriers, its diverse interests, its varied 
economy and its pioneer heritage anymore that it fits the two Houses of 
the national congress. 


However, because of decisions by the U.S. Supreme Court affecting 
the constitutions of other states, Montana must devise a system which 
will attempt to harmonize all factors concerning our state. 


Some leeway on what the court has called “practical and reasonable 
means” seems to exist, but the objectives remains “one person — one vote.” 


While action is demanded now, we need some opportunity to amend ~ 
the U.S. Constitution and our own State Constitution. We need time, as 
well, to permit our people to study, understand and recognize the prob- 
lems of reapportionment. 
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Article V of the Constitution of the United States provides that if 
two-thirds of the state legislatures apply for a constitutional convention 
to propose an amendment, Congress shall call that convention. 


With this in mind, I propose these steps: 


That this legislative assembly memorialize Congress on the matter 
of reapportionment. Such a memorial would be in the nature of an appli- 
cation to Congress to call a convention to propose an amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution to be ratified by the states. 


Such an amendment would provide for apportioning membership of 
one house of state legislatures on factors other than population. This is 
similar to what we presently have in government at the national level. 


Never before in history has this method for amenidng the Constitution 
been used, but the Constitution provides for it and, in this instance, it is 
a practical method to arrive at a solution. In fact, several states are mak- 
ing applications to Congress at the present time. 


As an alternative to such an application, this assembly may prefer 
to memorialize Congress to submit to the states for ratification a re- 
apportionment amendment of its own. Article V of the Constitution also 
provides for this method of amendment. 


How best to reapportion is not a decision to be made in haste. . 
nor does the U.S. Supreme Court demand this of us. 


The court does demand, however, that some action be taken, showing 
our good faith in seeking solution to the reapportionment problem. 


Through specific legislation in this session, we can reapportion our 
House of Representatives to come within the limits of the federal cases. 
I recommend that we do this and at the same time propose that we not 
enlarge our present House membership. 


Our Constitution states clearly that each county in Montana shall 
have one senator. 


All legal authority with which I have consulted agrees that, under 
oath of office which you and I have taken to support, protect and defend 
our state constitution, we cannot apportion our State Senate without 
first having that constitution amended by the people. 


For this reason, I recommend that this legislative assembly place 
before the people of Montana a referendum measure to amend our state 
constitution to provide for senatorial districts, irrespective of county lines. 


If the referendum measure receives the endorsement of our pople... 
and the federal constitution is not amended, as sought in my first recom- 
mendation ... our next legislative session then would have constitutional 
authority to reapportion our Senate to conform to what the Supreme Court 
has proclaimed. 


This is the orderly way for us to proceed in the matter of Senate 
reapportionment. 


Finally, I propose that we immediately re-divide our Eastern and 
Western Congressional districts to equalize them. Failing this, we would 
need to consider electing Congressmen-at-large. 


As you will note in the budget soon to be presented to you, the pro- 
jected overall general fund expenditure for the next biennium slightly 
exceeds $104,000,000 . . . an increase of $16,000,000 over 1963. 


This is a realistic budget which meets the present needs ... although 
not all of the demands... of all departments. As is proper, prime em- 
phasis has been placed on meeting the financial requirements for education 
and the custodial institutions. In fact, nearly 56 percent of the general 
fund budget proposal has been earmarked for education. 
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We here today have the opportunity in this legislative session to 
launch the golden era of education in Montana. I have worked toward 
this goal for many months and I am convinced that we will do this. 


Each of us recognizes that the education of our young people is our 
first responsibility, not only as law makers but also as state citizens. 


The operating budget for our higher education system .. . all funds 

. exceeds $45,000,000. This includes more than $30,000,000 of general 
fund monies. The proposed expenditure is a one-third increase for instruc- 
tion over the present biennium. 


This is made more meaningful when you realize that appropriations 
for higher education during the present biennium are the highest of 
record in Montana to this time. 


There is yet another point to be brought out as we discuss education. 
Buildings recommended for state government under an initial building 
program which I will propose here this afternoon call for a $17,000,000 
expenditure. The great share of these buildings would be constructed for 
the benefit of our college units or our public institutions. Construction 
could start as soon as the buildings were authorized. 


Thus, in addition to the $45,000,000 being recommended for higher 
education, more than $9,000,000 is being sought ... and can be obtained 
now for needed buildings on college campuses. 


This intensive effort to further the cause of higher education is made 
necessary because ever-increasing numbers of Montana students are at- 
tending the units of our university system. This requires increased staff, 
higher salaries and more and better instructional materials and equipment. 


We are in a competitive situation as well, having need to obtain and 
hold superior faculty if we are to maintain the standards of educational 
excellence which we have set for ourselves. 


Although we have stressed the needs of higher education, we also 
have a grave responsibility to assure training in vocational-technical lines 
to those young Montanans whose talents are other than academic. 


One of the greatest demands in today’s industrial world is for persons 
with vocational-technical skills. We must offer our youth this added 
opportunity to achieve success. 


Many months ago, we proposed a strengthened vocational-technical 
program at Northern Montana College and steps have been taken to ac- 
complish this. 


I ask that this legislature study and consider the addition of a voca- 
tional-technical program in our high schools. This could be undertaken on 
an area basis. Financing could be made available from within our state 
assistance school foundation program and by way of tuition payments 
from other school districts. 


The budget for custodial institutions is in excess of $22,500,000. In 
general fund support, this represents an increase of more than $3,200,000 
over the present biennium. 


This increase in funds represents another stride forward in helping 
to solve problems which have accumulated over many years. 


These funds will pay higher salaries for present staff, will provide 
long needed additional professional personnel and will make possible new 
services for the rehabilitation of those persons living in our custodial 
units. 


_ All of us have been much concerned over the state of our public 
institutions. You will find that the suggested operational budget, together 
with the proposed building program, will solve our institutional problems. 
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Here is a point I cannot emphasize enough to you and to all of the 
people of Montana. 


In total appropriation, the only areas of state government receiving 
a budget increase from the general fund are those of education and public 
institutions. 


In other words, all new revenues not previously available to the gen- 
eral fund... specifically $16,000,000 ... are being allocated for the next 
biennium solely in these two areas. 


I ask you to remember that these are the specific two areas of state 
government activity which most stand to benefit from the proposed $17,- 
000,000 building program as well. 


Let me emphasize, also, that health and welfare, public safety, public 
institutions and education take 90 percent of all general fund revenues. 


This means that expenditures for all other state government agencies, 
for legislative costs and for salaries for district judges and county attorneys 
total only 10 percent of our general fund monies. 


By now it must be apparent to you that maximum effort has been 
made to meet the well justified needs of education and public institutions. 


However, the requirements of these two phases of state government 
make it necessary that we seek some added funds if we are to assume and 
meet our obligations. 


For this reason, I am recommending a minor change in our present 
Withholding Tax Program. This would be the placing of a Service Charge 
Fee of $5.00 on all Withholding Tax Forms. For those persons now paying 
taxes, it would be a nominal increase, without altering our present rate 
schedule. For those persons making a minimum or no payment, it would 
be a valid $5.00 charge for the processing of claims. 


This would produce slightly less than $2,500,000 for the biennium 
and would make it possible to finance all present state programs. It would 
mean for us, as well, that our budget would remain in balance. 


We are fortunate today to stand at the threshold of a vitally needed 
long-range building program. This is the program to which I referred a 
few moments ago. 


It is designed primarily ... but not totally ... to place new buildings 
on our campuses and at the sites of our custodial institutions. 


Legislation has been prepared for your consideration which will premit 
the use of present tax revenues to finance such a building program. 


The basis for this legislation is the revenue currently being returned 
from 3 cents of the present 8-cent tax on cigarettes. Those 3 cents have 
been earmarked for veterans bonus bonds. 


Properly handled, the necessary funds can be available to us immedi- 
ately and will in no way jeopardize the bonus bonds presently outstanding. 


The proposal offers a firm basis for satisfying building needs for all 
state programs because the funds will be tied to no specific function other 
than that of buildings. 


Projects undertaken will be subject to the scrutiny of every legislature. 


Revenue bonds may be expanded or reduced at each legislative session 
as building projects are approved. 


I hope, sincerely, that all Montanans will share my desire to launch 
this sound and totally feasible program for our state. 
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An agency of state government which can be credited with much of 
the success our state is enjoying in the highly competitive field of economic 
development is our State Planning Board. 


Evidence of that development is a statement from a preliminary 
report released recently by the U. S. Department of Commerce, Bureau of 
Census. It says: 


“Expenditure for plants and equipment in Montana in 1963, measured 
in terms of new investment per employee, was three times as great as for 
the entire country and was topped only by Alaska, highest in the U. S. 
and Wyoming.” 


We need to take full advantage of Montana’s potential for economic 
growth. For this reason, I am recommending that we alter and strengthen 
the State Planning Board. 


I recommend legislation to create in its place a State Industrial Plan- 
ning Commission, separated from the Planning Board’s present affiliate 
. .. the State Water Board. 


In addition, I propose that the office of the State Engineer and the 
State Water Board be combined in the interests of practical efficiency 
and mutual function. 


I suggest that both the State Industrial Planning Commission and 
the State Water Board have separate 5-member executive committees. 


In addition, I ask that the State Industrial Planning Commission have 
available to it the services of an advisory group appointed from throughout 
the state. 


As it is to every state, economic growth is essential to Montana’s 
future development. We must update and improve our industrial planning. 
We also must provide a firm program for retaining a good share of Mon- 
tana’s water resources, because these are vital to industrial development. 


The proposed realignment of agencies will better enable us to set 
about the tasks confronting us and to capitalize upon our economic oppor- 
tunities. 


In this connection, it is evident that we must re-examine Montana’s 
water development program, with an eye to flood control, irrigation and 
recreation. Over the years our state water development efforts have been 
effective and, in most cases, have been financially self liquidating. It is all 
too apparent today, however, that we must look to more than payments 
from water users only as a justifiable basis for state water projects. 


I urge that this matter be given thorough study during this legislative 
session. 


To turn to other matters, I am particularly concerned about the 
financial status of Montana’s Unemployment Insurance Program. For the 
past eight years (1957-1964, inclusive) the Unemployment Compensation 
Trust Fund has been running a deficit. 


This is the fund supported by Montana employers, which is used only 
to pay weekly benefits to eligible unemployed workers. Income from 
employers’ contributions and interest on the fund during this period has 
fallen far short of meeting benefit payments. This condition persists des- 
pite the fact that the past three years have seen Montana’s total emvloy- 
ment and wages reach the highest level in our history, with the total un- 
employment rate at its lowest level. 


I would ask the legislature to examine closely Montana’s Unemploy- 
ment Compensation Laws with a view to bringing the trust fund into 
balance so that income is equal to outgo. 


In recent months, an issue has been raised that labor reform legis- 
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lation was in prospect during this session. What I said then, I repeat now. 
I see no need for it. 


A year ago we accelerated our efforts in highway construction and 
today our highway program is current. Based on anticipated contracts, we 
will have sufficient revenues during the next biennium to finance all 
highway construction adequately. 


Cash expenditures for highways in 1964 totaled $68,700,000. This 
compares with $61,900,000 in 1968. 


Montana, with its large land area, has a major task in providing good 
highways. The highway department deserves commendation for the work 
it is accomplishing in the highway construction field. 


In discussing highways, it is proper that I mention our highway 
safety program. 


Montana has reason to be proud of its highway patrol and of the 
traffic safety efforts being undertaken, not only by the state, but also by 
civic organizations in many of our communities. 


In 1963, we received a regional first place in competition with all 
other western states for the effectiveness of our highway safety programs. 


In 1964, however, ... even though the programs still function... 
we suffered a shocking and needlessly increased highway death toll. 


It is obvious that legislative assistance is needed in protecting Mon- 
tana’s motoring public. 


I propose to you that a maximum speed limit of 70 miles per hour... 
both day night . . . be enacted to apply to all four-lane controlled access 
highways in the state. 


On today’s modern highways, such as Montana enjoys, 70 miles per 
hour is recognized as a proper maximum speed. 


A set speed limit, together with expanded driver training programs 
in our schools, can do much to prevent the loss of life and the pain and 
heartbreak caused by traffic accidents. 


Montana has an obligation to its needy aged, which it failed to meet 
in 1963 because the issue became embroiled in politics. 


We must not permit this to happen again. I urge you to submit and 
pass a medical care program for senior citizens in need. This should be 
Montana’s own or we should adopt the Kerr-Mills Law. 


Either program is totally feasible but it is vital that one be enacted. 


Two years ago, in my message to the legislature, I emphasized the 
need for our Fish and Game Department to more closely align itself with 
the people of our state. 


Effective strides in this direction have been taken under a department 
reorganization. This will continue to be a policy of my administration. 


I will report to you that I support renewal of legislation which calls 
for agreement between the Highway Department and the Fish and Game 
Department as regards stream alterations in highway construction. 


I urge again that legislation be enacted insuring that the people 
elect a Governor and a Lieutenant Governor from the same political party. 


The citizens of this country chose to do this long ago as regards their 
president and vice president. In times of severe crisis, it has proved to 
be a safety measure more than once. 


No matter his part, the Governor is entitled to a lieutenant governor 
who shares his philosophy and who will work and counsel with him.

Government .. . Montana’s biggest business . .. is too serious an 
undertaking for this to be otherwise. 


Former Montana Governors have not always had my good fortune to 
have as my second-in-command from the opposite party a person who 
recognizes the grave responsibilities of the Governor’s Office and his own. 


The year 1964, with its flood disaster in the spring and the paralyzing 
blizzards in southeastern Montana this winter, once again proved the worth 
of the Montana National Guard and of the Civil Defense agencies attached 
to it. 


Testimony to the outstanding rescue and other work of the officers 
and the men of these agencies comes best from those whom they served 
during two times of severe hardship. They have received and are entitled 
to high praise, not only from individuals but also from county, state and 
federal agencies. 


The Montana National Guard is Montana’s chief manpower source 
in time of disaster and ours carries a rating as one of the best trained 
Guard units in the United States. In the future, it is possible that the 
National Guard may have even greater responsibilities, both in civilian 
crisis and in national defense, should the federal edict regarding the 
reserves be upheld. 


Knowing the fine work it is doing, the point of readiness it has at- 
tained and the dedication of its personnel, I take this opportunity to com- 
mend the Montana National Guard. All Montana can be proud of it. 


Our territorial centennial year has ended but the many months of 
planning which preceded it provided a year-long celebration the equal of 
any of its kind in the country. In every way ... and by any comparison 
with that of any other state ... our territorial centennial year was a 
conspicuous success. 


The $200,000 which the 1963 legislature, by almost unanimous consent, 
chose to invest in the celebration, was repaid many times over. The 1964 
Rose Bowl Parade in Pasadena, which featured a prize winning Montana 
float and the exciting Montana Territorial Centennial Band, was the first 
of many events which focused national attention on our state. 


Montana communities entered enthusiastically into the celebration, 
staging pageants and other productions of their own .. . events which 
brought Montanans closer together as they relived the state’s colorful 
past. 


No political commentary ever will convince the 300 bi-partisan Mon- 
tanans who traveled east with the Centennial Train that this undertaking 
was anything but totally worthwhile. 


These were Montana people ... salesmen for Montana .. . visiting 
thousands of fellow Americans in some of the major cities in our country 
to tell them person-to-person about our state. 


The Centennial Train exhibit at the New York World’s Fair was one 
of the best received state displays on the grounds. Unexpected financial 
loss by the fair itself reflected on the exhibits but with one year remain- 
ing to succeed, both the fair and the Montana display may yet emerge 
from a deficit situation. 


As reported 90 days ago, and substantiated by a nationally recognized 
auditing firm, approximately $150,000 is owing on the Centennial Train 
exhibit at the New York World’s Fair. 


I believe this can be obtained from private sources and I am making 
no requests to the legislature that it appropriate funds to keep the Mon- 
tana exhibit functioning in 1965. 


Looking back on what was set in motion by the $200,000 centennial 
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year appropriation, one can only be convinced that it was a wise and worth- 
while investment in Montana’s future. 


The nationwide attention which our state received and the good will 
we generated ... not to mention what we ourselves learned about Montana 
and its people . .. is worth many times $200,000. 


This was an investment which will continue to accrue to us in the 
months and years ahead... an investment which continues to work for us. 


Only once in 100 years does a Governor have the opportunity to report 
on a centennial celebration. Again, this was a bi-partisan effort and I 
congratulate the 19638 legislature and its membership on making the Mon- 
tana Territorial Centennial celebration a reality. 


Our centennial year effort and the favorable attention it brought: 
Montana naticnally once again points up the value of our vacation industry. 
Travel is the state’s third largest revenue producer, annually bringing us 
a return exceeding $100,000,000. 


We must continue to encourage this phase of economic activity .. . 
to make Montana known as one of the finest vacation states of all. 


For this reason... and for the reason that the State Advertising: 
Department has become an enormously effective agency in the national 
travel field ...I am recommending an increased appropriation for state: 


advertising purposes. It is an increase which has been approved by the 
Highway Commission, under which the department serves. 


On the topic of state advertising and travel promotion, I again endorse 
the efforts by Boy Scout leaders in Montana who are working on plans 
to have Montana designated the meeting place for the 1968 ... or later 
... National Boy Scouts Jamboree. 


The Boy Scout Jamboree attracts tens of thousands of boys and few 
events could bring Montana more good will and national prominence. 


I have one additional recommendation. 


As our economy grows and changes, we will find increasing need for 
up-to-date measurements of our tax and economic bases. If we are to 
achieve equity in the financing of our state programs, it is absolutely neces- 
sary that we know what kind of burdens we are placing on our economy. 


For this reason, I urge legislative endorsement of a task force group 
working during the next two years to assess present taxes and to determine 
their degree of fairness to our taxpayers. The group would be expected 
to submit recommended changes at the next legislative session. 


The proposed task force would be comprised by representatives from 
agriculture, industry, labor and government. 


Montana has no existing problems which it cannot surmount. The pro- 
gram I have presented to you today is economically sound, totally feasible 
and well within our grasp. 


With your support and endorsement of this program, Montana car 
take giant strides forward in such vital areas as education, public institu- 
tions, economic development and modernized and efficient government. 


As you discuss the legislation which will be presented to you during 
the next 60 days, I encourage you to view it with all of Montana, all of 
its people and all of its economic divisions in mind. 


Every economic segment contributing to the growth and prosperity 
of our state deserves your serious study and consideration before decisions 
are made. 
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Ultimately, your greatest satisfaction from serving in this legislature 
will be to say: 


“This I helped achieve for Montana.” 
Unless there is achievement, this cannot be said. 


My office is open to all of you and I will be pleased to give every 
assistance possible on any state matter. Furthermore, you have the full 
cooperation of my staff and our department heads, who will be available 
to this body or its committees on call. 


I ask that you join me in earnestly seeking the blessings of the 
Supreme Being that through our own seriousness of purpose and inielli- 
gent consideration of the important matters to come before us we may 
accomplish the things good for the State of Montana and its people. 


Following the Governor’s speech it was moved by Senator Dussault 
and carried, that one thousand copies of the Governor’s message be printed 
and distributed to the members of the House and Senate, and to other State 
offices and interested parties. Motion carried. 


Benediction was given by the Chaplain. 


The Governor having been escorted from the chamber, it was moved 
by Senator Dussault that the joint assembly be dissolved and that the 
members of the Senate return to the Senate chambers. 


The joint assembly having been dissolved, the House resumed business.

COMPLAINT 


Plaintiff complains of Defendants, and for claim against them, states 
and alleges as follows: 


1. This action arises Pade the Constitution of the United States, the 
Fourteenth Amendment, seeking declaratory and iniunctive relief to reculate 
the actions of the Defendants as respects the rieht of Plaintiff and “other 
electors of the State of Montana to have equal and proportionate representa- 
tion in the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, and to enforce the 
requirements of law in connection therewith. 


2. Plaintiff is a citizen and resident and taxpayer of the State of Mon- 
tana, and a qualified and registered elector thereof, residing in the City of 
Butte in Silver Bow County. and registered to vote in the said Silver Bow 
County. representative of all citizens and electors in the State of Montana 
similarly situated, and bringing this suit in her and their behalf. 


3. The Defendant Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly of the State of 
Montana is the duly elected, acting. and qualified Legislative Assembly of 
the State of Montana, composed of fifty-six Senators, one from each county. 
and ninety-four Representatives, one or more from each county, all elected 
at the general election in the month of November, 1964, except for certain 
holdover Senators elected in 1962, said Legislative Assembly having been 
charged by the Constitution of the State of Montana with the legislative 
power of the State. 


4. Defendant Tim M. Babcock is the duly elected, qualified, and acting 
Governor of the State of Montana, and Defendant Frank Murray is the duly 
elected, qualified, and acting Secretary of State of the State of Montana, 
both such officials having been elected to such positions at the general elec- 
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tion held in the State of Montana during the month of November, 1964, and 
as such are charged by law with certain duties relating to elections and 
legislation in the State of Montana. 


By provision of the Constitution of Montana, Senators of the Montana 
Legislative Assembly are elected upon a purely geographical basis, without 
regard to population, Article V, Section 4, providing that there shall be no 
more than one Senator from each county; Article VI, Section 5, providing 
that each county then in existence should be entitled to one Senator and 
constitute a Senatorial district; and Article VI, Section 4, providing that 
each new county created shall be entitled to one Senator, but in no case shall 
a Senatorial district consist of more than one county, a similar provision, 
being enacted by statute, Sections 43-101 and 43-102, R. C. M. 1947. 


6. A majority of the Senators in the Montana Legislative Assembly, 
twenty-nine of the fifty-six Senators, is elected by the twenty-nine least 
populated counties in the state, with total population of 108,656 persons 
according to the 1960 census, or about sixteen percent of the State of Mon- 
tana’s total population of approximately 675,000 people being able to elect 
a majority of the members of the Senate of the Montana Legislative As- 
sembly. 


7. By provision of the Constitution of Montana, Representatives of 
the Montana Legislative Assembly are elected upon a combined geographical 
and population basis, Article VI, Section 3, providing that no county shall 
be divided in the formation of Representative districts, that a Representa- 
tive district may be composed of two or more counties, but if so, they shall 
be contiguous and the districts as compact as may be, and by provision of 
statute, Sections 43-1038, 48-104, and 438-105, R.C.M. 1947, apportionment 
of Representatives is to be upon a ratio of one Representative for each 
8,500 persons in a county, or fractional part thereof in excess of 4,250 
beens but also provides that each county shall be entitled to at least one 
member. 


8. A majority of the members of the House of Representatives of the 
Montana Legislative Assembly, forty-eight of ninety-four members, is 
elected by forty-six of the least populated counties in the State of Montana, 
representing 275,762 persons out of the total state population of approxi- 
mately 675,000, according to the 1960 census, or approximately forty percent 
of the population of the state being able to elect a majority of members of 
the House of Representatives. 


9. Plaintiff and numerous other members of the class represented by 
her are grievously injured and damaged by the existing system of apportion- 
ment, as provided for by the Montana Constitution and by statutes enacted 
by the Montana Legislative Assembly, in that Senators of the Montana 
Legislative Assembly represent population ranging from a low of 894 per- 
sons to a high of 79,016 persons, or a ratio of approximately eighty-eight 
to one, and Representatives of the Montana Legislative Assembly represent 
varied population ranging from a low again of 894 persons to a high of 
approximately 12,000, or a ratio of approximately thirteen to one. 


10. Defendant Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly of the State of Mon- 
tana is bound by the provisions of the Constitution of the State of Montana 
as aforesaid, is unable to process an amendment thereto prior to the general 
election in November, 1966, and if such procedure be followed, no reappor- 
tionment in accordance with law would be possible or practical until conven- 
ing of the Montana Legislative Assembly in January, 1967, thereby causing 
Plaintiff’s vote in future elections to be diluted and debased, and depriving 
Plaintiff and others of her class of the right to be properly represented in the 
Fortieth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, and resulting in dis- 
crimination against Plaintiff and others of her class, thereby rendering it 
necessary for this Court to declare and adjudge that those provisions of the 
Montana Constitution and Montana Statutes inconsistent with and repug- 
nant to the requirements of the Constitution of the United States be de- 
clared null and void and adjudged to be of no force and effect. 
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11. Defendants herein, or at least some of them, have indicated an 
intention to seek to evade or postpone the requirement of full and fair re- 
apportionment, or to seek to reapportion the Montana Legislative Assembly 
in some fashion other than in accordance with the principles laid down in 
decisions of the United States Supreme Court on this subject, and unless 
such actions be enjoined and restrained by this Court, Plaintiff and others 
of her class will suffer substantial and irreparable injury or less, by being 
discriminated against in all special and general elections hereafter. 


WHEREFORE, Plaintiff demands judgment against Defendants as 
follows: 


1. That the provisions of the Constitution of Montana and the Montana 
statutes above described and in conflict with the United States Constitution 
be declared invalid and null and void. 


2. That the duty of the Defendant Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly 
to properly reapportion itself forthwith so as to be effective for the 1966 
general election to be declared. 


8. That the duty of the Defendant Thirty-ninth Legislative Assembly 
follow the principles of reapportionment laid down by decision of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States be declared, and including the following: 


a. The Legislative Assembly must at least approximate by 
bona fide attempt the creation of districts substantially related 
to population. 


b. The seats in both houses of the Legislative Assembly shall 
be apportioned substantially on a population basis. 


ec. Deviation from the equal population principle in the ap- 
portionment of a state legislature is not sustainable as an attempt 
to balance urban and rural power in the legislature. 


d. Such other principles as the Court may in justice and equity 
declare and prescribe. 


4, That this Court exercise continuing jurisdiction and supervision 
and control over the reapportionment of the Montana Legislative Assembly, 
as may be necessary and appropriate to secure a just and fair apportionment 
consistent with the principles to be declared by the Court. 


5. That Defendants be enjoined during the pendency of this action and 
permanently from taking any actions or proceedings which would prejudice 
the jurisdiction of this Court or the accomplishment of reapportionment as 
sought herein, from operating under or executing or enforcing the constitu- 
tional and statutory provisions complained of herein, and from calling any 
special or general election until such time as a plan ‘of reapportionment be 
approved by this Court. 


6. For such other and further relief as to the Court may seem just and 
equitable under the circumstances.

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Highways, having had under con- 
sideration House Bill No. 101, respectfully report as follows: That House 
Bill No. 101 be amended as follows: 


1. Amend Section 1 of the original bill on page 1 by deleting all of 
the material beginning with the word “tractors” on line 19 and ending with 
the word “vehicles” on line 26 and substitute therefore the following: 


“yroviding for deposit of all fees other than license fees, except dealer 
license fees, collected by the registrar of motor vehicles, in the motor vehicle 
recording account for the payment of expenses of the maintenance and op- 
eration of the department of the registrar of motor vehicles.” 


2. Further amend Section 1 of the original bill on page 4 by deleting 
all of the material beginning with the letter “(c)” on line 28 and through 
the word “said” on line 32, and all of the material on page 5 and all of the 
material on page 6 and substituting therefore the following: 


“(c) In every county which does not have within its borders a city and 
area coming within the provisions of subsections (a) and (b) above, the net 
license fee derived from the registration of motor vehicles shall be by the 
registrar of motor vehicles transmitted to, and paid over to the county treas- 
urer of each such county and shall be allocated and divided by the county 
treasurer as hereinafter provided. The motor vehicle license fund in each 
such county shall be divided between accounts designated as “city road 
fund” and “county road fund” in a pro rata manner based upon the total 
number of miles of all public streets and highways situated within the limits 
of incorporated cities and towns within each county as compared with the 
total number of miles of public streets and highways situated within the 
county, but outside the corporate limits of any incorporated cities and 
towns. 


The license fees held in the city road fund, as hereinabove provided shall 
be at the end of each thirty (30) day period beginning March 1, 1964, be paid 
by the county treasurer to the treasurer of each incorporated city or town 
within the county in a pro rata manner based upon the number of miles of 
all public streets and highways situated within such city or town as com- 
pared to the total number of miles of all public streets and highways within 
the limits of all incorporated cities and towns within the county. The city 
or town treasurer shall hold said moneys in a separate fund designated as 
the “city road fund” which shall be used by the city or town council only 
for the construction and repair of streets and highways within the corpor- 
ate limits of such incorporated city or town. 


The net license fees derived from the registration of vehicles shall be 
used by said county for the construction, repair and maintenance of all public 
highways, except state and federal highways, within the boundaries of said 
county. 


If any dealer, or motor vehicle, house trailer, trailer, or semitrailer is 
originally registered six (6) months after the time of registration as set by 
law, the registration or license fee for the remainder of such year shall be 
one-half (1%) of the regular fee above given. 


A dealer in motor vehicles or trailers who shall maintain more than 
one (1) place of business or who shall maintain any branch establishment or 
establishments, must register and pay a registration or license fee for each 
such place of business or establishment. 


A registered dealer, who may sell or dispose of his entire business to 
any other person, may have his certificate of registration transferred to 
such purchaser upon filing with the registrar of motor vehicles a statement 
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containing the name of the registered dealer, the number under which such 
dealer is registered, the name of the purchaser, and the location of the 
place of business so sold. Upon the filing of such statement, accompanied 
by a filing fee of one dollar ($1.00), the registrar of motor vehicles shall 
note upon the registration record of such dealer the change of ownership. 
But no certificate of registration can be transferred unless the entire busi- 
ness of the dealer holding such certificate of registration be sold and dis- 
posed of, and no such certificate of registration can be transferred to any 
person other than the purchasers of such business. 


The provisions of this act with respect to the payment of registration 
fees shall not apply to or be binding upon motor vehicles, trailers, or semi- 
trailers or tractors owned or controlled by the United States of America 
or any state, county or city, but in all other respects the provisions of this 
act shall be applicable to and binding upon motor vehicles, tractors, trail- 
ers, and semitrailers. 


All fees, other than license fees, mentioned and described in Sections 
53-110 and 53-112, and in Section 53-135, shall hereafter be deposited in, 
and paid into, the earmarked revenue fund and shall be used to pay all sal- 
aries, operating expenses, and all other expenses of the department of the 
registrar of motor vehicles. Any reference in this code to the motor vehicle 
recording fund or the motor vehicle administration fund shall be taken to 
mean the motor vehicle recording account in the earmarked revenue fund. 


Whenever, in the judgment of the state board of examiners, there shall 
be in said motor vehicle recording account more moneys than are reasonably 
required or needed to pay all salaries, operating expenses, and all other 
expenses of the department of the registrar of motor vehicles, such board 
shall distribute such unneeded surplus or excess to the fifty-six (56) coun- 
ties of the state in a pro rata manner based upon the total number of motor 
vehicles registered in each county. 


The board of county commissioners of each county which does not have 
within its borders a city and area coming within the provisions of subsec- 
tions (a) and (b) above shall prior to March 1 of each year, beginning with 
the year 1964, determine the number of miles of public streets and high- 
ways situated in each incorporated city and town in the county, and the 
number of miles of public streets and highways within the county, but 
oustide the corporate limits of the incorporated cities and towns, in order 
that the motor vehicle license and registration fees can be divided between 
the “county road fund” and each “city road fund” in the pro rata manner 
as provided in this act. The board of county commissioners shall at the 
same time also compute the percentage of said motor vehicle license and 
registration fees to be paid by the county treasurer to the treasurer of 
each incorporated city and town and also the percentage to be deposited 
in the county road fund.

The Resolution submitted indicates the signers of this proposal do 
not understand state finance and wish to secure additional information 
from this office. This I am pleased to provide. 


In accounting and public finance terminology, the term “surplus” 
means ‘an excess of receipts over ordinary disbursements during any given 
period of time.” For your information, Montana operates on a fiscal year 
basis. This begins each July 1 and ends the following June 30. You will 
readily find in the State Controller’s records a daily, monthly and annual 
expression of net general fund condition. Where there is an excess cash 
position, it is accurately reflected in these records. The following list 
shows the year ending cash balance for the years 1957 through 1964. Also 
shown are the mid-year amounts as of December 31 each year. In this pre- 


ee 
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sentation you should be aware of two circumstances. These are, (1) 
about January 1, each year, school funds appropriated from the general 
fund are disbursed, and (2) most of the state’s revenue to the general 
fund is received between February and June of each year.

Friday, January 29, 
in the Governor’s Reception Room, and will have the State Budget Director, 
the State Controller, the State Auditor and Mr. Nelson of my staff avail- 
able. If there are other members who do not understand this procedure 
and wish added information, it can be discussed at this time.

mendation of the president of the unit concerned to the Board of Regents. 
Provided further that such teachers (1) shall not be given credit toward 
retirement pay for teaching service rendered after the end of the school 
year in which the age of seventy is attained, (2) shall not contribute to 
the retirement system after the end of said school year, and (3) shall not 
have the compensation received after the end of said school year used 
in computing final average salary. Initial employment of teachers in the 
University of Montana beyond the age of seventy may be made upon the 
recommendation of the president of the unit concerned to the Board of Re- 
gents but such employees are denied membership in the teachers’ retire- 
ment system.

to be approved by the judge of said court, conditioned to pay all costs 
that may be awarded against such appellant in the event of an adverse 
decision or the decision of said commission being affirmed or upheld. 
Within thirty (30) days after such decision or within such additional time 
as the district court shall allow upon good cause shown, but not exceeding 
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sixty (60) days after said decision, appellant shall file with the clerk of 
said district court a transcript of the testimony and proof presented to the 
commission including notice of appeal, complaint, pleadings, notices, mo- 
tions and other papers filed in the cause with the commission certified by 
the secretary of the commission. Cost of preparing such transcript shall 
be paid by appellant. In case of suspension or revocation of a certificate 
the filing of such notice and bond shall stay the order of the commission 
until the final determination of the appeal. If the appellant should fail to 
perfect his appeal or file said transcript as herein provided said stay shall 
automatically terminate. The trial shall be had summarily before the 
district court upon the record of the evidence presented to the commis- 
sion of which a complete record must be kept of the hearings of the com- 
mission as shown by said transcript and the exhibits, if any, presented 
to the commission and certified by the secretary of the said commission, 
and upon which its decision was rendered and there shall not be any addi- 
tional evidence introduced or anything in the nature of a trial de novo. 
The court shall not substitute its discretion for that of the commission 
but shall determine whether the commission acted capriciously, arbi- 
trarily, or abused its discretion and whether it acted according to law.] 
“Such suit shall be given a preferential setting, and shall be tried de novo 
and disposed of as an ordinary civil suit, and not upon the record of any 
hearing or hearings before the commission.” Appeals from judgments of 
the district court may be taken to the supreme court in the same manner 
as appeals are taken in civil actions.”

or persons, twelve (12) years of age or younger, occupying a vessel 
while such vessel is in motion, shall have a life preserver of a type ap- 
proved by the commandant of the United States Coast Guard securely 
fastened to his or her person. 


(b) [(2)] When in operation during hours of darkness, a light suf- 
ficient to make the motorboat’s or vessel’s presence and location known 
to any and all other vessels within a reasonable distance. 


(c) [(8)] If carrying or using any inflammable or toxic fluid in 
any enclosure for any purpose, and if not an entirely open motorboat or 
vessel, an efficient natural or mechanical ventilation system which shall 
be capable of removing resulting gases prior to, and during the time 
such motor boat or vessel is occupied by any person. 


(d) [(4)] All motorboats shall carry the minimum number of Coast 
Guard approved hand portable fire extinguishers, the number of which is 
to be determined by the Montana Fish and Game Commission or a Coast 
Guard approved fixed fire extinguishing system, except, that motorboats 
less than twenty-six (26) feet in length of open construction, propelled 
by outboard motors, and not carrying passengers for hire need not carry 
such portable fire extinguishers or fire extinguishing systems. 


(e) [(5)] Every motorboat or vessel shall have the carburetor 
or carburetors of every engine therein (except outboard motors) using 
gasoline as fuel, equipped with an efficient flame arrester, backfire trap, 
or other similar device. 


(f) [6] The board is hereby authorized to make rules and regula- 
tions modifying the equipment requirements contained in this section to 
the extent necessary to keep these requirements in conformity with the 
provisions of the federal navigation laws or with the navigation rules 
promulgated by the United States Coast Guard. 
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(g) [(7)] No person shall operate or give permission for the op- 
eration of a vessel which is not equipped as required by this section or 
modification thereof. 


(2) No vessel shall be equipped in a manner which will permit dis- 
charge of inadequately treated sewage into waters of this state. No 
container of inadequately treated sewage shall be placed, left, or discharged 
in or near waters of this state by anyone at any time. All toilets located 
on any vessel operated on waters of this state shall have securely affixed 
to the interior discharge opening of them an operating treatment device 
or Seana tank meeting the standards established by the State Board 
of Health.

dates for the offices to be filled at such election; providing for notices of 
said elections, appointment of judges and clerks for such elections and the 
hours of opening the polls at such elections; providing the manner in 
which poll lists shall be maintained and votes counted at such elections; 
providing the manner of canvassing votes and issuance of certificates of 
election at such elections; providing that the registration of electors shall 
be unnecessary at such elections; providing for challenges to persons of- 
fering to vote and punishment for a false swearing at such elections; pro- 
viding for payment of judges of the election; providing that all acts or 
parts of acts inconsistent herewith shall be deemed repealed or amended 
to the extent necessary to implement this act; and providing that this act 
shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage and approval.” 
Referred to Committee on Constitution, Elections and Federal Relations. 
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Senate Bill No. 78, introduced by Reardon, Bovey, Brenner, Moberly: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 92-706, Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1947, authorizing Industrial Accident Board to order replace- 
ment or repair of artificial limb damaged in industrial accident.” Referred 
to Committee on Labor and Compensation. 


Senate Bill No. 124, introduced by Reardon, Lehrkind, Ullom, Davis: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Sections 87-106 and 87-148, 
R. C. M. 1947, which sections are a part of the Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Law; by limiting benefit disqualifications of retired individuals to 
those entitled to receive retirement compensation in excess of one hundred 
dollars per month; by excluding securities salesmen paid solely by com- 
mission from the definition of covered employment.” Referred to Commit- 
tee on Labor and Compensation. 


Senate Bill No. 158, introduced by Cotton: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to authorize school boards of trustees to provide transportation 
for pupils living one or more but less than three miles from school; pro- 
viding standards for vehicles and drivers; and providing a fund to account 
for moneys collected and disbursed under the act.” Referred to Committee 
on Education. 


Senate Bill No. 207, introduced by Hilling, Lehrkind: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act recognizing the existence of a continuing public demand 
for student and faculty housing, residence halls, and food service facilities 
at the several units of the University of Montana and the attendant delay, 
expense and limitations in providing the same through state construction; 
authorizing the State Board of Land Commissioners, upon the recommen- 
dation of the Board of Regents of the University of Montana, to lease 
state owned lands for the erection, maintenance and operation of such 
improvements; providing for the control, supervision and regulation thereof 
by the said Board of Regents; and providing that such improvements shall 
be, upon expiration of the term of lease, the property of the State of Mon- 
tana.” Referred to Committee on Education. 


Senate Bill No. 228, introduced by Beley, Hafferman, Goodwin, Mc- 
Donnell: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 26-307, 
R. C. M. 1947, relating to waste of fish or game, hunting or fishing during 
closed seasons; providing for a penalty for killing more than one game 
animal of any one species in a licensed year unless authorized by the 
Board of County Commissioners; providing for a penalty for the taking, 
hunting, shooting, killing or capturing game animals or game birds or to 
fish during a closed season.” Referred to Committee on Fish and Game. 


Senate Bill No. 227, introduced by Mahoney: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend Section 91-4704, R.C.M. 1947, relating to the restora- 
tion to capacity of declared insane or incompetent persons including vet- 
erans by judicial determination by verified petition; providing for a hearing 
and notice thereof to designated persons before a jury; setting out proced- 
ures for said hearing; requiring the County Attorney to prepare and pre- 
sent petition to the district court of declared insane or incompetent vet- 
eran; and providing for an effective date.”

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Constitution, Elections and Fed- 
eral Relations, having had under consideration House Joint Resolution 
No. 29, respectfully report as follows: That House Joint Resolution No. 


29 do not pass.

Mr. Speaker: We, your Committee on Judiciary, having had under 
consideration House Bill No. 19, respectfully report as follows: That House 
Bill No. 19 be amended as follows: 


1. Strike out all that material following the enacting clause on page 
1, line 19 of the original bill, and insert in lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 1. Provision for administration. (a) The State Department 
of Public Welfare (hereafter called “state department’) is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to administer and supervise a program of medical 
aid for the aged (MAA) under the powers, duties and function pro- 
vided in Sections 71-201 through 71-240, R.C.M. 1947. 


(b) The State department shall adopt appropriate rules and regula- 
tions, not inconsistent with this act, to administer and supervise the said 
program, and shall define by rules and regulations medical aid for the 
aged. Such definition shall include, but is not limited to the following: 


(1) In-patient hospital services; 
(2) Licensed nursing home services; 


(3) The professional services of a licensed physician, dentist, osteo- 
path, optometrist, chiropractor, chiropodist, or physical therapist; 


(4) Out-patient hospital or clinic services; 

(5) Home health care services; 

(6) Physical therapy and related services; 

(7) Dental services; 

(8) Laboratory and x-ray services; 

(9) Prescribed drugs, eyeglasses, dentures and prosthetic devices; 
(10) Diagnostic, screening and preventive sources; 
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(11) Any additional medical service or aid allowable under or pro- 
vided by Title I, Section 6 (b) of the Federal Social Security Act, as now 
amended. 


The foregoing services shall be provided to the fullest extent that 
monies appropriated, collected, accumulated or matched from any source 
by the state department will allow. Priorities of the foregoing medical 
services or aids, if funds are inadequate, shall be determined by the state 
department. 


(c) The state department shall advise with and consult at least 
semi-annually with a council composed of duly qualified members of the 
following organizations: The Montana Medical Association; the Montana 
State Dental Association; the Montana Hospital Association; the Montana 
State Pharmaceutical Association; the Montana Nursing Home Association; 
the Montana Association of County Commissioners; and the Montana 
Nurses Association. 


Each such organization shall select a member of its organization to 
serve on the council and one alternate to serve in his absence. Three ad- 
ditional members shall be appointed by the governor, for terms of three 
years, one of whom shall be a person engaged in supplying medical aid 
and services, other than members of the above organizations, and two from 
the public at large. 


(d) The state department shall provide for professional freedom of 
those licensed practitioners who provide medical care and services under 
this act, and provide reasonable freedom of choice to recipients of medical 
aid to select the vendor or provider of medical care or services; provided, 
that in those counties where county hospitals, supported by county funds, 
provide adequate equipment, and facilities for the needs of any recipient, 
the county board of public welfare may require that the recipient be 
treated or cared for at such county hospital, if suitable vacancies exist in 
such county hospital. 


(e) The state department may, by suitable rules and regulations, 
provide for processing, investigation and payment of claims under such 
program of medical aid for the aged with any state or private agency. 


Section 2. Eligibility requirements for medical aid for the aged. Med- 
ical aid for the aged shall be granted to any person who: 


(a) Is sixty-five (65) years of age or over. 


(b) Resides in the state of Montana, including residents temporari- 
ly absent from the state. 


(c) Is not concurrently a recipient of old age assistance under Sec- 
tions 71-401 through 71-413, R.C.M., 1947; but such persons shall be eli- 
gible to receive out-patient services despite receiving old age assistance. 


(d) Is in need of medical care or services, as such need may be de- 
termined by an attending licensed physician or surgeon, with necessary con- 
sultation; or by the county board of public welfare, acting under rules and 
regulations of the state department, not inconsistent with this act. 


(e) Is not receiving medical care or treatment for mental illness or 
tuberculosis at a state institution at public expense, or is receiving medi- 
cal care and services at any state or federal institution at public expense. 


(f) Is an unmarried applicant or is separated from his spouse and 
whose income, after* deduction of medical expenses paid by the applicant, 
and deduction of social security payments, does not exceed one thousand 
five hundred ($1, 500.00) dollars during the twelve month period prior to 
application; or is a married applicant whose income, after deductions of 
medical expenses incurred and social security payments, combined with 
the income of his spouse( provided they are living together), does not ex- 
ceed twenty-five hundred ($2,500.00) dollars. Income shall not include 
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shelter value of the residence occupied by applicant, nor the value of 
gifts or services contributed to applicant, nor gratuitous payments re- 
ceived from members of his family. 


(zg) Is an unmarried applicant or is separated from his spouse whose 
resources do not exceed ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars; or is a married 
applicant living with his or her spouse and their combined resources do 
not exceed the value of fifteen thousand ($15,000.00) dollars. The value 
of resources shall be the current market value minus any encumbrances 
against such resources. In determining resources, there shall be excluded 
real property occupied as a residence under the unencumbered value of 
twenty thousand ($20,000.00) dollars; household goods and furnishings, as 
automobile, personal belongings and tools or equipment necessary for a 
trade, occupation or profession, and the cash values of life insurance poli- 
cies in excess of twenty thousand ($20,000.00) dollars. 


Section 8. Amount of assistance. The amount of medical aid for 
the aged granted in behalf of any person shall be determined by a coun- 
ty department of public welfare according to the rules and regulations and 
standards of assistance established by the state department. 


Section 4. Application for assistance. Application for assistance 
under this part shall be made to the county office of the county depart- 
ment in the county in which the person is residing. The application shall 
be presented in the manner and on the form prescribed by the state de- 
Mer All individuals wishing to apply shall have the opportunity 
to do so. 


Section 5. County share of participation. Each county department 
shall reimburse the state department in the amount of one-half (%) of 
the approved medical aid for the aged payments paid by the state depart- 
ment in behalf of persons in the county each month, exclusive of the fed- 
eral share. Such reimbursement shall be credited to the medical aid for 
the aged account of the state department. 


Section 6. Investigation and determination of eligibility. The county 
department shall promptly investigate and determine the eligibility of 
applicant under this act. Each applicant should be informed of his right 
to a fair hearing and of the confidential nature of the information given. 
The county department shall determine whether or not the applicant is 
eligible for assistance under this act. The county public welfare board 
shall review the determination of eligibility or non-eligibility made by the 
county department. Aid shall be furnished promptly to eligible persons. 
Each applicant shall receive written notice of the decision concerning his 
application and right of appeal shall be secured to the applicant under 
the procedures of Section 71-223, R.C.M. 1947. 


Section 7. Redetermination of eligibility. All medical aid for the 
aged cases approved under this part shall be reviewed as often as shall 
be required under the rules and regulations of the state department. 


Section 8. Change of residence of person receiving medical assist- 
ance for the aged. 


A recipient who moves his residence to another county in this state 
shall continue to receive assistance, with the approval of the state depart- 
ment. The county from which he has moved shall be charged by the 
state department for such county share of his assistance for a period of 
one (1) year after which time the county to which he has moved shall be 
charged therefor. The state department will determing the date of trans- 
fer. The county from which a recipient moves shall notify the state de- 
partment and the county to which the recipient moves. 


Section 9. Confidential records. All applications, information and 
records concerning any applicant or recipient of medical assistance for 
the aged under the provisions of this act shall be confidential and shall 
not be disclosed nor used for any purpose not directly connected with the 
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administration of medical assistance for the aged. The violation of this 
provision is hereby made a misdemeanor and is punishable as such. 


Section 10. Exclusion of lien. No applicant hereunder shall be re- 
quired to execute an agreement for lien on his real property. If an eli- 
gible person receives medical aid under this act, and dies leaving no sur- 
viving dependent or spouse, the state department shall be entitled to re- 
cover the amount of assistance paid from the estate by claiming the same 
in the estate administration proceedings. Recoveries shall be pro-rated 
to the county involved in medical assistance in the proportion that it con- 
tributed to the medical assistance. 


Section 11. Section 71-106, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as 
follows: 


“71-106. Support of poor and indigent persons—tax levy. The board 
of county commissioners has jurisdiction and power under such limitations 
and restrictions as are prescribed by law. 


To provide for the care and maintenance of the indigent sick, except 
as otherwise provided in other parts of this act, or the otherwise poor 
of the county; erect and maintain hospitals therefor, or otherwise pro- 
vide for the same, and for said purposes to levy and collect annually, 
from each resident of the county, between the ages of twenty-one (21) 
and sixty (60) years a poll tax of two dollars ($2.00) at a meeting of the 
Board of County Commissioners held in December of any year, to become 
effective as of January first of the following calendar year, and a tax on 
property not exceeding three-fifths (3/5) of one per cent (1%), which last 
mentioned levy shall be made at the time other tax levies are made on 
property, as provided by law, or either of such levies when both are not 
required, and to expend not to exceed five per cent (5%) of any such levy 
for the collection of said tax, or of any part thereof. Whenever a resolu- 
tion is adopted levying a per capita tax the clerk of the board shall immedi- 
ately prepare and deliver copies thereof to the County Assessor and Coun- 
ty Treasurer. The County Assessor after receiving such copy of resolu- 
tion, when making an assessment of any property belonging to any person 
liable for the payment of such per capita tax must enter on the assessment 
list, and also on any statement given to the taxpayer, showing the value 
of the property assessed, the amount of such per capita tax, and the Coun- 
ty Treasurer when collecting the taxes on such property shall at the same 
time collect the amount of such per capita tax as shown on said state- 
ment.” 


Section 12. Section 71-211, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
OWS: 


“71-211. Board to act as agency of federal government—assistance to 
ward Indians. The state department shall act as the agent of the federal 
government in public welfare matters of mutual concern in conformity with 
this act and the Federal Social Security Act, and in the administration of 
any federal funds granted to the state to aid in the purposes and function 
of the state department. 


The counties shall not be required to reimburse the state department 
any portion of old age assistance, medical assistance for the aged, aid to 
needy dependent children or aid to needy blind or aid to the totally dis- 
abled paid to ward Indians, further provided that the federal government 
may reimburse the State of Montana in behalf of counties, providing gen- 
eral relief to ward Indians, a sum in lieu of taxes which the counties would 
collect if the lands of such ward Indians were not in trust status. A ward 
Indian is hereby defined as an Indian who is living on an Indian reserva- 
tion set aside for tribal use, or is a member of a tribe or nation accorded 
certain rights and privileges by treaty or by federal statutes. If and when 
the Federal Social Security Act is amended to define a ‘ward Indian,’ such 
definition shall supersede the foregoing definition.” 
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Section 18. Section 71-216, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“71-216. Powers and duties of the county board. The County Board of 
Public Welfare shall be responsible for establishing local policies and such 
rules and regulations as are necessary to govern the county department 
and local administration of public welfare activities except that all such 
policies and rules and regulations must be in conformity with general poli- 
cies and rules and regulations established by the state board. The County 
Board of Public Welfare shall review the determinations of eligibility and 
amount of payment to or on behalf of individuals made by the staff of the 
county department for conformity with the aforesaid rules and regula- 
tions. Determinations not in conformity will be referred to the staff by 
the County Welfare Board for appropriate action as authorized by said 
board.” 


| Section 14. Section 71-230, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“71-230. Method of issuing assistance grants—reimbursement. 


(a) Checks in payment of public assistance, as provided for in each 
part of this act, with the exception of general relief, [and with the excep- 
tion of old-age assistance, aid to dependent children, aid to needy blind, 
and aid to the permanently and totally disabled payments made in behalf of 
such recipients for medical care] shall be issued by the state department 
upon approved certificates of award and reports of changes of such eli- 
gible grantees as are forwarded by the county department to the state de- 
partment and all such checks will be mailed to the individual recipient or 
the appropriate vendor. The checks in payment of public assistance shall 
be issued in the full approved amount for each eligible approved grantee 
and the original monthly payment shall be from the state public welfare 
accounts. All public assistance checks shall represent cash on demand at 
full par value to the recipient and vendor. 


(b) On or before the twentieth of each month the state department 
will present a claim for reimbursement to each county department for its 
proportionate share of public assistance granted in the county to recipients 
during the month and for vendor medical payments made on behalf of 
recipients in the previous month. The county department must make such 
reimbursement to the state department within twenty (20) days after 
such claim is presented. 


[(e) Warrants or checks shall be issued from the poor fund of the 
county in payment of medical care provided in behalf of eligible recipients 
of old-age assistance, aid to dependent children, aid to needy blind, and 
aid to the permanently and totally disabled. The warrants or checks shall 
be identified to the category of assistance under which issued.]” 


Section 15. Section 71-241, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
OWS: 


“Section 71-241. Agreement for lien on real property of recipient of 
public assistance other than recipients of general relief or aid to depend- 
ent children. No application for a public assistance grant, except applica- 
tions made pursuant to Chapter 5, Title 71, Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947 (aid to dependent children), and Chapter 3, Title 71, Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1947 (general relief), and for vendor medical payments in be- 
half of individuals, shall be approved unless the applicant shall execute 
and deliver with such application an agreement, in such form as the State 
Board of Public Welfare shall prescribe, acknowledging and agreeing that 
the amount of all assistance thereafter paid to the applicant, from what- 
ever source such assistance may be derived, shall constitute an obligation 
and indebtedness of the applicant to the state and county which shall be 
secured by a lien upon all real property of the applicant then owned or 
acquired while a recipient of such assistance.” 
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Section 16. Section 71-308, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“71-308. Medical aid and hospitalization. Medical aid and hospitali- 
zation for persons unable to provide such necessities for themselves are 
hereby declared to be the legal and financial duty and responsibility of 
the Board of County Commissioners, except as otherwise provided in other 
parts of this act, payable from the county poor fund. It shall be the duty 
of the Board of County Commissioners to make provisions for competent 
and skilled medical or surgical services as approved by the State Board of 
Health or the State Medical Association, or in the case of osteopathic prac- 
titioners by the State Osteopathic Association or chiropractors by the State 
Chiropractic Association, or optometrical services as approved by the 
Montana Optometric Association, and dental services as approved by the 
Dental Association. ‘Medical’ or ‘medicine’ as used in this act refers to 
the healing art as practiced by licensed practitioners. 


In automobile accident cases wherein transients traveling through 
the state of Montana are injured, medical aid and hospitalization shall be 
paid for by the county wherein the accident occurred and the Department 
of Public Welfare shall reimburse such county in full upon proper claim 
being made to the Department of Public Welfare; provided further, that 
in all other accident cases wherein such transients are injured, medical 
aid and hospitalization shall be paid for by the county wherein the accident 
occurred and the Department of Public Welfare shall reimburse such coun- 
ty for one-half of such medical aid and hospitalization paid by such coun- 
ty, upon proper claim being made to the Department of Public Welfare. 


The board, in arranging for medical care for those unable to provide 
it for themselves, may have the care provided by the physicians appointed 
by such board who shall be known as county physicians or deputy county 
physicians, and may fix a rate of compensation for the furnishing of 
such medical attendance. 


The Board of County Commissioners shall have the responsibility of 
making suitable arrangements to provide respectable burial for those for 
whom such expenses are not otherwise available.” 


Section 17. Section 71-309, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol. 
OWS: 


“71-309. Primary obligations of the Board of County Commissioners. 
Except as otherwise provided in other parts of this act, it is hereby de- 
clared to be the primary legal duty and financial obligation of the Board 
of County Commissioners to make such tax levies and to establish such 
budgets in the county poor fund as provided by law and as are necessary 
to provide adequate institutional care for all such indigent residents as 
are in need of institutional care and to make such tax levies and estab- 
lish such budgets in the county poor fund as are necessary to make pro- 
visions for medical aid and services and hospitalization for all indigent 
county residents. All such public assistance and services shall be charges 
against and payable from the county poor fund.” 


Section 18. Section 71-402, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


“Eligibility requirements for old age assistance. Old age assistance 
shall be granted any person who: 


(a) Has attained the age of sixty-five (65); 


(b) Has income which is inadequate to provide a reasonable sub- 
sistence compatible with decency and health; 


(c) Has been a resident of the state of Montana for at least five 
(5) years during the nine (9) years immediately preceding his applica- 
tion for old age assistance; 
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(d) Has resided in and been an inhabitant of the state and county 
in which application is made for at least one (1) year immediately pre- 
ceding the date of receipt of this assistance. Any person otherwise quali- 
fied who has resided in the state for five (5) years or more during the 
nine (9) years immediately preceding the application, one (1) year of 
which state residence shall have been immediately prior to the date of 
receipt of this assistance, and who has no legal county residence, shall file 
his application in the county in which he is residing, and his assistance 
shall be paid entirely from state funds until he can qualify as having a 
legal residence in the said county; 


(e) Is not at the time of receiving assistance an inmate of any 
public institution, except as a patient in a public medical institution; is not 
a patient in an institution for the treatment of tuberculosis or mental ill- 
ness or is not a patient in a medical institution as a result of having been 
diagnosed as having tuberculosis or phychosis; 


(f) Has not made an assignment or transfer of property for the 
purpose of rendering himself eligible for assistance under this act at 
any time within two (2) years immediately prior to the filing of applica- 
tion for assistance pursuant to the provisions of this act; 


(gz) Is not receiving aid to dependent children, aid to needy blind 
or aid to the permanently and totally disabled, or in-patient medical aid 
for the aged, for himself or herself. 


: Section 19. Section 71-405, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
OWS: 


“71-405. County share of participation. Each county department shall 
reimburse the state department in the amount of one third (1/3) of the ap- 
proved old age assistance grants paid by the state department to persons in 
the county each month, exclusive of the federal share. Each county de- 
partment shall reimburse the state department in the amount of one-half 
(42) of the approved old age assistance vendor medical payments on be- 
half of persons in the county each month, exclusive of the federal share. 
Such reimbursements shall be credited to the old age assistance account 
of the state department.” 


; Section 20. Section 71-406, R.C.M., 1947, is amended to read as fol- 
Ows: 


“71-406. Investigation of applications. Whenever a County Public 
Welfart Department receives an application for an old age assistance grant 
or for medical care on behalf of an old age assistance recipient, an inves- 
tigation shall be promptly made. The investigation of each applicant for 
old age assistance shall be conducted by the county board through a staff 
worker of the county department. Each applicant shall be informed of his 
right to a fair hearing and of the confidential nature of information se- 
cured with regard to his circumstances. Upon completion of such investi- 
gation the County Welfare Board shall determine whether the applicant is 
eligible for and should receive a grant, the amount of the assistance and the 
date on which assistance shall begin. Aid shall be furnished promptly to 
all eligible persons. Each applicant shall receive written notice of the 
decision concerning his application.” 


And as amended, shall be designated and printed as House Substitute 
for House Bill No. 19, and as amended, do pass.

Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 28-1306, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, be 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“23-1306. Mailing ballot to elector—form of return and affidavit. Upon 
receipt of such application, properly filled out and duly signed, or as soon 
thereafter as the official ballot for the precinct in which the applicant 
resides has been printed, the said county or city or town clerk shall send 
to such elector by mail, postage prepaid, one official ballot, or if there be 
more than one ballot to be voted by an elector of such precinct, one of each 
kind, and shall inclose with such ballot or ballots an envelope, to be fur- 
nished by such county or city or town clerk, which envelope shall bear 
upon the front thereof the name, official title and postoffice address of 
such county or city or town clerk, and upon the other side a printed affi- 
davit, in substantially the following form:

Both the envelope in which the ballot is mailed to the elector in the United 
States service and the return envelope enclosed therein shall have printed 
across the face two parallel horizontal red bars, each one-quarter inch 
wide, extending from one side of the envelope to the other side, with an 
intervening space of one-quarter inch, the top bar to be one and one-quarter 
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inches from the top of the envelope, and with the words “Official Election 
Balloting Material—via Air Mail,” or similar language, between the bars; 
that there be printed in the upper right hand corner of each such envelope, 
in a box, the words “Free of U. S. Postage, Including Air Mail’; that all 
printing on the face of each such envelope be in red; and that there be 
printed in red in the upper left corner of each state ballot envelope an 
appropriate inscription or blanks for return address of sender. 


The return envelope shall be self-addressed to the county or city or 
town clerk. 


The county or city or town clerk shall enclose with the ballot mailed 
to the elector in the United States service instructions for voting and re- 
turning the ballot. 


The county or city or town clerk shall enclose with the ballot mailed to 
the elector a paper seal, with the official seal of the clerk thereon, to be 
used by the voter to seal the envelope before mailing or delivering the en- 
velope to the said county or city or town clerk. 


Section 2. That Section 23-1307, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, be 
and the same hereby is amended to read as follows: 


“23-1307. Marking and swearing to ballot by elector. Such voter 
shall make and subscribe the said affidavit before an officer authorized 
by law to administer oaths, pursuant to the laws of the place of execution 
and may do so at any place including any foreign country, before any 
officer authorized by the laws of the place of execution to take acknowl- 
edgments of instruments, and such voter shall thereupon, in the presence 
of such officer and of no other person, mark such ballot or ballots, but 
in such manner that such officer cannot see the vote, and such ballot or 
ballots thereupon, in the presence of such officer, shall be folded by such 
voter so that each ballot shall be separate, and so as to conceal the vote, 
and shall be, in the presence of such officer, placed in such envelope se- 
curely sealed. Said officer shall thereupon append his signature and offi- 
cial title at the end of said jurat and affidavit. Said envelope shall be 
sealed with the seal provided by the said clerk of the county or city or 
town and shall be mailed by such absent or physically incapacitated voter, 
postage prepaid, or delivered to the county or city or town clerk, as the 
case may be.” 


Section 3. That Section 23-1308, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, be 
and the same hereby is amended to read as follows: 


“23-1308. Upon receipt of such envelope, such county or city or town 
clerk shall forthwith inclose the same, unopened, together with the written 
application of such absent voter or physically incapacitated voter in a 
larger envelope, which shall be securely sealed with a paper seal with the 
official seal of the clerk thereon, and indorsed with the name of the proper 
voting precinct, the name and official title of such clerk, and the words 
“This envelope contains an absent or physically incapacitated voter ballot, 
and must be opened only on election day at the polls when the same are 
open,” and such clerk shall safely keep the same in his office until the 
same is delivered or mailed by him as provided in the next section.” 


Section 4. That Section 28-1309, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, be 
and the same hereby is amended to read as follows: 


“23-1309. Delivery or mailing of ballots to election judges. In case 
such envelope is received by such clerk prior to the delivery of the official 
ballots to a judge of election of the precinct in which such absent or physi- 
cally incapacitated voter resides, said larger envelope, containing the said 
voter’s envelope, and his said application as above provided, shall be de- 
livered to the judge of election of such precinct, to whom the official bal- 
lots of the precinct shall be delivered, and at the same time. In case the 
official ballot for such precinct shall have been delivered to the judge of 
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election prior to the time of the receipt by the said clerk of said absent or 
physically incapacitated voter’s envelope, such clerk shall immediately 
after inclosing such voter’s envelope and his application in a larger en- 
velope, and after endorsing the latter as provided in the foregoing section, 
address and mail the larger envelope, postage prepaid, to the said judge 
of election of said precinct, as hereinafter further provided. If any ab- 
sentee ballots are received by the clerk for which application was made 
after 12 noon on the day next preceding an election, the clerk shall en- 
dorse upon the voter’s envelope the date and exact time or receipt and the 
words “To be rejected by authority of Section 23-1309, R. C. M. 1947.”

“Section 1. The purpose of this act is: (1) To prevent the distrac- 
tion of motorists. 


(2) To enhance scenic beauty along roads. 
Section 2. As used in this act unless the context otherwise requires: 


(1) “Road” means a county, state, federal or limited access highway 
including bridges and bridge approaches. 


(2) “Junkyard” means a place where five (5) or more junked, 
wrecked or non-operative automobiles, vehicles, machines, and other simi- 
lar scrap or salvage materials are located. 


(3) “Operator or operators” means a person, firm, or corporation who 
operates a junkyard, or who allows a junkyard to be placed or to remain on 
premises owned or controlled by him. 


(4) “Person” means an individual, firm, agency, company, association, 
partnership, business trust, joint stock company or corporation. 


(5) “Board” means Highway Patrol Board. 
(6) “Supervisor” means Highway Patrol Supervisor. 


(7) “Permit” means the document which allows a person to operate 
a junkyard under this act. 


Section 3. No person shall operate a junkyard which is closer than 
2,000 feet to the centerline of a road unless a permit is obtained from the 
supervisor. The operation of such a junkyard without such permit is de- 
clared to be a public nuisance. The supervisor shall charge a fee of fifty 
dollars ($50.00) for the issuance of such a permit. A permit shall be 
effective for a one (1) year period. Fees collected shall be deposited with 
the state treasurer to the credit of the general fund. 


Section 4. (1) Before issuing such permit the supervisor shall re- 
quire screening of a junkyard when: (a) It is within 2,000 feet of the 
centerline of a road; 


(b) It is not hidden from the view of motorists using the road by 
an artificial or natural screen or by natural topography. 


(2) The screening required may be effected: (a) By the construction 
of a fence, or 


(b) By plants, shrubs, trees, or flowing plants which provide a suit- 
able and sufficient screen, or 


(c) By making use of existing foliage. 


(3) The required screening must be installed within six (6) months 
after the effective date of this act and must be maintained (i.e., painted, 
rebuilt, etc.) thereafter. 
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(4) All dismantling, stripping, burning, wrecking or other total or 
partial destruction of vehicles, machines, or similar scrap or salvage ma- 
terials, and the storage thereof, shall be within such screened enclosure. 


Section 5. When the supervisor has reasonable cause to doubt the 
financial responsibility of an operator or his compliance with this act, the 
supervisor may require him to furnish and maintain a bond. In each case, 
he shall approve the form, amount, and the sureties. The bond shall be no 
less than one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) nor more than five thousand 
dollars ($5,000.00), conditioned upon the operator complying with the pro- 
visions of this act and the regulations adopted pursuant to it. 


Section 6. When the supervisor finds compliance with this act would 
cause peculiar or exceptional hardship to an operator the junkyard may 
be maintained for a period of one (1) year following the effective date of 
this act. However, it may not be expanded in any manner. 


Section 7. The board has the power to: (1) Exercise general super- 
vision of the administration and enforcement of this act. 


(2) Adopt after a hearing rules and regulations concerning the op- 
eration of junkyards which the supervisor deems necessary to the admin- 
istration and enforcement of this act. 


(3) Adopt without a hearing rules and regulations concerning ma- 
terial, foliage and screening which will insure accomplishment of the pur- 
poses of this act. 


(4) Adopt without hearing rules and regulations concerning the pro- 
cedural aspects of hearings, and detail necessary to the enforcement and 
administration of this act. 


(5) Issue after a hearing: (a) orders abating the operation of a junk- 
yard which violates this act, or 


(b) orders which require adoption of remedial measures including 
construction or planting of screens or the utilization of natural screening, 
extension, modification or addition to new or existing screens. 


(6) Issue, renew, revoke, modify or deny permits for the operation 
of a junkyard. 


(7) Make investigations or inspections which are deemed necessary 
by the supervisor: (a) to insure compliance with the provisions of this act, 


(b) to insure compliance with rules, regulations or orders of the board 
which are deemed necessary to the administration and enforcement of this 
act. 


(8) Institute in a court of competent jurisdiction procedures to com- 
pel compliance with the provisions of this act or with the orders, rules and 
regulations issued pursuant to it. 


(9) Enter at a reasonable time through an officer, assistant, agent or 
employee public or private property for the purpose of inspection of con- 
ditions relating to the operation of a junkyard. 


Section 8. (1) Public hearings shall be conducted by the board: 


(a) prior to the adoption of rules or regulations which concern the 
prevention, abatement or control of junkyards; 


(b) before the issuance of an order prohibiting an act or acts 
aaa in contravention of any rules, regulations, orders or permits of the 
oard; 


(c) before denial, revocation or modifications of a permit provided 
for by this act; 
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(d) before any other final determination is made by the board which 
directly affects the activities of a person. 


(2) The board shall grant a hearing to a person: (a) who has not 
been heard in connection with issuance of an order or the making of a de- 
termination, and 


: (b) who considers himself aggrieved by an order or determination 
an 


(c) who shall file with the board a petition. The petition shall ex- 
plain briefly why an order or determination is contrary to law or is in- 
jurious to him, and request a hearing. At a hearing the petitioner may 
appear in person or by attorney, may submit evidence, and shall be given 
the opportunity to be heard. 


(3) Hearings provided for in this act may be conducted by the super- 
visor or a highway patrol official designated by him in the name of the 
board at a time and place specified by the supervisor. 


Section 9. At an administrative hearing the supervisor or a highway 
ee official designated by him to hold the hearing may: (a) administer 
oaths 


(b) examine witnesses and 


(c) issue in the name of the board notices of hearings and subpoenas 
to witnesses and for production of evidence relevant to any matter involved 
in the hearing. 


Section 10. (1) Within fifteen (15) days of the mailing of notice of 
the final decision of the board, a person who has petitioned for a hearing 
may appeal from the decision. 


(2) Appeal will be made to the district court of the county in which 
the junkyard is located. 


(3) The court shall set the matter for hearing upon thirty (30) days’ 
written notice to the board and petitioner. At the hearing, the court shall 
take testimony, examine the facts of the case, and determine whether the 
petitioner is entitled to relief. — 


Section 11. A person violating a provision of this act shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine not less 
than one hundred dollars ($100.00) nor more than two hundred fifty dol- 
lars ($250.00). Each day of violation of the provisions of this act shall 
constitute a separate offense. 


Section 12. Nothing in this act shall prohibit any city or town from 
licensing, taxing, and regulating such junkyards under the provisions of 
Section 11-918, R.C. M. 1947, as amended by this act.

The supervisor shall supply each licensee under this act 
an official stamp marked “motor use only” or “chassis use only.” The title 
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to each motor vehicle wrecked or dismantled as herein provided shall be 
stamped with said stamp, boldly and across the face of said motor vehicle 
title. 


Section 16. If it shall appear that any motor vehicle has been aban- 
doned on the public highways of this state, any highway patrolman, sheriff, 
or municipal police officer may post conspicuously upon said vehicle a 
notice, in a form prescribed by the supervisor, which shall state that if 
said vehicle is not removed from the location at which it appears to have 
been abandoned within forty-eight hours the highway patrol, sheriff, or 
police shall remove said vehicle and dispose of it in accordance with the 
provisions of this act. 


If the said vehicle is not removed in accordance with the notice after 
the said forty-eight hours have elapsed, such vehicle may be removed by 
such officer. Upon such removal, the officer removing such vehicle shall 
shall send notice of removal to the owner thereof as shown by the records 
of the registrar of motor vehicles. Such vehicle shall if not reclaimed, be 
held for thirty days after sending of such notice, after which it shall be 
sold by such officer to the highest bidder, and upon receiving the amount 
of such bid, the officer may issue to the successful bidder a bill of sale. 
The issuance of such bill of sale shall be sufficient authority to permit the 
registrar of motor vehicles to issue a new certificate of title to such bidder. 


The amount received from such bidder shall first be used to defray 
costs of removal, storage, and sale.

He shall either grant or deny such petition based on 
evidence received and make an order denying or granting said petition 
which order shall be final, unless an appeal be taken to the board of county 
commissioners within thirty (30) days thereafter, and upon hearing thereof 
the decision of said board shall be final.

ror, brutality, immorality or vice. It shall be unlawful to exhibit upon any 
street or highway, or in any place within the view of any minor child 
under the age of eighteen (18) years, or to hire, use, employ or permit such 
child to sell or give away or in any manner distribute any such book, 
pamphlet, magazine, lewd picture, newspaper, story paper, so called 
comic book or publication or other printed, mimeographed, or published 
matter above described.

“Matter” means any book, magazine, newspaper, or other printed or 
written material or any picture, drawing, photograph, motion picture, or 
other pictorial representation or any statue or other figure, or any re- 
cording, transcription or mechanical, chemical or electrical reproduction 
or any other articles, equipment machines or materials. 


“Person” means any individual, partnership, firm, association, corpor- 
ation, or other legal entity. 


“Distribute” means to transfer possession of, whether with or without 
consideration. 
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“Knowingly” means having knowledge of the character and content of 
the subject matter or failure to exercise reasonable inspection which would 
disclose the content and character of the same. 


(2) It is unlawful for any person to knowingly: send or cause to be 
sent, or bring or cause to be brought, into this state for sale or distribution, 
or in this state prepare, publish, print, exhibit, distribute, or offer to 
distribute, any obscene matter. 


(3) It is unlawful for any person to knowingly: send or cause to be 
sent, or exhibit or distribute or offer to distribute any obscene matter to 
a minor under 18 years of age, while in possession of such facts that he 
should reasonably know that such person is a minor under 18 years of age. 


(4) It is unlawful for any person, while in possession of such facts 
that he should reasonably know that a person is a minor under 18 years of 
age, to hire, employ or use such minor to do or assist in doing any of the 
acts described in the foregoing paragraphs. 


(5) It is unlawful for a person to write or create advertising or solicit 
anyone to publish such advertising or otherwise promote the sale or dis- 
tribution of matter represented or held out by him to be obscene. 


(6) No person shall, as a condition to a sale or delivery for resale of 
any publication not above described or not within the purview of the fore- 
going section, require that the purchaser or consignee receive for resale 
or redistribution any other publication or article whatsoever within or 
reasonably believed by such purchaser or consignee to be within the purview 
of the foregoing paragraph. 


(7) The prohibitions and penalties imposed hereby shall not extend 
to publications within any constitutional guarantee of freedom of the press 
or freedom of religious worship, nor to publications privileged for medical 
instruction, priviliged as official law enforcement bulletins or publications, 
nor to publications or reproductions of bona fide works of literature and 
the fine arts. 


(8) In any criminal action brought under the foregoing sections, both 
the people and the defendant shall have the right to trial by jury on the is- 
sue of obscenity. . 


(9) The jury, or the court, if a jury trial is waived, shall render a 
general verdict, and must also render a special verdict as to whether the 
matter named in the charge is obscene. The special verdict or findings on 
the issue of obscenity may be: ‘We find the (title or description of matter) 
to be obscene.” Or: “We find the (title or description of matter) not to be 
obscene,” as they find each item is or is not obscene.

Be It Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana:

Every person of the age of twenty-one years or over, 
possessing the following qualifications, shall be entitled to vote at all gen- 
eral elections and for all officers that now are, or hereafter may be, 
elective by the people, and, except as hereinafter provided, upon all quest- 
ions which may be submitted to the vote of the people or electors: First, he 
shall be a citizen of the United States; second, he shall have resided in 
this state one year immediately preceding the election at which he offers 
to vote, and in the town, county or precinct such time as may be prescribed 
by law; except that the period of residency within the state of persons of- 
fering to vote in a presidential election for presidential and vice-president- 
ial electors shall be such time as may be prescribed by law. If the question 
submitted concerns the creation of any levy, debt or liability the person, in 
addition to possessing the qualifications above mentioned, must also be a 
taxpayer whose name appears upon the last preceding completed assess- 
ment roll, in order to entitle him to vote upon such question. Provided, first, 
that no person convicted of felony shall have the right to vote unless he 
has been pardoned or restored to citizenship by the governor: provided, 
second, that nothing herein contained shall be construed to deprive any 
person of the right to vote who has such right at the time of the adoption 
of this constitution; provided, that after expiration of five years from the 
time of adoption of this constitution, no person except citizens of the United 
States shall have the right to vote.”

Amendments to this constitution may be proposed in 
either house of the legislative assembly, and if the same shall be voted for 
by two-thirds of the members elected to each house, such proposed amend- 
ments, together with the ayes and nays of each house thereon, shall be en- 
tered in full on their respective journals; and the Secretary of State shall 
cause the said amendment or amendments to be published in full in at least 
one newspaper in each county (if such there be) for three months previous 
to the next general election for members to the legislative assembly; and at 
said election the said amendment or amendments shall be submitted to the 
qualified electors of the state for their approval or rejection and such as 
are approved by a majority of those voting thereon shall become part of the 
constitution.

We, your Memorialists, the members of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives of the Legislature of the State of Idaho, assembled in the 
Thirty-eighth Session thereof, do respectfully represent that: 


WHEREAS, it is reported that railroad and trucking freight rates, re- 
lating to interstate shipment and transporting of foodstuffs, raw materials, 
farm produce, farm equipment and implements, vehicles and all other con- 
sumer items, in the northwestern states of Idaho, Montana and Washington 
are 100% to 150% greater than related freight rates in the remaining 
several states of the United States; and 


WHEREAS, the higher freight rates are inequitable in relation to the 
current rates in the remaining several states and work a great and un- 
necessary hardship upon the farmer, retail merchant, producers, consum- 
ers and general citizenry of the State of Idaho; and 


WHEREAS, the President of the United States, the United States De- 
partment of Commerce and the Interstate Commerce Commission should in- 
stitute an orderly and exhaustive investigation into any inequities exist- 
ing between the freight rates touching the states of Idaho, Montana and 
Washington, as related to the remaining several states, that subsequent 
legislation, implementing their findings and removing from the citizenry of 
the states of Idaho, Montana and Washington the economic hardships now 
existing as a direct result of the higher and unnecessary freight rates, be 
proposed in the Congress of the United States. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Thirty-eighth Ses- 
sion of the Legislature of the State of Idaho, now in session, the Senate and 
House of Representatives concurring, that the Congress and the President 
of the United States, the Secretary of the Department of Commerce of the 
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United States and the Chairman of the Interstate Commerce Commission 
be respectfully petitioned to give early consideration to the investigation of 
existing inequities of freight rates in the northwestern states of Idaho, 
Montana and Washington. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Secretary of State of the 
State of Idaho be authorized and he is hereby directed to immediately for- 
ward certified copies of this Memorial to the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States of America, the President of the United 
States, the Secretary of Department of Commerce and Chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and to the Senators and Representatives 
in Congress from this state.

That the Constitution of the State of Montana be amended 
as hereinafter provided and that the question of such amendment be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the State of Montana for their approval 
or rejection at the general election to be held in November, 1966. 


Section 2. That Section 2 of Article VII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2. The officers provided for in Section 1 of this article, shall 
be elected by the qualified electors of the state at the time and place of 
voting for members of the Legislative Assembly, and the persons respec- 
tively, having the highest number of votes for the office voted for shall be 
elected; provided, however, that names of the candidates for governor and 
lieutenant-governor of each political party shall be so arranged on the ballot 
that the electors must vote for the Governor and Lieutenant-Governor as 
a unit and may not vote for the Governor or Lieutenant-Governor sep- 
arately [but] if two or more shall have an equal and the highest number 
of votes for any one of said offices the two houses of the Legislative As- 
sembly, at its next regular session, shall forthwith by joint ballot, elect one 
of such persons for said office, provided that the Governor and Lieutenant- 
Governor thus elected by the two houses of the Legislative Assembly shall 
be of the same political party. The returns of election for the officers 
named in Section 1 shall be made in such manner as may be prescribed by 
law, and all contested elections of the same, other than provided for in this 
section, shall be determined as may be prescribed by law.” 


Section 3. Separate official ballots shall be provided at the general 
election to be held in November, 1966, which shall have printed thereon, 
“Constitutional Amendment to provide that the Governor and Lieutenant- 
Governor shall be of the same political party,” followed by all of Section 
2 of Article VII of the Constitution of the State of Montana as proposed by 
this act. There shall also be printed on said official ballot, below the said 
section, squares and the words as follows: 


1] For the foregoing Amendment to the Constitution. 
OO Against the foregoing Amendment to the Constitution. 


Each elector who approves this amendment shall mark an “X” in the 
first square above printed and each elector who rejects it shall mark an 
“X” in the second square. 
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Section 4. The votes cast for and against this amendment above pro- 
posed, shall be counted, canvassed and determined by such officials, and in 
such manner as provided by law, and if a majority of all votes cast at such 
election for and against such amendment shall be in favor of such amend- 
ment, the Governor of the state shall so declare by public proclamation and 
the amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part of the Constitu- 
tion from and after the date of such proclamation.

Dear Mr. Speaker: 


The Arizona State Legislature enacted House Concurrent Memorial 1, 
a copy of which is attached, which requests the Congress of the United 
States to convene a constitutional convention to propose an amendment to 
the Constitution which would permit one body of the state legislature to 
apportion its membership on a basis other than population. This Memorial 
was signed by the Governor of Arizona on January 29, 1965, and has been 
transmitted to the Congress of the United States. 


The Seventeenth Biennial General Assembly of the States, held in Chi- 
cago on December 2 and 3, 1964, strongly urged all of the states to enact 
this Memorial as quickly as possible in order to impress on the Congress 
the concern of the states for the preservation of state rights. 


If your state has not already taken action towards enactment of the 
Memorial recommended by the General Assembly of the states, it would 
be my recommendation that enactment of such Memorial be given early 
consideration.

A CONCURRENT MEMORIAL 


WHEREAS, the Supreme Court of the United States has ruled that 
membership in both houses of a bicameral state legislature must be appor- 
tioned according to population and has thus asserted federal judicial auth- 
ority over the basic structure of government in the various states; and 


WHEREAS, this rule denies to the people of the respective states the 
right to establish their legislatures upon the same pattern of representa- 
tion deemed advantageous for the Congress of the United States and pro- 
vided by the Federal Constitution; and 


WHEREAS, this action of the Supreme Court goes so far as to restrict 
the ability of the citizens of the respective states to designate the manner 
in which they shall be represented in their respective legislatures thereby 
Se ee people of their right to determine how they shall be gov- 
erned; an 


WHEREAS, the implications of this action by the Supreme Court 
raise serious doubts as to the legality of the present form of the governing 
bodies of many subordinate units of government within the states. 


Wherefore your memorialist, the House of Representatives of the 
State of Arizona, the Senate concurring, prays: 
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1. That the Congress of the United States convene a constitutional 
convention for the purpose of proposing an amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States, as follows: 


ARTICGE. So ren. 


“Section 1. Nothing in this Constitution shall prohibit any 
state which shall have a bicameral legislature from apportioning 
the membership of one house of such legislature on factors other 
than population, provided that the plan of such apportionment 
shall have been submitted to and approved by a vote of the elec- 
torate of that state. 


“Section 2. Nothing in this Constitution shall restrict or limit 
a state in its determination of how membership of governing 
bodies of its subordinate units shall be apportioned. 


“Section 3. This article shall be inoperative unless it shall 
have been ratified as an amendment to the Constitution by the 
legislatures of three-fourths of the several States within seven 
years from the date of its submission to the states by the 
Congress.” 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that if Congress shall have proposed 
an amendment to the Constitution identical with that contained in this 
memorial prior to June 1, 1965, this application for a convention shall no 
longer be of any force or effect. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that a duly attested copy of this me- 
morial be immediately transmitted to the Secretary of the Senate of the 
United States, the Clerk of the House of Representatives of the United 
States and to each member of the Congress from this State.

pillabeinge sections 1, 233,.45'5;.6,°7, 399,910, and: 11, on' pages 1, 27:3;74, 5, 
and 6 of the printed bill and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


Section 1. The purpose of this act is: (1) to prevent the distraction 
of motorists. 


(2) to enhance scenic beauty along roads. 
Section 2. As used in this act unless the context otherwise requires. 


(1) “Road” means a county, state, federal or limited access highway 
including bridges and bridge approaches. 


(2) “Junkyard” means a place where 5 or more junked, wrecked or 
non-operative automobiles, vehicles, machines and other similar scrap or 
salvage materials are located. 


(3) “Operator or operators” means a person, firm or corporation who 
operates a junkyard, or who allows a junkyard to be placed or to remain 
on premises owned or controlled by him. 


(4) “Person” means an individual, firm, agency, company, association, 
partnership, business trust, joint stock company or corporation. 


(5) “Sheriff” means a sheriff of the county wherein the junkyard is 
situated. 


(6) “Deputy sheriff” means a person appointed by the sheriff. 


(7) “Permit” means the document which allows a person to operate a 
junkyard under this act. 


Section 3. No person shall operate a junkyard which is closer than 
2,000 feet to the centerline of a road unless a permit is obtained from the 
sheriff. The operation of such a junkyard without a permit is declared to 
be a public nuisance. 


Section 4. (1) The sheriff may require screening of a junkyard when: 
(a) it is within 2,000 feet of the centerline of a road; 


(b) it is not hidden from the view of motorists using the road by an 
artificial or natural screen or by natural topography. 


(2) The Sheriff shall issue a permit in accordance with his rules 
and regulations: 


(a) after the required screening is done, or 


(b) when the junkyard is hidden from the view of motorists using 
the road by an artificial or natural screen or by natural topography. 


(3) The screening required may be effected: 
(a) by the construction of a fence, or 


(b) by plants, shrubs, trees, or flowering plants which provide a 
suitable and sufficient screen, or 


(c) by making use of existing foliage. 
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(4) The required screening must be installed within six (6) months 
after the effective date of this act and must be at least eight (8) feet in 
height and be maintained (i.e., painted, rebuilt, etc.) thereafter. 


Section 5. The Sheriff shall charge a fee of fifty dollars ($50.00) for 
the issuance of a permit. A permit shall be effective for a two-year period. 
Fees collected shall be deposited with the county treasurer to the credit 
of the general fund. 


Section 6. When the Sheriff has reasonable cause to doubt the finan- 
cial responsibility of an operator or his compliance with this act, the Sheriff 
may require him to furnish and maintain a bond. In each case, he shall 
approve a form, amount, and the sureties. The bond shall be no less than 
one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) nor more than five thousand dollars ($5,- 
000.00), conditioned upon the operator complying with the provisions of this 
act and the regulations adopted pursuant to it. 


Section 7. When the Sheriff finds compliance with this act would 
cause peculiar or exceptional hardship to an operator the junkyard may 
be maintained for a period of two (2) years following the effective date of 
this act. However, it may not be expended in any manner. 


Section 8. The Sheriff has the power to: 


(1) Exercise general supervision of the administration and enforce- 
ment of this act. 


(2) Adopt after a hearing rules and regulations concerning the opera- 
tion of junkyards which the Sheriff deems necessary to the administration 
and enforcement of this act. 


(3) Adopt without a hearing rules and regulations concerning ma- 
terial, foliage and screening which will insure accomplishment of the pur- 
poses of this act. 


(4) Adopt without hearing rules and regulations concerning the pro- 
cedural aspects of hearings, and detail necessary to the enforcement and 
administration of this act. 


(5) Issue after a hearing: 


(a) orders abating the operation of a junkyard which violates this 
act, or 


(b) orders which require adoption of remedial measures including 
construction or planting of screens or the utilization of natural screening, 
extension, modification or addition to new or existing screens. 


(6) Issue, renew, revoke, modify or deny permits for the operation 
of a junkyard. 


(7) Make investigations or inspections which are deemed necessary 
by the Sheriff: 


(a) to insure compliance with the provisions of this act, 


_ (b) to insure compliance with rules, regulations or orders of the board 
bare are deemed necessary to the administration and enforcement of this 
act. 


(8) Institute in a court of competent jurisdiction procedures to com- 
pel compliance with the provisions of this act or with the orders, rules and 
regulations issued pursuant to it. 


(9) Enter at a reasonable time through an officer, assistant, agent 
or employee public or private property for the purpose of inspection of con- 
ditions relating to the operation of a junkyard. 
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Section 9. (1) Public hearings shall be conducted by the Sheriff: 


(a) prior to the adoption of rules or regulations which concern the 
prevention, abatement or control of junkyards; 


(b) before the issuance of an order prohibiting an act or acts deemed 
in contravention of any rules, regulations, orders or permits of the Sheriff; 


(c) before denial, revocation or modifications of a permit provided for 
by this act; 


(d) before any other final determination is made by the Sheriff 
which directly affects the activities of a person. 


(2) The Sheriff shall grant a hearing to a person: 


(a) who has not been heard in connection with issuance of an order 
or the making of a determination, and 


(b) who considers himself aggrieved by an order or determination 
an 


(c) who shall file with the Sheriff a petition. The petition shall ex- 
plain briefly why an order or determination is contrary to law or is injuri- 
ous to him, and request a hearing. At a hearing the petitioner may appear 
in person or by attorney, may submit evidence, and shall be given the op- 
portunity to be heard. 


(3) Hearings provided for in this act may be conducted by the Sheriff 
Deputy Sheriff designated by him in the name of the Sheriff at a time and 
place specified by the Sheriff. 


Section 10. At an administrative hearing the Sheriff or a Deputy 
Sheriff designated by him to hold the hearing may: 


(a) administer oaths 
(b) examine witnesses and 


(c) issue in the name of the Sheriff notices of hearings and sub- 
poenas to witnesses and for production of evidence relevant to any matter 
involved in the hearing. 


Section 11. (1) Within fifteen (15) days of the mailing of notice of 
the final decision of the Sheriff, a person who has petitioned for a hearing 
may appeal from the decision. 


(2) Appeal will be made to the District Court of the county in which 
the junkyard is located. 


(3) The court shall set the matter for hearing upon thirty (80) days’ 
written notice to the Sheriff and petitioner. At the hearing, the court shall 
take testimony, examine the facts of the case, and determine whether the 
petitioner is entitled to relief.

WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the House of Representatives of the State of Montana of the Thirty-ninth 
Legislative Assembly record the passing of the distinguished former mem- 
bers of this body; 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding records and 
accomplishments of the late Representatives be placed on record in this 
Assembly, and the following facts relative to their careers are hereby 


noted: 
C. E. BOORMAN 


C. E. Boorman was born at Prairie du Chien, Wisconsin, on May 26, 
1892, and came to Montana in 1909. He served 18 months in France during 
World War I, and following the war was chosen by the governor as one of 
two soldiers from Montana to attend the funeral of the unknown soldier in 
Washington, D. C 


He married Joyce Martin, daughter of Rev. J. A. Martin, pioneer Mon- 
tana Methodist minister, here in 1919. 


Boorman was a 50-year Mason and was the first Mason to complete his 
degrees from the Great Falls Masonic Temple. He was manager of the 
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Boorman Lumber Co. in Great Falls, which was sold in December, 1916, 
to Rogers-Templeton Lumber Co., and in February 1921, became part of 
the Monarch Lumber Co. 


He served as a Representative from Cascade County for two terms in 
the state legislature, namely, the 1921 and 1923 sessions. He also served 
as president of the Montana Epworth League of the Methodist Church. 


Mr. Boorman died in San Bruno, California and committal services were 
February 3, 1965 in the San Bruno National Cemetery. 


Survivors, besides his widow, include a daughter, Mrs. Carroll (Joyce) 
Mitchell, Baker, Ore., and a son, Kenneth Boorman, Idaho Falls. 


GAY A. BOSLEY 


Gay A. Bosley was born September 25, 1885, in Carroll, Iowa, and 
came to Montana in 1907, settling in Great Falls. He was first employed 
by the Great Northern Railway and later by the American Express Com- 
pany. He was elected alterman from the third ward in 1920 and served 
until 1927. He was elected state representative, serving in 1928. 


Named counsulting engineer for the Great Falls Housing Authority 
when it was formed in 1938, he later served as chairman of the group. Ap- 
pointed to the State Board of Education by Gov. Sam C. Ford in April, 
ere he was reappointed to the post the following year and served until 

5b: 


He was a member of Great Falls Lodge No. 118, A. F. & A. M., Scot- 
tish Rite Bodies of Great Falls, Algeria Shrine Temple of Helena, past presi- 
dent of the Great Falls Fraternal Order of Eagles, past president of the 
Carpenters’ Union and past president of the Isaac Walton League. 


Survivors include his widow, Eliza, and a daughter, Bernice Akers, both 
of Great Falls, and two grandchildren. He died in Great Falls at his home 
on December 27, 1964. 


N. J. BRANDT 


N. J. Brandt came to Montana in 1915 and settled in the Whitewater 
community, where he established a general store. He was one of the or- 
ganizers of the Tri-County Farmers Fire Insurance Co. He was a retired 
postmaster, having been postmaster of Whitewater for many years. 


He was a member of the 1925 state legislature and active in the affairs 
of his community. 


Mr. Brandt passed away at Wolf Point December 15, 1964. His wife 
preceded him in death. He is survived by two daughters, Kathryn Marshall 
of Wolf Point and Bernadine Smith of Glasgow; a son, Robert Brandt of 
Wolf Point, six grandchildren, 3 great-grandchildren, four sisters and two 
brothers. 


JAMES PATRICK BRENNAN 


James Brennan was born July 25, 1879 in Merricksville, Ontario, and as 
an infant he moved with his parents to Bathgate, N. D..On January 15, 
1908, at Antler, N. D. he was married to Margaret B. Henderson of Pine 
City, Minnesota. 


Mr. Brennan moved to Montana in 1923, when he became president of 
the Farmers and Merchants State Bank of Savage. In his long career in 
land development, he termed his association with the Lower Yellowstone 
Valley Development Association as the most satisfying period of his life’s 
work. 


In addition to his various business activities, Mr. Brennan took an 
active interest in government and was elected to the Montana House of 
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Representatives for the legislative sessions of 1935 and 1937. In 1939 and 
1941 he served the House as chief clerk and in 1957 was named sergeant- 
at-arms. 


He continued his service with the government in a position with the 
Montana Railroad Commission and later was named state director of Mon- 
tana Employment Service for the Unemployment Compensation Commis- 
sion. 


He died March 17, 1964 in St. John’s Hospital and is survived by his 
widow, Margaret, two daughters, Mrs. Kenneth H. Harstad of Glendive, 
Mrs. Fred H. Taylor of Casper, Wyo.; a son M/Sgt. Edward T. Brennan of 
the U. S. Air Force, five grand children and two great-grandchildren. 


SUMNER CLARK 


Sumner Clark was born at Grass Range December 17, 1914. He at- 
tended Montana State College and on August 31, 1939, married Cecilia 
Leary in Cut Bank. He died in a Billings hospital September 9, 1964. 


In 1952 he began operation of Clark’s Pay & Save grocery in Winnett. 
He was a member of the Winnett school board since 1956, a former presi- 
dent of the Petroleum County Chamber of Commerce and director of Mid- 
Rivers Telephone Co., for two years. 


He was elected to the Montana House of Representatives in 1956 and 
served from Petroleum County during the 1957 session. 


Survivors include the widow; his father; a son, Jack, Bozeman, a 
daughter, Mrs. Carl Ratzburg, Ledger; four brothers and four sisters. 


CLARENCE A. DALLAS 


Clarence A. Dallas was born July 19, 1883 at Wickes, Jefferson County 
mining community. He was graduated from grade and high school in 
Marysville and attended Helena Business College. He was employed as a 
cashier by the Helena Water Department and later worked in the Montana 
Trust and Savings Bank, until his health declined and he moved to Winston. 


During his residence in Broadwater County he operated a ranch near 
Winston and served the county as its state representatives in the Montana 
legislative sessions of 1943, 1945 and 1947. A Republican Mr. Dallas was 
employed for 11 years by the State Unemployment Compensation Com- 
mission until his retirement a few years ago. He was a member of the 
Fraternal Order of Eagles. 


On July 3, 1912 in Helena he was married to the former Elsie M. Hall. 
Three children were born to the couple. Mr. and Mrs. Dallas celebrated 
their golden wedding anniversary in 1962. 


Mr. Dallas died June 18, 1964 and is survived by his widow, Elsie; a 
son, Clarence Dallas, Jr., of Lakeview, Ore.; daughter, Mrs. Don Winters 
erreretadiek: Pa.; a sister, Mrs. E. S. Poe of Helena; and seven grand- 
children. 


JASPER DeDOBBELEER 


Jasper DeDobbeleer was born in Belgium July 18, 1883, and came to 
this country with his parents. He lived in Illinois and Iowa before moving 
to a farm in Valley County in 1917. He married Sarah Johnston in Iowa 
on April 27, 1903. She died at Glasgow in 1954. 


Mr. Dedobbeleer had been a leader in local and county Farmers Union 
and cooperative affairs, and was vice president of Montana Farmers Union 
from 1934 through 1940. 
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He was a member of the Montana House of Representatives in the 
legislative sessions of 1937 and 1939, and had been chairman of the Valley 
County Democratic Central Committee. 


Mr. DeDobbeleer helped organize the Valley Rural Electric Cooperative 
and the Farmers Union Feed and Grain Company. He was a member of 
the board of directors of the rural electric for more than 10 years and 
served on the board of the Farmers Union Oil Company for 11 years. 


He died December 19, 1963 in a Glasgow hospital after a long illness. 
Surviving are two sons, Roy of Glasgow and Jasper of San Anselmo, Cali- 
fornia and a daughter, Mrs. Art Vogge of Glasgow. 


ROSCOE CLARKE DILLAVOU 


R. C. Dillavou was born near Lodge, IJl., January 2, 1890, and was 
graduated from Tolono High School in 1907. He received a bachelor of 
arts degree from the University of Illinois in 1911 and a law degree in 19138. 
After practicing law in Illinois for about a year he came to Billings in 
March, 1914 and began practice as the senior member of the law firm of 
Dillavou, Hauf and Forsythe. 


He married Louise M. Bradford June 14, 1916 at Champaign, III. 


Mr. Dillavou made periodical and successful entries into politics. He 
served in the Montana Legislature from 1919 to 1922 and from 1941 to 
1944. He was floor leader of the House during his last term. 


He was a member of the Masonic Order, Elks and Eagles Lodges, the 
Hilands Club and the Billings Chamber of Commerce, First Methodist 
Church, a 50-year member of the Montana Bar Association, and a Shriner. 


Mr. Dillavou died in a Billings hospital January 12, 1965. Besides the 
widow, he is survived by a son, George J. Dillavou, Chicago; a daughter, 
Mrs. Raymond E. Wise, Jr., Billings; five brothers and two grandchildren. 


HUGH EGAN 


Hugh Egan was born in Springfield, Minnesota in 1889. He resided at 
Lewistown since 1928 after operating hotels and banks in North Dakota. 
While in Lewistown he operated both the Burke and Fergus hotels. 


Mr. Egan served in the Montana House of Representatives from Fergus 
County in the 1935 session. He ran in Republican primaries for lieutenant 
governor in 1937 and for the U. S. Senate in 1989. 


He was chairman of the Fergus County Republican Central Committee: 
for eight years and has been referred to as the father of the Townsend plan 
in Montana, a forerunner of the present social security program. 


Mr. Egan died in an Elgin, Illinois, hospital October 6, 1963 and is sur- 
vived by his widow, Hazel; two, sons, Hugh, Jr., of Helena and Kenneth; 
nine grandchildren and a nephew, Roland Egan of Shelby. 


ARTHUR S. HAGENSTON 


A. S. Hagenston was born at Ada, Minnesota, in 1900, and attended 
Union Commercial College at Grand Forks, N. D. and North Dakota State 
College in Fargo. 


He represented Dawson County in the House of Representatives in 
1955 and the Senate in 1957 and 1959. He was a democrat. 


He was a past president of the Montana Hardware and Implement 
Association and was a retail hardware dealer in Glendive. Hagenston also 
was a former director of the Montana Chamber of Commerce. 


Mr. Hagenston died April 5, 1964 in Longview, Washington. 
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J.B. HEAVLIN 


J. B. Heavlin was born July 8, 1888 in Butler, Missouri. In 1889, at the 
age of 1 year, he moved to Montana with his parents and their 12 children. 
They settled in the Bitterroot, near Hamilton. In 1912 he married Mary 
H. Finnegan of Helena. In 1924 they moved to Missoula from Lewistown 
where he started the Heavlin Sheet Metal and Tin Shop, which he owned 
and operated until his retirement in 1955. He was a member of St. An- 
thony’s Parish in Missoula, and the Elks and Eagles Lodges. 


Mr. Heavlin died December 8, 1963 in Missoula. He is survived by his 
daughter, Peg, in Billings, Montana, and his son-in-law, Jerome Anderson, 
who has also served in the House of Representatives. 


OSCAR P. HELDING 


Oscar P. Helding was born in Treharna, Sweden in 1880, and came 
to Missoula in 1901. He worked as a railroad laborer and teamster before 
becoming a barber. He retired in 1951. In 1926 he organized a state group 
of master barbers. 


Helding, a Democrat, served in the Montana House of Representatives 
in 19385, 1941, 1949, 1955 and 1959. From 1949 to 1954 he was county 
treasurer. He also was a former school board member and deputy sheriff. 
In 1937-88 he was a member of the State Liquor Control Board. 


Mr. Helding died May 18, 1963 at the age of 83. Survivors include his 
widow Gudrun, three sons, Arnold of Missoula, Robert of Libby and John 
of Spokane, Wash.; two daughters, Mrs. Edna Evanko, Walnut Creek, Calif., 
epee mee Anna Weidenhaft, Seattle, two sisters in Sweden and 12 grand- 
children. 


WILLIAM E. KEELEY 


William E. Keeley was born at Crookston, Minnesota on May 20, 1884. 
He was educated at the University of Minnesota and completed his legal 
education at the University of North Dakota in 1908, and was immediately 
admitted to the bar of North Dakota. He was admitted to the Montana Bar 
in 1910, and actively started practicing law in Deer Lodge, Montana in 
February of 1910. He served as city attorney in the city of Deer Lodge 
from SateY ye 1929, and as county attorney of the County of Powell from 
1917- to 1921. 


He was a member of the House of Representatives of the State of 
Montana from 1925 to 1927. In 1929, he was elected to the Montana State 
Senate on the Republican ticket, and served in that body continuously until 
1949, at which time he ran for the Republican nomination for lieutenant 
governor. During his term in the Montana State Senate, he served as Re- 
publican minority floor leader during the 1935 and 1939 sessions, and as 
President Pro Tem and Majority Floor Leader during the 1941 and 19438 
sessions. He served as President Pro Tem ad interim between 1943 and 
1945, and during this time on several occasions, served as Acting Governor 
of the State of Montana. 


Mr. Keeley was an accomplished trial lawyer. He practiced in state 
and federal district courts and before the Supreme Court of the United 
States. On May 14, 1960, the Montana Bar Association gave him a 50- 
year membership pin. He was also a member of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation more than 49 years. 


Mr. Keeley was a member of Kiwanis Club in Deer Lodge, I. O. O. F., 
Knights of Pythias, Moose and Elks Lodges. 


_ Mr. Keeley died May 5, 1963 at his home in Deer Lodge. He is sur- 
vived by his widow, the former Lillian Williams; brothers, E. M. Keeley, 
Sacramento, California, and Earl Keeley, Seattle; two nephews and two 
nieces. 
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WALTER W. KROGER 


Walter W. Kroger was born in Beartown, a mining camp ten miles 
north of Bearmouth, on July 22, 1878; moved to Philipsburg as a small baby 
and lived there for many years. 


_ Mr. Kroger was a Republican representative to the House of Represent- 
atives at the 1907 session, representing Granite County. 


At one time he was County Treasurer in Granite County, also a metal- 
lurgist and assayer, and later a banker in Granite County and also in 
Olympia, Washington. 


He died at the age of 91 in a rest home in Pomona, California, and is 
survived by several nieces and nephews and many grand and great-grand 
nieces and nephews. 


EUGENE C. McBRIDE 


Eugene C. McBride was born April 10, 1905, in Anaconda, Montana. 
He was a member of the Elks, Firemen’s Association, Ancient Order of 
Hibernians. He was a fireman for 20 years in Anaconda until his retirement 
in 1955. 


Mr. McBride represented Deer Lodge County during the 1951 session of 
the House of Representatives. 


He died suddenly in Las Vegas, Nevada, January 19, 1965. Surviving 
are his wife, Ethel, Las Vegas; son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
Marion Nayeau; three grandchildren; four brothers and sisters-in-law; one 
sister; and a number of nephews and nieces. 


BERNARD J. McGREEVEY 


Bernard J. McGreevey was a native of Anaconda, Montana. He at- 
tended the local schools there and resided there all his life. 


He was a member of St. Joseph Church, an honorary life member of 
Anaconda Council of the Knights of Columbus, member of the Ancient 
Order of Hibernians and Butchers’ Union. 


He was active in the Democratic party throughout his life and repre- 
sented Deer Lodge County during the 1941, 1948 and 1945 sessions of the 
House of Representatives. 


Mr. McGreevey served two terms as mayor of Anaconda from May, 
1945 until May, 1949. He also was Deer Lodge County Coroner in the early 
1920s. His last employment was with the Anaconda reduction department 
as watchman until his retirement in 1958. 


He died in St. Ann’s Hospital in Anaconda, March 16, 1968, and is 
survived by one brother, Hugh: McGreevey; four sisters, Alice and Teresa 
McGreevey, members of the faculty in the Anaconda public school system; 
Mrs. Edward Sights, Evansville, Ind.; Mrs. Mary West, Portland, Ore.; 
nephew and niece, Mr. and Mrs. Leland Bowman, Anchorage, Alaska; and 
a number of cousins. 


THOMAS E. MULRONEY 


Thomas E. Mulroney was born at Fort Dodge, Iowa, on January 5, 
1914. He served as a lieutenant in the United States Naval Reserve in the 
Pacific during the last war and was a past commander of the American 
Legion. 


He received a B.A. degree and a L. L. B. degree from Montana State 
University in 1938 and practiced law with his father, Edward C. Mulroney, 
for 22 years thereafter. He was a member of the State Bar Association. 
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He served in the Montana House of Representatives in the 1949 legis- 
lative session as a Republican. 


Mr. Mulroney died in Missoula on May 21, 1964, and is survived by his 
widow, Olive; and three daughters, Helen, Mary and Nancy. 


EUGENE RICHARD ORMSBEE 


Eugene Richard Ormsbee was an English professor at Montana State 
University in the early 1920s. He also taught English at Washington 
State. When he moved to Hamilton, Montana, he became superintendent of 
schools. He spent most of his adult life as an educator. 


Mr. Ormsbee was active, along with others, in establishing a Helena 
weekly newspaper, “The People’s Voice.” 


He served in the House of Representatives for Mineral County during 
the 1985 legislative session. 


He died suddenly May 6, 1963 in Hamilton. Survivors include a son, Dr. 
Richard Ormsbee, a scientist for the U. S. Government at the Hamilton 
Health Laboratory here, and two daughters. 


CECIL C. PARKER 


Cecil C. Parker was born December 24, 1899 in Missouri City, Mo. He 
came to Valier, Montana, in 1917 and engaged in farming for 30 years. He 
served as manager of the Farmers Union Elevator Co. in Valier from 1933 
to 1948. He sold his farm in 1957 and turned to writing insurance. 


Mr. Parker was active in the Democratic party and was elected state 
Representative from Pondera County in 1955, 1957 and 1959. He was active 
in the Valier Community Club, the International Order of Odd Fellows and 
Rebekahs and with the Loyal Order of Moose in Conrad. He was very active 
in civic affairs. 


He died October 9, 1963 at a Great Falls hospital at the age oft63. He 
is survived by his widow, Marie, and one son, Roy D., of Marina, California, 
and five grandchildren. 


SYLVAN J. PAULY 


Sylvan J. Pauly, honorary life president and member of the executive 
board of the National Woolgrowers Association, died April 24, 1963, in 
Butte, following a short illness. 


Mr. Pauly, whose age was not reported, was a past president of the 
NWA, banker and owner-manager of the 100,000-acre Pauly Ranch Co. of 
the Deer Lodge valley. He was also part owner of the former Williams and 
bauly Ranch, one of the largest purbred Rambouillet sheep ranches in the 
world. 


Pauly was a cum laude graduate of George Washington University, 
Washington, D. C. He served in the Montana House of Representatives in 
1929 and 1931 as a Republican from Powell County. 


Survivors include his widow, Dorothy; a daughter, two sons and a sis- 
ter, Mrs. J. E. Corette of Butte. 


SCOTT A. PFOHL 


Scott A. Pfohl, whose record of accomplishments gave every indication 
that he would go on to become one of this area’s most outstanding citizens, 
met sudden death May 4, 1968, in a light plane crash southwest of Salt 
Lake City. He was an attorney for Sinclair Oil Co. and a regional officer 
of the Civil Air Patrol. 
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Mr. Pfohl was born in Mandan, N. C., June 15, 1922, and moved with 
his parents to Livingston, Montana, the same year. He attended Montana 
State University and the University of Washington and served as an Air 
Force pilot in World War II. 


He served as deputy county attorney of Park County in 1950 and in 
November, 1952, was elected to the state legislature where he served in the 
Montana House of Representativs as a Republican from Park County 
during the 19538 session. 


Surviving are his widow, the former Mary Lou Ross of Deer Lodge, who 
also is a Montana State University graduate; a daughter, Carolyn, 14, and 
a son, Ross, 3, of Denver; his mother, Mrs. Bertha Pfohl of Livingston; his 
father, William Adams, Mandan, N. D.; a half-brother, Wm. Adams of 
Mandan; two uncles and four aunts. 


EDMUND N. TAYLOR 


Edmund N. Taylor was born in Mt. Moriah, Missouri, Sept. 7, 1897. 

He married Florence Dorothea Kennedy in Saskatoon, Sask., Canada, June 

ae 1923. He came to Montana in 1914, where he had a ranch in Daniels 
ounty. 


Representative Taylor served in the Montana House of Representatives 
in 1945, 1947, 1949, 1951, 1953 and 1955, from Daniels County. 


Mr. Taylor died May 2, 1964 at the age of 66. Survivors are two daugh- 
ters, Margaret Louise Gebhardt, Roundup, Montana; Florence Fae Phillips, 
Lewistown, Montana; and 10 grandchildren; and his widow, Dorothea. 


CLARENCE J. WILLIAMS 


Clarence J. Williams was born in Greely, Colo., and moved to Billings 
in 1919. He operated an insurance company and a car selling business. He 
was elected a Billings alderman in 1928 and appointed mayor in 1933 to fill 
out an unexpired term. The next term he was elected mayor. 


Mr. Williams was a banker in Billings and served in the Montana House 
of Representatives in 1939, 1941, 1943, 1945, and 1947. During his legis- 
lative days he served as chairman of the House Appropriations Committee. 


He died December 28, 1963 in a Phoenix, Arizona, hospital. Survivors 
include his widow, Zora; two sons, Gerald of Greybull and Robert J. of 
Tulsa, Okla.; six grandchildren and three great-grandchildren. 


OSCAR ANDERSON 


Oscar Anderson was born April 10, 1889, and was a lifetime rancher 
in Fergus County. 


He represented Fergus County in the House of Representatives during 
the 15th Legislative Assembly. 


He died July 18, 1963. 


BYRON C. STORK 


Byron C. Stork came to the “little town” of Great Falls in 1888 on an 
emigrant car on the new Great Northern railway with his father, Charles 
B. Stork, stepmother, brothers and sisters. He is said to have been the 
first man who advocated dry land wheat farming in Montana and success- 
fully raised wheat on his dry land farm, eventually owning 2,700 acres. 
He served as a legislator from Cascade County. 


At the age of 64 he started to write and paint and turned out 400 
paintings and published three books. 


He died May 21, 1963 in a Spokane hospital at the age of 84. 
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JACK C. TOOLE 


Jack C. Toole was born October 7, 1910, and attended Shelby public 
schools, graduated from Shelby high school in 1928 and from Montana 
State University in 1932. He operated the Diamond Willow Ranch north 
of Shelby; worked for the federal government surplus buying program on 
drought area cattle in 1936; organized the Tri-County Radio Corp., which 
founded Radio Station KIYI at Shelby; helped form the Shelby Stockyards 
in 1947 and operated the yards for two years; and started a truck stop at 
Shelby in 1954. 


He had served two terms in the House of Representatives from Toole 
County in 1947 and 1949. He was Democratic nominee for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor in 1952; treasurer of the Democratic organization in Montana from 
1948-1952; and State Democratic Chairman, 1954-1956. 


He was named director of the Montana Association for Mental Health 
after his appointment in 1952 to the Governor’s Committee on Mental 
Health; he was a lay director of the Montana Physicians’ Service, 1950- 
1956; a member of the Montana Oil Conservation Board, 1949-1952; a 
former school board member in Toole County; was named to the Governor’s 
Committee on Aging in 1954; and was the first president of the Montana 
Cattlemen’s Association. 


He died January 19, 1965 in George Washington University Hospital at 
the age of 54. He was in Washington for a national mental health meeting 
when he was stricken. He is survived by his widow, Jean; his mother, 
Maude; and a nephew, Bruce Toole, of Billings. 


HONORABLE GEORGE H. ALLEN 
Judge of the Sixth Judicial District 


George J. Allen was born at Livingston, Montana, on October 7, 1907, 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Elbert F. Allen, pioneer residents of Montana. 


He attended school at Montana State University, graduating with de- 
grees in Law and Business Administration. 


He married Doris Ward, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. D. R. Ward at 
Winona, Minnesota in 1932. 


Judge Allen served in the House of Representatives, Park County, from 
1941 to 1948. In 1943 he resigned from the House of Representatives to 
join the American Red Cross, serving during World War II in the European 
theater of operations. Following his return to the United States, he engaged 
in law practice in Livingston, Montana. 


Judge Allen was county attorney of Park County for nine years and 
was appointed by Governor Aronson in 1956, as Sixth Judiciary Judge, State 
of Montana, which position he held until his death. 


He was a member of the Masons of Livingston, Shriners at Helena, and 
was active in the State Mental Health Association, Kiwanis Club, a mem- 
ber of the Montana Bar Association and was past president of the Mon- 
tana Judges Association. 


Judge Allen died at Livingston, Montana, on December 18, 1964, with 
interment at Mountain View Cemetery, Livingston, Montana. 


Survivors include his widow, Doris; two daughters, Mrs. Oliver (Pa- 
tricia) Saffir, Palo Alto, California; Mrs. Ben (Peggy) Fujita, Portland, 
Oregon; and one son, James Allen, Menlo Park, California, and one grand- 
child.

MEMORIAL TO MRS. JOSEPHINE AGNES BONNER 


THAT WHEREAS, MEMBERS OF THIS HOUSE, ALONG WITH ALL 
OF THE PEOPLE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA, WERE PRO- 
FOUNDLY SHOCKED AND BEREAVED BY THE NEWS OF THE 
DEATH OF JOSEPHINE AGNES BONNER OF HELENA, LEWIS 
AND CLARK COUNTY, MONTANA, AND 


WHEREAS, Josephine Agnes Bonner, during her lifetime, made numer- 
ous outstanding civic and political contributions to her state, city and 
country, which merit official recognition by her contemporaries and record- 
ation for posterity, in memory of a life well lived. 


Mrs. Bonner was born in Butte on March 30, 1907, the daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. James Martin. She attended Butte schools and was chief 
accountant and bookkeeper for Gamer’s Shoe Co., Butte, prior to her mar- 
riage. She married Helena attorney John Bonner February 6, 1929 at 
Helena, and had lived here since July 15, 1929. 


During her residence in Helena, Mrs. Bonner was active in Democratic 
political activities and was one of the founders of St. John’s Hospital Guild. 
She took an active part in numerous civic functions and devoted much of 
her time on behalf of the Home of the Good Shepherd. She was also one 
of the original founders of the Canyon Ferry Recreation Association and 
served as secretary and president of this organization. She was a member 
of St. Helena Cathedral and belonged to several church organizations. 


Mrs. Bonner acted as adviser and assistant in John Bonner’s success- 
ful 1948 campaign for governor, which made him Montana’s first war- 
veteran chief executive. Fifteen years ago this month the Bonners and 
their five children moved into the Governor’s mansion—which now houses 
the Territorial Centennial Commission offices. They lived there four years. 


Mrs. Bonner was stricken a year ago and after treatment here and in 
Texas accompanied her husband on a trip to Europe. Her health began 
failing again about two months ago. 


Survivors include her husband, John; four daughters, Josephine De- 
lores Calhoun, Virginia Wiley, Wilma Bonner, all of Helena and Patricia 
Barker of Bozeman, and one son, Thomas John Bonner, a student of Mar- 
mion Military Academy, Aurora, IIl.; five grandchildren, Shawn Calhoun, 
John, Robert and Jan Barker and Josephine Wiley; two brothers, Henry 
Martin, Butte; Emmett Martin, New York City, and an uncle, James Har- 
rington, Salt Lake City.

INTERIM REPORT 
MONTANA CRIMINAL LAW COMMISSION 

The Montana Criminal Law Commission was organized following the 
1963 Legislative Session pursuant to Chapter 103 of the 1963 Session Laws 
of Montana. The purpose of the act was to establish a commission to sug- 
gest changes in the criminal laws of Montana, to the end of uniformity in 
definitions of crimes, arrests, trials, sentencing, pardon and parole. Asso- 
ciate Justice Wesley Castles was designated chairman of the commission 
and the following persons were appointed to the commission.

The first meeting was held at the Law School in Missoula on April 27, 
19638. At that time the difficult task of organizing a systematic approach 
to the revision of the criminal law was commenced. After considerable 
thought, revision and discussion, an organizational scheme was agreed upon. 
Criminal procedure was to be considered first to be followed by study and 
revision of the substantive criminal code. The Commission started with 
the Code of Criminal Procedure because it was the concensus of the Com- 
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mission members that criminal procedure presented the most urgent prob- 
lems. The Code of Criminal Procedure is at best unable to provide for ef- 
fective administration of criminal law in accordance with the changing con- 
tent of criminal law, particularly as outlined by the federal courts. At 
this date the Commission has completed chapters on Scope and Purpose, 
Jurisdiction, Venue, Competency of Accused, Arrest, Bail, Preliminary 
Examination, and Arraignment, and has discussed and nearly completed 
Coroner’s Inquest, Search and Seizure, Pre-trial Motions, Trial and Post- 
trial Motions. Proposal for Sentencing and Post-Conviction Remedies re- 
main to be discussed and completed. 


The Commission hopes to complete the task of revising the Code of 
Criminal Procedure by June 1, 1965. The first step in the substantive 
process of revision was to obtain and distribute source material. As spe- 
cific guide lines the Commission has reviewed the new Illinois Code of 
Criminal Law and Procedure, the Federal Rules of Criminal Procedure, the 
new Kentucky Code of Procedure, the American Law Institute’s Code of 
Criminal Procedure and Model Penal Code, Colorado’s court adopted rules of 
procedure, and selected material made available by the New York and 
California Revision Commission. Following the collection, distribution and 
individual study of available source material, the Commission was divided 
into study groups of two or three persons. Each group was charged with 
the responsibility of studying and drafting proposed revisions on the vari- 
ous subdivisions of criminal procedure. Proposals were submitted to the 
entire Commission which meets once each month for review leading either 
to approval or requests to reconsider some portion of the proposal. 


One of the more difficult problems that has faced the Commission is 
the procedure for determining insanity. Two of the new constructive pro- 
posed changes in this area include: 


(a) Requirement of notice that defendant is going to rely on the de- 
fense of insanity; 


(b) And the provision that allows the district court judge to maintain 
a continuing jurisdiction over any person acquitted by reason of insanity, 
that is, such person cannot be released into the community until the dis- 
trict judge approves his release. 


A second area of substantial importance and difficulty which has re- 
quired change is provision for providing access to counsel. The new United 
States Supreme Court decisions require that counsel be provided for each 
defendant at every stage of the criminal proceeding. Whether this re- 
quirement extends to misdemeanors has not been clearly established. To 
meet the demands of the Federal Supreme Court it is proposed that the 
Montana law be revised to require access to counsel and, as necessary, ap- 
pointment of counsel in all felony cases as soon as the accused person first 
comes before any judicial officer of the law. As to misdemeanors, appoint- 
ment of counsel will be made at the discretion of the district judge. This 
approach is intended to provide the necessary flexibility to keep abreast 
of the fast-paced federal requirement of due process. These are but two 
examples of the changes that are being proposed by the Criminal Law Com- 
mission. Each area of the criminal law is being studied and changes are 
being proposed wherever it is deemed they are needed. (See attached file 
of tentative final drafts of Chapters 1-10.) 


The work on criminal procedure is nearing completion, however, crim- 
inal procedure is only part of the entire field of criminal law. The Com- 
mission is hopeful that the substantive portion of criminal law can be com- 
pleted by the 1967 Legislative Session; this approximation may be overly 
optimistic. The Commission is attempting to do in four years, and virtually 
without funds, that which has been done by groups from other states in not 
less than nine years, and with the aid of hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Fortunately the members of the group are both able and dedicated to the 
improvement of the law. Unfortunately, each individual’s time is limited. 
While we feel that the Commission has made remarkable progress, much 
remains to be done. 
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It is extremely important to the success of the work being done by the 
Commission that it be viewed as a whole and therefore not enacted piece- 
meal. Criminal law and procedure should be an integrated body of law. 
Whether it is in fact integrated or not, attorneys and judges are required 
to work with it as a single integrated body of law and improvise where 
necessary to make all parts work together for the single purpose of dealing 
with antisocial behavior. For example, criminal law definitions of insanity 
are not very meaningful at best, and if the definitions are not seen in the 
context of the procedures as to how the defense of insanity functions the 
definitions become completely meaningless. Further, as insanity is used as 
a defense to a charge of murder, it becomes important to understand the 
substantive definition of murder and before the total impact of the law of 
murder and the definition of insanity is seen in proper perspective, it must 
be viewed in conjunction with the sentence imposed, the sentencing pro- 
cedure, and the means of carrying out the sentence. 


It is made more apparent with every Federal Court decision that if 
we are to successfully protect society and the individual against criminal 
activity, while at the same time protecting individual rights guaranteed 
by the Constitution, our Code of Criminal Law must be revised. It must 
be revised so that each part fits with every other part. The commission 
hopes finally to present a complete up to date, recodified package of Crim- 
inal Law and Procedure that will give Montana one of the best in the 
nation. 


As members of the Criminal Law Commission, we request coopera- 
tion and support for our endeavor and urge restraint in acting upon hastily 
considered patchwork modification of the criminal law.

I am herewith returning H. B. 201 without my approval for the follow- 
ing reasons: 


I have been informed by the Chairman of the Senate Fish and Game 
Committee that another bill, H. B. 268, which has passed both the House 
of Representatives and the Senate and which is now before the House of 
Representatives for concurrence in Senate amendments, contains substan- 
tially the same amendments to Section 26-104, subsection 26, R. C. M. 1947, 
as those contained in H. B. 201, but using slightly different language. H. B. 
263 also contains other important amendments to Section 26-104 which 
deserve careful consideration. 


If both bills are enacted, a conflict of the precise language used in 
Section 26-104, subsection 26, will result. If I do not act today, H. B. 201 
would automatically become law by operation of the Constitution. It there- 
fore becomes necessary for me to exercise the power of veto and await 
H. B. 263 for consideration. 


For these reasons I am returning H. B. 201 without my approval.

“Section 6. Section 38-1705, R.C.M. 1947 is amended to read as fol- 
lows: 


38-1705. (a) Before any commercial fertilizer is sold or offered for sale 
within the State of Montana, the manufacturer, importer or party who 
causes it to be sold or offered for sale, shall separately register with the 
Commissioner of Agriculture of the State of Montana, each and every brand 
and also each different mixed or unmixed commercial fertilizer which he 
offers for sale under the same brand, and shall pay annually to said com- 
missioner, before offering such product for sale, a license fee of twenty- 
five dollars ($25.00), for each commercial fertilizer so registered and of- 
fered for sale in this state, and shall at the same time file with said com- 
missioner a certified copy of the statement and certificate referred to in 
Sections 3-1702 and 3-1703 and shall also deposit with said commissioner 
a sealed glass jar containing not less than two (2) pounds of such fer- 
tilizer, with an affidavit that it is a fair sample of the article thus to be 
sold, or offered for sale. The said Commissioner of Agriculture may refuse 
to register materials whose value in improving soil conditions cannot be 
established by experimental evidence. 


(b) It is required of each registrant who causes fertilizer to be sold 
or offered for sale under this act that h efurnish the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture with a written statement of the amount of each brand of fertilizer 
sold by him in the state. Said statement shall include all sales for the 
periods of January first to and including June thirtieth and of July first 
to and including December thirty-first of each year. The commissioner may, 
in his discretion, cancel the registration of any person or firm failing to 
comply with this section if the above statement is not made within thirty 
(30) days from date of notification. The commissioner, however, in his 
discretion, may grant a reasonable extension of time. 


(c) Fees collected under this section shall be devosited to the credit of 
the earmarked revenue fund and shall be used for the expenses of admin- 
istering this act.” 


Section 7. Section 38-1717, R.C.M. 1947 is amended to read as follows: 


__ “3-1717. (a) There shall be paid to the commissioner for all commer- 
cial fertilizers offered for sale, sold, or distributed in this state an inspec- 
tion fee at the rate of fifteen cents (15¢) per ton: Provided that sales to 
manufacturers or exchanges between them are hereby exempted. All fees 
[so] collected under this section shall be deposited in the State Treasury 
to the credit of the [general fund] earmarked revenue fund and shall be 
used for the expenses of administering this act. On individual packages of 
commercial fertilizer containing ten (10) pounds of less, there shall be no 
inspection fee. Where a person sells commercial fertilizer in packages of 
ten (10) pounds or less and in packages over ten (10) pounds, the inspection 
fee Ae apply only to that portion sold in packages of over ten (10) 
pounds. 
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(b) Payment of the inspection fee shall be evidenced by a statement 
made in due form of law, of commercial fertilizer distributed, together with 
documents showing that fees corresponding to the tonnage were received by 
the commissioner. 


Every registrant who distributes commercial fertilizer in this state 
shall: 


File an affidavit semiannually within thirty (80) days after each Janu- 
ary 1 and each July 1 of each year setting forth the number of net tons of 
commercial fertilizer distributed in this state during the preceding six- 
months’ (6) period; and upon filing such statement shall pay the inspec- 
tion fee at the rate stated in paragraph (a) of this section. If the tonnage 
report is not filed and the payment of the inspection fee is not made within 
fifteen (15) days after the date due, a collection fee amounting to ten (10) 
per cent (minimum ten dollars ($10.00)) of this amount due shall be as- 
sessed against the registrant, and the amount of fees due shall constitute 
a debt and become the basis of a judgment against the registrant.” 


Section 8. Section 3-2014, R. C. M. 1947, is amended to read as follows: 


“3-2014. (a) Each commercial feed shall be registered before being 
distributed in this state; provided, however, that customer-formula feeds 
are exempt from registration. The application for registration shall be 
submitted to the commissioner on forms furnished by the commissioner and 
shall be accompanied by a fee of ten dollars ($10.00) for each commercial 
feed submitted for registration. Upon the request of the commissioner, 
each such registration shall be accompanied by a label or other printed 
matter describing the product, and shall include the information required by 
subparagraphs (2), (8), (4) and (5), of paragraph (a) of Section 4 (3- 
2015). Upon approval by the commissioner, a copy of the registration 
shall be furnished to the applicant. Once registered, the registration of 
a feed shall be renewed by December 31 of each year by payment of an 
annual fee of ten dollars $10.00. Monies collected under the provisions of 
this section shall be deposited in the [general fund of the state] State 
Treasury to the credit of the earmarked revenue fund and shall be used for 
the expenses of administering this act. 


The commissioner may by regulation permit on the registration the 
alternative listing of ingredients of comparable feeding value, provided 
that the label for each package shall state the specific ingredients which 
are in such package. 


(b) <A distributor shall not be required to register any brand of com- 
mercial feed which is already registered under this act by another person. 


(c) Changes in the guarantee of either chemical or ingredient com- 
position of a registered commercial feed may be permitted by the commis- 
sioner provided there is satisfactory evidence that such changes would not 
result in a lowering of the feeding value of the product for the purpose 
for which designed. 


(d) The commissioner is empowered to refuse registration of any 
application not in compliance with the provisions of the act and to cancel 
any registration subsequently found not to be in compliance with any pro- 
visions of this act; provided, however, that no registration shall be refused. 
or cancelled until the registrant shall have been given opportunity to be 
heard before the commissioner and to amend his application in order to 
comply with the requirements of this act.” 


Section 9. Section 3-2016, R. C. M. 1947 is amended to read as follows: 


“3-2016. (a) Each and every person who distributes commercial feed 
in this state to the ultimate consumer shall pay to the commissioner an 
inspection fee, based on the gross annual value of feed distributed in this 
state, according to the following schedule: 


Up to and including five hundred dollars ($500.00) gross annual value 
of feeds distributed................ $10.00. Over five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
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and up to and including one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) gross 
annual value of feeds distributed................ $25.00. Each and every twenty- 
five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) additional gross annual value of feeds 
distributed or fraction thereof, an additional inspection fee of................ 
$10.00; provided, however, that distribution of commercial feeds to manu- 
facturers are hereby exempted if the commercial feeds so distributed are 
used solely in the manufacture of feeds which are registerd. Monies col- 
lected under the provisions of this section shall be deposited in the [general 
fund of the] State Treasury to the credit of the earmarked revenue fund and 
shall be used for the expenses of administering this act. 


(b) Every person, except as hereinafter provided, who distributes 
commercial feed in this state shall: 


(1) File, not later than the last day of January of each year, a state- 
ment setting forth the gross annual value of feeds distributed in this state 
during the preceding calendar year; and upon filing such statement shall 
pay the inspection fee at the rate stated in paragraph (a) of this section. 
When more than one (1) person is involved in the distribution of a com- 
mercial feed, the person who distributes to the consumer is responsible for 
reporting the gross annual value of feeds so distributed and paying the 
inspection fee. 


(2) Keep such records as may be necessary or required by the commis- 
sioner to indicate accurately the gross annual value of commercial feeds 
distributed in the state, and the commissioner or his authorized agent shall 
have the right to examine such records to verify statement of gross annual 
value of feeds distributed. Failure to make an accurate statement of the 
gross annual value of feeds distributed or to pay the inspection fee or to 
comply as provided for in this section shall constitute sufficient cause for 
the cancellation of all registrations on file for the distributor after a hear- 
ing as provided in this act, and the distributor shall be subject to the pen- 
alties set forth in Section 12 (3-2023) of this act.”

STATE OF MONTANA URGING CONGRESSIONAL ACTION TO 
HELP REDUCE TRANSPORTATION COSTS THROUGH ENCOUR- 
AGEMENT OF COMPETITION AND REQUESTING RAILROAD 
CARRIERS TO ESTABLISH REDUCED RATES. 


WHEREAS, Domestic and foreign markets for Montana’s grain prod- 
ucts are of utmost importance to the state’s income and economy, and 


WHEREAS, rapidly changing conditions in food and livestock feed 
industries make consequent changing conditions in the market requirements 
for grain and grain products at home and abroad, and 
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WHEREAS, Montana should continue to seek new methods of improv- 
ing its access to and development of as broad a marketing outlet as pos- 
sible for these profitable products of Montana enterprise, and 


WHEREAS, a concern of Montana farmers is the cost of transporta- 
tion of farm products, and 


WHEREAS, railroad rates under existing regulations, do not encour- 
age movement of wheat in export channels, and 


WHEREAS, a rate is needed for Montana which will allow free move- 
ment of wheat and thus enable Montana to compete with other wheat pro- 
ducing areas, and 


WHEREAS, under the 1964 wheat law, the acreage of wheat in short 
supply can be increased, which would make a reduced freight rate and free 
movement of wheat even more desirable, because it would tend to encourage 
expanded production of our high quality wheat by depletion of present 
stocks of such wheat, and 


WHEREAS, grain producing and marketing organizations in Montana, 
cooperating with other states, and the Montana Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners have made requests to reduce or to maintain reduced rates to 
foster Montana’s competitive position in domestic and export marketing, 
and 


WHEREAS, transportation of grain and other farm products to market 
should be performed at the lowest possible cost as determined by competi- 
tion among transportation modes for maximum service and minimum cost 
to shippers, and 


WHEREAS, Columbia river barge lines, which receive trucked Mon- 
tana grain en route to Pacific coast ports, have energetically sought to force 
increased Montana railroad rates on west bound grain at great expense to 
grain shippers and continually seek to do so, and 


WHEREAS, federal and state regulations and laws tend to prevent 
active competition among transportation modes hauling agricultural prod- 
ucts to the detriment of progress and innovation in both service and rates. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRE- 
SENTATIVES OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


That the Congress be strongly urged to adopt changes in basic trans- 
portation law as urged by the late President John F. Kenney and President 
Lyndon B. Johnson to the end that competition for service and rate-making 
in the hauling of agricultural products be increased rather than diminished. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that it be the policy of the State of 
Montana to discourage any and all attempts to hamper by law or regula- 
tion the flexibility and efficiency of railroad rate-making, but rather to 
encourage these qualities in all types of transportation serving agriculture. 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the railroads serving Montana be 
urgently requested to take immediate and continuing steps to adjust rates 
competitively in accordance with this Resolution.

SUBCOMMITTEE REPORT ON 
MONTANA HIGH SCHOOL ASSOCIATION 


Mr. Magnus Aasheim, Chairman 
Education Committee 


Dear Mr. Aasheim: 


Since this committee of three members has been appointed to study 
the various function of the Montana High School Association and report to 
the 39th Legislative Assembly, we hereby submit some of our findings 
and recommendations. 


The committee held several meetings, but time prevented the committee 
from thoroughly exploring all the function of the Montana High School As- 
sociation. We feel the Montana High School Association is due for some 
type of reapportionment. In 19438, member schools changed the name of 
the organization in order that it could supervise nonathletic activities on a 
state level just as athletics were supervised. Since the revenue received 
by the association comes mainly from the athletics, we feel the extracurric- 
ular student activities, such as speech and drama, music, and science fairs 
are not receiving the proper recognition. 


Personalities are very much involved, but we feel this is not for us to 
make a decision or recommendation. 


The Montana High School Association is supposedly a non-political or- 
ganization, but it has been called. to the attention of some of the members 
of the committee that the executive secretary was actively engaged in cam- 
paigning during the last primary and general election. Any political activi- 
ties of the executive secretary should not be carried on in such a manner as 
to involve the Montana High School Association. This is contrary to the 
policy of the Montana High School Association. 


It was also found that local school boards and Montana High School 
Association rules seem to conflict with each other. A clearer interpretation 
of these rules should be sought, and a closer relation between the school 
trustees and the board of directors. Under Article IX, Protests, if a pro- 
test for violation of the Constitution, By-Laws, or rules of the association 
is made the said protest must be accompanied by a filing fee of $5.00. The 
committee feels this is an unnecessary fee. 


Another criticism was that any activity must be recognized and sanc- 
tioned by the Montana High School Association, namely, speech and drama, 
music, science fairs, and athletics. It was also stated the association was 
more concerned with regulatory discipline and not so concerned with the 
educational involvements. 


Another situation that should be resolved is where ninth grade students 
in accredited junior high schools, administered as separate units apart from 
senior high schools, are not eligible to participate in non-athletic activities 
on the senior high school level. This applies to music, speech, debate, science 
fairs, journalism conference and activities. On the other hand where the 
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accredited ninth grade is a part of the accredited senior high school they 
are eligible to participate. 


There are other things under the music activities that probably should 
not be under the Montana High School Association. 


There is a feeling that there is too much restriction for out-of-state 
trips for musical organizations during the regular school term. 


Finances: The Montana High School Association has a very healthy 
financial statement along with an agency account, consisting of stocks 
and bonds in the amount of $44,057.35 as of January 18, 1965. In addition, 
as is a checking account and a savings account having a total of about 

30,000.00. 


There has been much criticism to the large investment of the Montana 
High School Association. Some feel the participants should receive more 
from the profit of the tournaments and not so much kept in the reserve 
account. If they have to have more funds, assess the members. 


It was brought out that the association does plan to give the partici- 
pants more of the profits next July 1965. The committee questions having 
so much of its assets in stocks. 


The M.H.S. A. feels they need such a large reserve so as to have on 
hand for a rainy day one year’s operating budget. It was brought out that 
mileage payments for the Montana High School Association are to be raised 
to 10 cents while state employees and those on state business receive only 
8 cents per mile. 


The committee feels that it is not within their jurisdiction as to the 
legal status of the Montana High School Association, and will neither 
criticize nor suggest any action on this question. 


Recommendations: 


That closer relations between the Montana High School Association and 
the Montana school boards be established. 


That trustees as well as administrators be acceptable as Montana High 
School Association representatives. 


That reapportionment should be considered since there seems to have 
been no change in the organization since 1943, when the name was changed 
so it could supervise non-athletic activities as well as with athletic activities. 


That some type of an advisory board be formed to help and advise the 
Montana High School Association. 


That a limit be placed on the reserve funds of the Montana High 
School Association. 


We further recommend that the state Superintendent of Public In- 
struction be requested to appoint a committee not to exceed eleven (11) 
members to make a complete study of school-connected extracurricular 
activities and that this committee report its findings and recommendations 
to the 40th Legislative Assembly on or before January 1, 1967. That for 
the purpose of this study, the committee should include a representative or 
representatives of the Montana Association of School Administration, the 
Montana School Board Association, and individuals representing athletic 
activities, dramatic activities, music activities and such other individuals 
as the State Superintendent of Public Instruction may deem necessary. 


That to provide for the expenses of the members of the committee ap- 
pointed by the State Superintendent of Public Instruction for at least four 
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official meetings, the appropriations committee be requested to appro- 
priate two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) for this purpose.

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REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 
Mr. Speaker: 


We, your special committee appointed for the purpose of studying the 
activities of the State Board of Equalization and its relation with the 
County Commissioners Association, and the County Assessors Association, 
respectfully report as follows: 


In accordance with your direction, the committee met, organized, and 
rather than go to the expense of hiring special investigators or taking 
time from this session of the members of the committee in separate or 
united investigation, we decided to hold a public meeting at which the 
committee proposed to sit as a board and have all interested parties 
present their views on this matter under oath. Therefore, the committee 
sent out notices to the State Board of Equalization and the County Com- 
missions Association, and the Assessors Association requesting each to 
present for the use of the committee a statement as to what the question of 
controversy was, how it arose, the legal aspects of the stand of each and 
any suggestions for remedying the same. We then set a public hearing at 
which all interested parties were given a full opportunity to present their 
side of the controversy. 


The County Commissioners Association presented its statement and 
brief through its attorney, Mr. William F. Crowley. The County Assessors 
Association joined in the commissioners’ brief. The Flathead County Tax- 
payers Association appeared specially through its attorney, Francis J. 
McCarvel. The State Board of Equalization filed its brief and was repre- 
sented by Mr. Douglas, attorney for the board. The hearing was set for 
Friday, February 5, commencing at 7:30 p.m. It was held in the auditorium 
of the highway building. The committee sat as a board. All testimony and 
statements were taken under oath and the attorneys for all contestants 
had an opportunity to cross examine. The board on various occasions asked 
supplemental questions. The meeting lasted through Friday evening until 
about 11:00 p.m. We convened again on the 6th at the same place at 1:30 
p.m. and we concluded at 6:30 p.m. that evening. The attorneys were given 
20 minutes each to present their outline of the matter and then witnesses 
appeared on behalf of the Montana Association of County Commissioners, 
Montana Assessors Association, Flathead County Commissioners and Tax- 
payers Association. Also appearing was the Lincoln County Attorney and 
Assessor. The State Board of Equalization presented Mr. Dan Fulton, 
chairman and Mr. Douglas, the attorney for the board. Various exhibits 
were introduced by both sides. Complete record of the proceedings was 
taken, the original copy of which is on file with the Chief Clerk. Copies 
of this record were made for each of the committee members, and copies 
thereof have been given to the majority floor leader and minority floor 
leader. As a result of this hearing we, your committee, make the follow- 
ing findings of facts and suggestions. 


I. Findings and Facts 


That the controversy heretofore existing between the State Board of 
Equalization and the County Commissioners Association, and Assessors 
Association of the State of Montana was based mainly on a number of 
rather minor disagreements arising out of vagueness and uncertainties in 
the law, misinterpretation of the law, changes in policy due to changes 
in the state board and possibly personality conflicts, all in the following 
respects: 


In the first place, most of the present controversy arose out of the 
administration of the reclassification law; namely, Sections 84-429.7 
through 84-429.13 R.C.M. 1947. These sections are the re-enacting sections 
adopted in 1957 of the 1955 Reclassification Law contained in Sections 84- 
429.1 through 84-429.6. This reclassification law sets forth certain duties 
of the county commissioners to reclassify and to revalue lands and other 
real property within.each county under the direction of the State Board of 
Equalization. The law is relatively clear as to how the reclassification and 
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revaluation should be done; however, it is quite vague as to the authority 
of the state board in the event any particular county or counties do not 
fully cooperate. Thus, after a majority of the counties had relatively fin- 
ished their reclassification and revaluation, the question arose as to whether 
the local boards or the state board had the final say upon the valuation 
to be placed on the various properties as a result of such reclassification, 
and in the event of disagreement what procedure should be followed in ar- 
riving at who had the final authority. The state board seemingly attempted 
to apply its powers under the general statutes rather than under this re- 
classification statute. Further, from the testimony, it appears that possibly 
both the county commissioners and the state board did not strictly follow 
all of the provisions of either the reclassification statute or the general 
law in regard to arriving at the valuation of property. We found that in 
some places the county commissioners took upon themselves the right to 
change the valuations set by the appraisal firms without formal request 
of local taxpayers. The state board came in and attempted to place their 
valuation upon this property without giving proper notice even under 
the regular statute for hearings on changes of valuation. Thus, the state 
board in these instances attempted to set the valuations in the first instance 
rather than to act in an appellate capacity. 


Another main factor in this disagreement was the changing of per- 
sonnel in the State Board of Equalization during the progress of this pro- 
gram and consequently change in theory of operation. It seems that the 
board in existence at the time the program first started, pretty well agreed 
that the county commissioners and the county assessors should carry this 
work on in the first instance in their separate counties and agreed that af- 
ter they had the work done then the state board and the county commis- 
sioners would get together, and the implication at least was given that 
whatever values the county commissioners and assessors, as organizations, 
could come up with as fair values for all property throughout the state, 
would be accepted by the state board, and that any irregularities there- 
after would be handled by the state board on a review or appellate basis 
to iron out inequities between the counties, if any existed. Under those 
circumstances a 15-man committee was organized by the county commis- 
sioners and county assessors, each representing various areas. This group 
did arrive, after a number of meetings, at what they thought to be fair 
prices in their respective properties, giving certain local concessions and 
recognizing certain local differences. However, when these values were 
submitted to the state board, due to change in personnel on the board, the 
state board refused the same in certain places and attempted to set up 
rather strict statewide requirements and in particular tried to use cer- 
tain indices for arriving at value between the different types of property 
within the same class. As to this latter statement, we particularly refer 
to grazing lands wherein the state set up a standard on carrying capacity 
and said that all lands should be valued on a carrying capacity basis re- 
gardless of their location, when in reality there can be differences in the 
value of lands with the same carrying capacity, depending on location 
and circumstances, that is, land with a carrying capacity of six cows per 
100 acres located in an area where stock raising is the prevalent industry 
and where sufficient such land is available to set up economic units, may 
have a greater value to that area than similar land located in an area 
where such land is not in abundance and where it cannot be secured in suf- 
ficient amount to set up an economic unit. Thus, we feel that although 
strict formulas as to carrying capacity may work well where all circum- 
stances are equal, nevertheless the determination as to the value of land 
can best be left to local authorities, at least in the first instance where 
circumstances vary the actual value. Therefore, we feel that the determina- 
tion of the personnel of the state board at the time this program was first 
started, was more practical than the determination of the personnel of the 
state board which gave the later orders. The personnel conflict arose, we 
feel, over this change in policy and a determination to force completion 
of the project. 
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II. Suggestions 
The committee suggests: 


(1) The County Assessors and County Commissioners should attend 
the State Board of Equalization school on assessing and property ap- 
praisals. 


(2) That the state board should have a state manual for the guidance 
of assessors and should keep the same up to date. 


(3) That there should be state-directed property tax guidelines, per- 
taining to assessment of both inter-county and intra-county property, that 
the counties and the state board should both keep up to date an adequate 
sampling of proper values, and should freely and openly exchange in- 
formation as to how values are arrived at, both as to inter-county and 
intra-county property. 


(4) That all property of the same class and of different classes should 
be based, whenever possible, on a true value or a sales market value basis, 
or at least if formulas are used, where necessary, that such formulas in all 
instances take into consideration factors which can be translated into 
market value so that the various counties and the taxpayers within the 
counties will have some basis for determining whether their property is 
being assessed on the same percentage of true value as other property 
within the respective counties, within other counties, and as property 
assessed on a statewide basis by the State Board of Equalization. 


(5) That the assessment date for property should be moved up to the 
first Monday in January or the first Monday in February so there would 
be time to hold hearings and make determinations between assessment 
dates and determination of tax levies. 


(6) That the State Board of Equalization work in coordination with 
the County Commissioners and County Assessors and when a committee 
exists of County Commissioners and County Assessors that the state 
board attempt to negotiate through them with any county which is not 
conforming or with which it has a difference, prior to proceeding to court 
action. 


(7) That an administrative procedure act, particularly, as to the 
steps to be taken on appeals by either the property owner, the assessor of 
the County Board of Equalization, should be enacted to clarify the law and 
fully protect all the parties against any abuses by any other party, both 
as to the reclassification problem and as to regular assessments, and 


(8) That such administrative act protect the right of appeal to our 
courts by a taxpayer against any of the government agencies and, further 
give the right to any of the government agencies to question any other 
government agency, either above or below, not only as to questions of law 
but as to questions of fact in arriving at values of property between tax- | 
payers, between different classes of property and between counties.

Report adopted. 
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Report of select committee of the House of Representatives in the 
39th Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, appointed for the 
purpose of studying the expenditures and many activities of the Montana 
Centennial Commission. 


Mr. Speaker and members of the House of Representatives: 


1. The members of the selected committee, appointed for the purpose 
of studying the expenditures and the propriety of its many activities for the 
benefit of Montana’s taxpayers and for the benefit of the many good citi- 
zens who expended time and money individually to celebrate our Cen- 
tennial, do respectfully report as follows: 


2. The year 1964, being the Centennial or 100th year since the 
proclamation of the Montana Territory by President Abraham Lincoln; the 
state did set about to celebrate this occasion. It will be the endeavor of this 
report to appraise you of the activities and expenditures and to draw 
some conclusions. 


3. The 38th Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana did, through 
regular process, authorize a Centennial Commission to be formed and an 
appropriation of $200,000.00 was made to the Commission. 


4. This Committee did interview many persons who were associated 
in various capacities connected with the celebration as well as conducting 
studies of the financing of the same. The members herewith report their 
findings and conclusions. 


5. The Montana Territorial Centennial Commission was organized 
for the purpose of promoting Montana through voluntary participation 
from all it’s citizens. The effort was made by encouraging local partici- 
pation and by assisting in the planning and promotion wherever possible. 
In the larger projects, the funds of the appropriation were used to assist 
those endeavors which would be of the greatest advantage. The advertising 
value of the over 375 community celebrations would be impossible to 
estimate. 


6. The Centerrial Commission participated in the following events 
which involved both local and state funds: 


a. Montana’s participation in the Rose Parade in Pasadena was the 
official opening of the celebration. There was a reception for over 1000 
people at the Statler-Hilton Hotel in Los Angeles, a luncheon at Disney- 
land, a banquet honoring Dwight D. Eisenhower, the christening ceremony 
of the Montana float at the Pasadena float lot, and the participation in 
the parade by Montana with a float and by the Montana Centennial Band. 
In competition, the Band placed first, the float third. Centennial funds in- 
volved were Float $5,500, Band expenses $10,000.00, other expenses $2,000.00. 
In this event, Montana received nationwide news and TV coverage. Governor 
Babcock and Senator Mike Mansfield participated in the ceremony. 


b. One hundred Great Falls High School students and faculty charter- 
ed a plane to Norway on their own. They had an audience with King Olaf 
of Norway and extended an invitation to him to visit Montana during the 
Centennial year. 


ce. The Centennial Ball on May 26th in Helena in conjunction with 
a special program on the Capitol lawn drew thousands from all over the 
states. 


d. The Montana Story Pageant was held in Billings, Miles City, 
Missoula, Kalispell, Lewistown, Glasgow, Glendive, Shelby, Helena, Butte, 
Great Falls, and Bozeman under the direction of the Rogers Company. 
Different scripts were written and the Story was produced locally with 
local casts of several hundred. The Story was plagued by bad weather 
in many areas. The Commission paid the expense of the Montana Story 
and participated on a 75-25 percentage basis with the local committees who 
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presented the pageant. The Montana Story Pageant operated at a con- 
siderble loss to the Commission. 


e. The Centennial Band had eighty-five members from thirty-five 
communities in the state. They purchased their own uniforms and raised 
much of their own funds. Approximately $25,000 was raised by band mem- 
bers and friends to finance their trip to the New York World’s Fair and 
Washington, D.C. They were chosen as the honor band for the Diplomatic 
Corps and played concerts on the steps of the Capitol, in the Senate 
building and in the Rose Garden at the Capitol. 


f. The Miles City High School Band financed it’s own way to the 
Portland Rose Festival in Portland, Oregon. The Centennial Commission 
assisted by paying $1,500.00 of the cost of the $3,500 float that the Miles 
City group entered in the Rose Parade. 


g. Other events were the University of Montana symphonic programs, 
the records by Monty Montana, beard contests, participation in conventions 
and the presentations of Montana brochures, medallions and dollars at 
special events both here in Montana and throughout the nation. A special 
exhibit was sent to Paris for several weeks at no expense to the Commis- 
sion. 


h. The Centennial train was originally to consist of twelve cars. It 
was to make a trip around the state and then to New York and back. It 
grew to twenty-five cars with three hundred people, seventy-five horses, 
wagon, pack trains and many other items in the exhibit cars. For thirty- 
one days there were special luncheons, banquets and parades along the 
way with stops for the exhibit in Omaha, Kansas City, St. Louis, Louis- 
ville, Cincinnati, Charleston, West Virginia, Washington, D.C., Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, New York, Pittsburg, Cleveland, Chicago, Milwaukee, Moline 
and Minneapolis. The Centennial Commission participated in the train 
with approximately Eighty Thousand Dollars in cash and Twelve Thousand 
Dollars in merchandise. 


7. A number of TV and radio appearances were made in every city, 
also newspaper and magazine coverages were above average. 


8. The banquets in Washington, New York and Charleston were list- 
ed as all star events. In Washington, D.C., President Johnson honored them 
with his presence on two occasions. He greeted them in the Rose Garden 
of the White House. Governor Babcock made a presentation to the Presi- 
dent. At the Montana banquet in the Sheraton Park Hotel, there were 
over one thousond former Montanans and guests. President Johnson 
joined them again. Senator Mansfield arranged for the meetings with the 
President, Chet Huntley was Master of Ceremonies. Many notables were 
in attendance including the Montana Congressional representation. 


9. The parade of the complete contingent at the ball park in Baltimore 
before the Yankee-Baltimore American League game gave opportunity 
for TV coverage and for the presentation of one of the Colt revolvers to 
Montana’s No. 1 Big Leaguer, Dave McNally of Billings, and other Centen- 
nial souvenirs to Yogi Berra and Mickey Mantle. 


10. The Commodore Hotel banquet was planned by Norma Beatty Ash- 
by of Great Falls, formerly Secretary of the Montana Boosters of New York 
City, and Jack Hume. They were assisted by a group of former Montanans 
now living in New York. 


11. The TV appearance during the opening day parade of New York’s 
World Fair, the dedication of the exhibit and the special Montana parade on 
Montana Day three days later, gave opportunity for tremendous exposure. 


12. The early planning of the year-long celebration by the Commission 
did not include the New York World’s Fair participation. The plan was to 
come home and disband. After the trip, the Commission was convinced that 
the effort should be made to promote an exhibit. Concessions were given 
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that ran into several hundred thousands of dollars in value. These con- 
cessions were in the way of rebates on charges and reduced rents. 


13. The appropriations for $200,000.00 in 1963 to carry out the 
Centennial program, was mainly planned for in-state activity, the Rose 
Bowl participation and the train to New York and back. No part of it was 
planned for the New York Exhibit. 


14. Through the cooperation of Governor Warren of West Virginia 
and his West Virginia Commission, the train was purchased for a reasonable 
figure with deferred payments. The train is the property of the Commission 
and can be salvaged. States which are holding celebrations in the near 
future have indicated their interest in the train such as Alaska, Nebraska, 
and also Canada, which will be staging a World’s Fair in 1967. 


15. Montana’s exhibit site at the Fair is about two city blocks long. 
Across the avenue from it are the Illinois, West Virginia, Maryland and a 
portion of the Singer exhibits. The western type buildings and fence with 
the decorated train gives an attractive setting. Along with many other 
concessions, the train was given permission to erect what is claimed to be 
New Work’s longest sign, the only sign on the grounds — well over 
four-hundred feet in length and eight feet high, in color, reading “Montana 
The Big Sky Country”. It is felt that the value of the sign alone, over a 
long period, is worth more than our entire investment in the exhibit. Ex- 
pane at tne Fair run from one-million dollars to over fifty-million dollars 
each in costs. 


16. The Montana exhibit is there, all capital investments have been 
made, the merchandise is there. The attendance at the Fair in 1964 was 
down. In spite of this, the Montana exhibit showed a profit in current op- 
erations with a full six months, with all departments of exhibit in oper- 
ation from the very start this spring, that Montana should realize an at- 
tractive net income at the Fair in 1965. 


i. The Centennial Commission purchased a supply of merchandise 
consisting of booklets, medallions, centennial dollars, pistols, cookbooks, 
and many other items which had significance from a centennial standpoint. 
This merchandise was put out to the merchants of many cities and towns 
around the state on a consignment basis. There has been a profit on this 
merchandise but the principle of selling in this manner has not been a 
complete success. Some merchandise is still out in these areas and final 
settlement has not been made on some of it. With disposal of present in- 
ventory, this particular venture should show a significant profit. 


j. The Commission is closing out the in-state operations, merchandise 
is being disposed of, community accounts scattered over the State are 
being checked in and final audits are being completed. The State office 
has been closed and moved to the Historical Museum. Office help has 
been reduced to one person.

CENTENNIAL TRAIN AND PAVILION 


1. It will be the purpose of this section to go into some detail of cer- 
tain activities concerning State Agencies participating in the Centennial 
Train and Pavilion at New York’s World’s Fair. 


HIGHWAY AND FISH AND GAME FUNDS 


2. Both the minutes of the Fish and Game Commission and the High- 
way Commission show that they were contacted for financial assistance 
in the promotion of the Train and Pavilion. 


3. The Highway Commission, June 26, 1963, agreed to buy material 
and pay for the painting of the large murals which depicted scenes of 
Montana and which were to be placed on the outside of the train cars. 
They allotted thirty thousand dollars for this and stated that the murals 
would be labeled as the property of the Montana Highway Commission 
and that at the conclusion of the Fair they would be returned to the Com- 
mission who intended to then use them at ports of entry and throughout 
the state. 


AUTHORIZING AGENCY 


4. On October 7, as directed by the Governor and the Highway Com- 
mission, the State Advertising Department became the official authoriz- 
ing and administrative agency for the Montana Centennial Train and the 
Montana World’s Fair Centennial Exhibition during the years 1964 and 
1965. The Highway auditing department at this time took over the ac- 
counting system, working in conjunction with the State Controller, in the 
handling of the finances of the long distance operation. Thus, the charges 
to the Highway Department for salaries of these men. It is the opinion 
of this Committee that this was a good move as it appeared that the 
earlier bookkeeping left much to be desired. 


FISH AND GAME COMMISSION 


5. On June 3, 1964, the Fish and Game Commission was contacted 
for financial support for a wildlife exhibit car and display building at 
the World’s Fair as well as some personnel to work with this phase of the 
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Centennial. An agreement was drawn up and $5,700.00 allotted for this pur- 
pose from the Fish and Game earmarked revenue account of the fiscal 
year 1962-63. Claims were to be paid as vouchers were submitted for those 
items chargeable directly to Fish and Game related participation (see 
attachment). 


6. One such exhibit at the Fair was to be a fish pond. Now, let it be 
said here that all of the buildings to be erected at the Fair were first 
prefabricated here in Montana with some donated materiai from various 
firms and the balance purchased. The building to house the Fish Pond 
being one of these. A voucher was presented and paid in the amount of 
$18,269.00, for such a fish pond building. However, when the building was 
erected at the Fair, it was found that the chlorine in the water was of 
such high content and the temperature much higher than expected, the 
expense of an adequate water purifier and cooler would have been pro- 
hibitive. It was then converted to be a part of the concession stand. The 
Fish and Game Commission were not appraised of this conversion, as they 
should have been, and credit allowed for this expenditure. 


7. It is the opinion of this Committee that this did constitute a di- 
version of funds. We are also human enough to recognize.that those in 
charge were faced with a decision of salvaging the building intended for 
one use by putting it to another use. There was testimony given that the 
purifier-cooler would have cost about $30,000.00, installed, New York 
prices. 


8. The Department was also asked to furnish personnel to accompany 
the exhibit on tour, thus the $3,000.00 for three men, plus $1,000.00 for 
men on temporary duty at the Fair. 


9. The Committee feels that the Commission did over extend itself in 
this venture. However, this situation cannot repeat itself, as under pres- 
ent legislative budgeting procedure no funds can be spent unless budgeted 
for. We feel this is an advantage to the Commission in that it would re- 
lieve them of such a situation in the future. As a part of the agreement, 
the wildlife exhibit is the property of the Commission and if there was 
any profit they were to be reimbursed for their other participation. 


10. The State Planning Board and the State Advertising Department 
both participated by sponsoring three persons each as guards during the 
train tour, at a cost of $3,000.00 each to these agencies. 


SALARIES 


11. There was considerable interest in salaries paid to those who 
worked at the Fair. We offer the following information. It was operated 
with almost 100% Montana people, many of whom worked for various 
periods at no salary. They opened with a staff of eighteen people, but the 
normal number of persons needed to adequately staff the operation was 
thirty-three. Three persons received salaries of $500.00 per month. Per- 
sonnel manager, $400.00. Secretaries, $375.00. Expeditor and merchandiser, 
$300.00. Temporary help, $200.00, plus board and room, stayed either on the 
train or in large rented house. Those who donated their time were given 
board and room or subsistance. 


WHY THE FAIR? 


12. It was brought out that the main reason for going into the Fair 
was due to the many concessions made by the management of the Fair to 
have Montana as a part of the exhibit and through the help of Gen. Potter, 
Assistant Manager. 


13. After hearing the testimony of those who undertook this ven- 
ture we cannot help but admire them for the Herculean undertaking which 
they took upon themselves in behalf of Montana in carrying the story to 
a new area. 
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14. Many have questioned the propriety of such a broad venture on 
such limited capital, or the return to Montana for the exepnditures made. 
This committee does not feel capable of making such an appraisal. How- 
ever, some of those who made the twenty-two state tour, would tell you 
that it was probably the greatest advertisement for the State that has 
ever been made. 


15. There was an attempt at the Fair to make such an appraisal com- 
paring it to exposure of a market commodity. Burrell’s Clipping Service 
projected about 22,500 column inches, equal to about $56,250.00. Trade and 
Livestock Magazines, 43,700. Total press exposure, $100,000.00. The big 
Montana sign exposure to 27.1 million Fair goers; 200,000 daily commuters 
who pass it. It has been estimated by J. Walter Thompson, Inc., New York 
Advertising Firm that this type of outdoor advertising located in the Times 
Square area or an area which would reach as many people would cost 
ten to fifteen thousand dollars per month, or $60,000 to $90,000 for the 
six-month period of the 1964 Fair season. Further, it is evaluated by Mar- 
ket Research that such an exposure of a hard commodity or market 
commodity would bring a million or a million and a half dollar return. 
Our value, $75,000. Received some $2,500,000 worth of free television 
time; radio $2,000; motion pictures $50,000; the exhibit itself $2,500,000. 
And those close to the show felt the ninety some Montanans who were a 
part of the exposition were the greatest asset of all, they conclude that in 
advertising media, all this would be comparable in excess of five million 
dollars of advertising. Here again the committee has no scale to convert 
this to tourism for Montana. 


15. The Montana Pavilion was visited by more than 1% million peo- 
ple. At this number, 320,000 entered the buildings or cars at various 
points, and of this group 171,000 paid admissions to see the museum. Again 
it would be difficult to judge the results in the years to come. From in- 
quiries now being received by the State Advertising Department, it is 
evident that a completely new area of interest has been opened up by the 
tour and Fair exhibit. 


BACK TO MONTANA 


16. To say the Centennial was fully celebrated in Montana would be 
an understatement. Every community participated, with many plaudits 
to be passed out in many directions to thousands of voluntary givers of 
time, talents and resources. However, the thing which stands out in the 
minds of this committee, as we look at the record, is the deficit of one- 
hundred-thousand dollars accounted to the ‘Montana Story”. We realize 
that it is easy to review with alarm, or to estimate the hidden values to 
the citizens of the various communities where the production was staged. 
It does appear though, from the projections made before it was entered 
into, that at best, it could only hope to be financially sound. Of course, 
with some bad weather, this chance was lessened. 


17. Another regrettable feature was that our Centennial did fall on 
a general election year and for obvious reasons did get into the political 
arena. 


18. In conclusion, the Centennial Commission feels confident that by 
disposing of merchandise on hand at cost, they can cover their liabilities 
and close out this account by mid-summer. 


19. The Centennial Train and Pavilion also are confident that given 
a good season, can recoup on the investment made and overcome a rather 
poor season, which all exhibits experienced last year. 

20. May the people of Montana in the year 2064 reflect upon this 
celebration, avoid our mistakes, profit from our triumphs and enlarge on 
the Story of Montana.

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CONFERENCE COMMITTEE REPORT 


March 8, 1965 
Mr. President and Mr. Speaker: 


We, your joint Senate and House conference committee on House Bill

I am returning H.B. 71 without approval, primarily for the reasons I 
set forth in my public statement of February 25, 1965, in which I objected 
to the compulsory arbitration aspects of the bill. 


A law which makes it compulsory to arbitrate all unsettled issues be- 
tween employers and employees is contrary to principles of free bargaining 
in our nation. To make it even worse, Section 9 would impose a compulsory 
finding between two parties by a third party. In Montana, no other em- 
ployees or employers are required by Montana law to follow such a pre- 
scribed routine in the field of labor negotiation. 


Required procedure in collective bargaining would destroy the freedom 
of action now enjoyed by both nurses and hospitals to work out their dif- 
ferences without compulsion. 


I point out, respectfully, that no group requires legislative authority 
to bargain collectively. 


Nurses are a devoted and respected professional group and recently 
were given official status as “professional” by H.B. 177 which I signed 
into law. 


Statewide interest in the Nurses’ Bill indicates to all of us that there 
evidently is room for new consideration to be given the nursing profession 
in Montana. There is no question but that discussions of the Nurses’ Bill 
have served a useful purpose.

Mr. Speaker and Members of the House of Representatives: 


1. Come now the members of the select committee, appointed for the 
purpose of investigating matters relating to the Fish and Game Depart- 
ment of the State of Montana, and respectively report as follows: 


APPOINTMENT OF THE COMMITTEE — 


2. At the outset of the 39th Legislative Assembly the Speaker, in 
accordance with practice, appointed the members of the House Committee 
on Fish and Game. After the committee was organized it became apparent 
from discussions among members of the committee, and from communica- 
tions from the citizens of the State of Montana, that there were charges 
and inferences being made relating to the Fish and Game Commission that 
required special investigation for determination by the Legislature. 


38. Accordingly, on the sixteen (16th) Legislative Day, Mr. Gill, Chair- 
man of the Standing Committee, moved that the Speaker appoint a select 
committee of fifteen members for the purpose of investigating the Fish 
and Game Commission and the Fish and Game Department and charges 
made against the said Commission and Department. The motion carried 
without dissenting vote and thereupon the Speaker appointed a select com- 
mittee for the investigation, the members of which were identical to the 
standing House Committee on Fish and Game. 


4. The Committee members acting as a select committee proceeded 
thereupon to conduct public hearings, to take the testimony of witnesses 
and to make field investigations relating to the subjects in question. 


5. Based upon such public hearings, voluntary testimony, documents 
and records of the Fish and Game Commission and the field trips made by 
the members of the select committee, the members herewith report their 
findings and conclusions. 
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AREAS OF INVESTIGATION 


6. It soon became apparent to the committee that the problems, 
charges and inferences being voiced about the department had reference 
principally to the following: 


a. The management of the elk herd in the Sun River area. 
b. The management of the elk herd in the Gallatin area. 


c. The apparent lack of agreement and unity among the members of 
the Fish and Game Commission. 


d. The expenditures made in connection with the Montana Centennial 
Commission. 


SUN RIVER AREA 


7. The problems relating to the elk herd in the Sun River area are 
not new. Originally they stemmed from an over-abundance of elk which 
caused the local farmers and ranchers to undertake a program of positive 
action to reduce the numbers of the elk herd, even to the point of advertis- 
ing for machine gunners. The Legislature acted to establish a legislative 
preserve in the area. The Department, through acquisition, acquired some 
twenty thousand (20,000) acres for use as a management area, and to re- 
lieve the pressure on private lands during the winter. Over the years there 
has grown in and around the area an industry related to ranching but tied 
directly into the business of providing packers and guides for out-of-state 
and local hunters in the area. The growth of this industry has brought 
with it a watchfulness on the part of the packers and guides, in that area, 
on the policies and programs of the Fish and Game Department in the man- 
agement of the elk herd. 


8. It is, and has been, the avowed policy of the Fish and Game De- 
partment to so manage the elk herd so as to keep its number consistent with 
the available forage and a suitable harvest for hunters. 


9. Because, however, the local packers and guides and some local 
sportsmen have an economic interest in the management of the herd, there 
are occasions when the management policies of the Fish and Game Depart- 
ment collide with the desires of the local interests. 


10. There has arisen, over the years, disputes between some of the 
local groups of sportsmen and the Fish and Game Division on management 
policies relating mainly to these questions: 


a. The actual number of elk in the area. 


b. The proper number of the base herd that the area can suitably 
maintain. 


ec. The times and dates of hunting seasons. 


11. During the investigation, charges were also made that the de- 
partment was not responsive to the suggestions and desires of the local 
sportsmen. 


12. In investigating these facets of the management policy of the 
Fish and Game Department, the committee called in for testimony two 
principal witnesses that the committee had learned from its public hear- 
ing were most active in opposing the management policies of the Fish and 
Game Department in the Sun River area. 


13. In summary, it appeared from the testimony of these principal 
witnesses that they had prepared, or caused to be prepared, a proposed 
management policy for the Sun River elk herd, to come into effect in 1965. 
Their proposal was different in some details from the management proposal 
of the Fish and Game Department, especially with respect to the amount 
of harvest, season dates, and certain range management proposals. 
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14. It should be pointed out the evidence indicates that these same 
groups, acting through a sportsmen’s organization, had in previous years 
brought pressure to bear upon the commission in respect to these manage- 
ment policies. Your committee finds, from a study of the records and corre- 
spondence in the years 1962 through 1964, that the Fish and Game Depart- 
ment did accede, in many important areas, to the desires of this group. The 
record further indicates to the committee that the department in the latter 
part of 1964 and in 1965 is showing a tendency to resist complete acquies- 
cence in these demands, and is now basing its management policy of this 
herd upon its own findings as to the number of elk, its biological studies, 
and the possible harvest of the herd based upon its best estimates of re- 
production. 


15. The Sun River area has within it a legislative preserve which 
compounds some of the difficulties there. A legislative preserve cannot be 
suitably managed by the Fish and Game Department. It is inaccessible to 
hunters and it has the effect of reducing the total manageable area, as it 
relates to the Sun River herd. 


16. The committee also heard testimony that the range was not being 
properly managed by the Fish and Game Department. Principally, the con- 
tentions were that certain portions of the range land were being over- 
grazed while other portions were not properly grazed. It was contended 
that a hay crop should be taken from certain bottom lands. The committee, 
however, did not find sufficient credible evidence to sustain these charges. 


17. The committee also heard charges that there was hazing of the 
elk herd by aircraft and that the elk herd was being subjected to continual 
penning, testing, banding, and marking, to the detriment of the herd. The 
committee finds that herding and testing are necessary procedures and the 
results outweigh the disadvantages. 


18. There was an additional charge made that the cost per animal 
harvested was unjustifiable at the present time. This contention, however, 
is made upon value assigned to land, which are questionable, and overlooks 
the public benefit that results from department ownership of lands avail- 
able to the public and usable in managing the herd which are as important 
considerations as the number of elk taken by hunters. 


CONCLUSIONS RELATING TO THE SUN RIVER AREA 


19. Your committee submits the following conclusions relating to the 
Sun River area: 


a. Over-all management of the area would improve if the legislative 
preserve were eliminated. 


b. There is a need for liaison and greater public information between 
the Fish and Game Commission and the public generally, but especially the 
sportsmen’s groups in the area where involved. The committee found that 
the department was honestly endeavoring to manage the elk herd in a suit- 
able manner, but that the public had not been very informed on the facets 
of its management policy. 


ec. Your committee feels that every considerate attention should be 
given to suggestions of sportsmen from the local areas, particularly where 
they have special knowledge relating to the area and the elk herd. The de- 
sires of local persons, however, must be coordinated with the principles of 
sound management by the department. Your committee finds that at the 
present time, the Fish and Game Department is adding personnel in the 
respective areas for the purpose of correlating recommendations by local 
qualified sportsmen with the policies of the department. 


d. The decisions of the Fish and Game Department with respect to 
the time and length of season and the number of elk to be harvested are 
matters of discretion, upon which there can be valid differences of opinion, 
but that the wiser course is to allow the Fish and Game Commission to 
exercise its discretion in these fields. 
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THE GALLATIN AREA ELK HERD 


20. The problem of the Gallatin area elk herd involves not only the 
Fish and Game Commission but policies of the Yellowstone Park Service 
and the U. S. Forest Service in that area. 


21. The elk herd in Yellowstone Park migrate in the winter out into 
the Montana area, seeking forage. In the summertime, however, they for- 
age in Yellowstone Park. Their increasing numbers have caused pressure 
on the park area, resulting in overgrazing there, and some migration out 
of the park by the elk herd into the surrounding area to obtain forage. 


22. The problems that the committee found with respect to the Gallatin 
elk herd are nearly the same as in the case of the Sun River elk herd. There 
are disputes existing between the department and a certain minority group 
with economic interest in the Gallatin area as to the number of elk that 
may be harvested there, the times and lengths of the seasons, and the 
areas which should be opened to hunting. There was also disagreement as 
to the number of the elk now present in that available herd and the number 
that the base herd ought to be. The committee found again that in the 
years 1962 through 1964 the department acceded in large measure to the 
pressures of these groups as to the settings of the seasons. 


23. With respect to the seasons, the local group was seeking an earlier 
hunting season than the department established. In some instances in 1962 
through 1964, the department complied with these requests. However, in 
1965, it has proposed a new management plan in the area which sets a 
_ later season in the area and has other important differences from the 
management policies espoused by the local groups. 


24. In the Gallatin area there is no legislative preserve. There is, 
however, an administrative preserve against the boundary of Yellowstone 
Park. A bill was introduced in this assembly to make this area permanent 
as a legislative preserve. This would have the effect, however, of preclud- 
ing proper management of the elk herd. The bill failed in the House. 


25. In the Park itself, the Yellowstone Park Service has found it 
necessary to reduce numbers of the herd. This has been done in the past 
by trapping, or by having the park rangers kill some of the elk. This has 
given rise to considerable criticism by some of the local public. It is a mat- 
ter, however, over which neither the Fish and Game Department or this 
committee has any power of decision. 


26. There was contention before the committee that there was friction 
between the policies of the Yellowstone Park Service, the United States 
Forest Service, and the Fish and Game Department. Your committee found 
no credible evidence to sustain these contentions. 


CONCLUSIONS RELATING TO THE GALLATIN AREA ELK HERD 


a. The Fish and Game Department did accede in some years to the 
pressures and desires of local group. Conforming to these pressures does 
not always result in good management of the elk herd. 


b. The principal impetus for criticism against the policies of the Fish 
and Game Commission in this area came from a minority group with an 
economic interest. Some of the local sportsmen also joined in this criticism. 


c. Again, there is a need in this area for a liaison between the Fish 
and Game Department and the local sportsmen’s groups, and the public 
should have more information on department policies in the area. The de- 
partment has added personnel for this purpose. 


d. In late 1964, the Fish and Game Department adopted a manage- 
ment plan for this area which is contrary in some major respects from 
the proposed plan of the local groups. It is too early to determine whether 
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the Department’s policy will result in better management. It appears 
however, again to be a matter of discretion upon which there can be valid 
difference of opinion. In such case it is the opinion of the committee 
that the wiser course is to let the Fish and Game Department make such 
determination which can be modified as experience indicates. 


e. There is no valid reason now for a legislative preserve in this 
aie because it would reduce the manageable area of the Gallatin elk 
erd. 


DISSENSION ON THE COMMISSION 


28. The Fish and Game Commission is composed of five commis- 
sioners, each from one of five districts established within the state and 
each appointed by the Governor. They serve four-year terms which are 
arranged to overlap. 


29. Press reports in the past year have indicated that there was a 
problem of dissension within the Commission with respect to its policies. 
The members of the committee were aware of this problem from the press 
reports and are more aware now, since the conduct of this investigation. 


30. On October 15, 1964, an article appeared in the Choteau Acan- 
tha, a newspaper published in Choteau, Montana, in which article one of 
the present commissioners was quoted making certain charges against the 
Commission and its personnel. The newspaper article stated that this 
Commission member felt that the Department was not revealing all of 
the facts to the public relating to the management of the Sun River herd 
and that the Fish and Game Commission “tells the people only the facts 
it wants them to know.” The article further charged that the hen pheas- 
ant season was harmful to the pheasant population and that he was op- 
posed to such season. The article further intimated that this commissioner 
felt that department personnel, trained in wildlife management, were doing 
a poor job. And, finally, the article indicated that the commissioner 
did not agree with the Fish and Game Department’s estimates of the 
elk population in the Sun River herd. 


31. On November 18, 1964, following the newspaper article which 
was picked up by the press wire services and circulated broadly through 
the state, the Commission went into executive session and adopted a mo- 
tion of censure of the commissioner, “for violation of Commission policy 
and the casting of unfounded reflections on the honesty and integrity 
of the department personnel.” The censure motion also required that fu- 
ture statements in disagreement with Commission policy “be discussed in 
Commission meetings only.” 


382. During its investigation the committee heard testimony from 
two witnesses, one of whom was a member of this committee, that the 
same member of the Fish and Game Commission had made statements in 
the month of January, 1965, reflecting on the honesty and integrity of 
- department personnel and attacking the policies of the Fish and Game 
Baer aN This testimony was given in the presence of the Commission 
member. 


33. During this investigation the same commissioner was invited to 
testify and he did testify. He stated in his testimony that he had been 
misquoted in the Choteau Acantha. He also testified that he had made 
no attempt to withdraw the statements attributed to him in the article. 
He categorically denied that he had any conversations with the two 
EE ee or that he had made the statements attributed to him by the 
witnesses 


34. It was the opinion of the members of the committee that this 
commission member was not sincere in his testimony respecting the state- 
ments attributed to him or the article appearing in the Choteau Acantha.

CONCLUSIONS 


35. In investigating this problem of dissension, your committee makes 
the following conclusions: 


a. Any Commission member should have the right of fair comment 
in the press relating to game department policies. 


b. A Commission member who is critical of Fish and Game Depart- 
ment policies should make them fully known at the Commission meetings. 


c. The Commission member admitted in his testimony that he had 
no basis upon which to challenge the honesty and integrity of any other 
member of the Commission or any members of the department’s personnel. 


d. The charges made against the Commission in the article in the 
Choteau Acantha were unfounded. 


e. The continued membership on the Commission of this Commission 
member is incompatible now with harmony and good management by the 
Commission. (There appears no possibility of future cooperation between 
this Commission member and members of the department personnel.) 


CENTENNIAL TRAIN EXPENDITURES 


In this connection the committee has reference to the findings of the 
Select Committee investigating the Montana Centennial Commission. From 
those findings of the Select Committee, the members of this committee 
make the following conclusions: 


1. Prior to the 1963-64 biennium there were unobligated funds avail- 
able to the Commission over which the Legislature had not asserted con- 
trol. The expenditures for the Centennial Train were obligated before 
the start of the 1963-64 biennium through a contract between the Fish 
and Game Commission and the Montana Centennial Commission. Under 
present procedure the Fish and Game Department may not expend such 
unobligated funds unless such expenditures are budgeted. It appears, 
therefore, that in the future such commitments of Fish and Game funds 
will not be possible. 


2. The exhibit on the train may be returned to the Commission and 
have value for exhibitions and the spread of Fish and Game information 
in the State of Montana.

GALLATIN GAME PRESERVE

The committee met at Fish and Game headquarters in Helena at 8 a.m., 
motored to Helena airport via Fish and Game vehicle with Frank Dunkle, 
Director. Left Helena Airport via State Aeronautics plane (Queen Air) at 
8:45 a.m. The committee was accompanied by Mr. Dunkle. 


We arrived at Gallatin Field at 9:15 a.m. and were met by members of 
the Upper Gallatin Elk Preservation Association, those members being 
John Thompson, Lovell Davis, Cliff Pasha and Sheriff McClurg, of Boze- 
man. While waiting for observation plane to warm up, members listened to 
the problems of the UGEPA. 


Left Gallitan Field to observe the above mentioned preserve via 
Cessna 180 (a private ship) piloted by a Mr. Jim Stradley, a very competent 
pilot and a gentleman the committee found to be well versed on the game 
range area. Time of departure was 9:55 a.m. We flew south out of Bozeman 
up the Gallatin Canyon and on into the preserve. We might say, the com- 
mittee saw the area in its entirety, plus the headwater and drainages of the 
preserve. We saw approximately 300 head of elk, but due to the hour of 
the day, we realized that the greatest number of elk were bedded in the 
timber. After careful scrutiny of the entire area, we arrived back at Gallatin 
ae * 11:35 a.m. (Mr. Dunkle did not accompany the committee on this 

ight. 


Upon arrival back at the field, we were met by LeRoy Ellig and Mr. 
Dunkle. Mr. Ellig is District Supervisor at Bozeman (District #3). He 
drove us to district headquarters in a Fish and Game vehicle, arriving at 
said place about 12 o’clock noon. At this area we had an orientation of the 
area so we would be more familiar with it from the ground and also the 
areas that were pointed to us from the air by Mr. Stradley. 
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Mr. Dunkle then left for a speaking engagement before the Bozeman 
Rotary Club at 12:15 p.m. Mr. Elling drove the committee to the Bozeman 
Hotel, at which place we, the committee, had lunch with Mr. and Mrs. 
Kenneth Baldwin. Mr. Baldwin is president of the Montana Wildlife Fed- 
eration. Mr. Baldwin, during lunch, explained the history of said preserve 
and brought us up-to-date on all the pros and cons. We finished lunch, 
which Mr. Baldwin so graciously paid for, at 1:15 p.m. 


Mr. Elling and Mr. Dunkle picked up the committee at 1:35 p.m. for 
the purpose of touring the game preserve by auto. On the way to the pre- 
serve we stopped again at Fish and Game headquarters where Mr. John 
Thompson, Mr. Lovell Davis and Mr. Cliff Pasha met us. They followed in 
their own car to the Porcupine area of the preserve. The committee rode 
with Mr. Dunkle and Mr. Elling. Upon our arrival at Porcupine we were 
a aaDy ah Patten, Sam Smeding, Ronnie Hymas, Buck Knight and Jim 

oodrich. 


At this time the committee traveled and talked with all the above 
mentioned persons. We visited the ranch of Ronnie Hymas, to observe snow 
conditions. From this area we then motored to the place of Mare Patten, 
which is located just inside the boundary of Yellowstone Park, but which 
is private property. It was also stated and pointed out in further discussion 
that this is a focal point of migration, meaning that the area that Mr. 
Patten controls is in the stated preserve and in this area the elk that 
migrate from the Park break up into individual migration patterns to 
move further down the Gallatin Canyon. 


While at Mr. Patten’s, the various problems were discussed by the 
interested parties and members of this committee asked various questions. 


After leaving Mr. Patten’s, the group then returned to the business 
establishment of Mr. Buck Knight, where we were met by Mr. Howard Kel- 
sey, Jack Hume and Vern Koelzner. Further discussions were held and upon 
ere to the airfield the committee traveled with the three above men- 
tioned. 


On the last leg of our trip, the hour of day was proper and the game 
was moving out of the timbered sections. Much game was observed—deer, 
moose and elk. Mr. Kelsey, Mr. Hume and Mr. Koelzner were very vocal 
and expressed their opinions freely. 


We arrived at the airfield at 7:10 p.m. The plane was all warmed up 
and we departed for Butte, at which place we left Mr. Dunkle off to attend 
a meeting. The members of the committee journeyed on to Helena, arriving 
at the Helena airport at approximately 8:30 p.m. 


OBSERVATIONS 


1. The residents feel that by having a season in this area the elk 
are driven back into the high country and are not allowed to follow their reg- 
ular, migratory pattern. At the time the season closes, the snow is too deep 
for them to get out and they will starve. These persons want a feeding pro- 
gram for the elk, which the UGEPA was organized for. 


2. It is the feeling of the residents of the Upper Gallatin and some 
of the residents of the Gallatin Valley, that the public relations of the 
Fish and Game Department have been poor regarding the Gallatin Game 
Preserve. 


8. The residents feel the Fish and Game Department has been derelict 
in all their duties, not only the business dealing with the preserve. 


4. The residents definitely want the Gallatin Game Preserve establish- 
ed by legislation. 
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CONCLUSIONS 


It is the profound conclusion of this committee that the Gallatin Game 
Preserve should not be legislated, but left the way it is now, under control 
of the Fish and Game Commission with the understanding that the Com- 
mittee and Department be more attentive to the problems of the people in 
the area involved. 


The only thing to be gained by making this a legislative preserve would 
be to extend the boundary of Yellowstone Park, and no one would have jur- 
isdiction over it. 


We, your subcommittee on fish and game, appointed to investigate 
the Gallatin Game Preserve and pending legislation on House Bill No. 206, 
do hereby recommend that House Bill No. 206 do not pass.

SPECIAL REVIEW OF THE SUN RIVER ELK SITUATION 
FOR THE HOUSE FISH AND GAME COMMITTEE 
OF THE THIRTY-NINTH LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY 
OF THE STATE OF MONTANA

On February 10, 1965, I accompanied Commissioner E. G. Leipheimer 
and Fish and Game Director, Frank Dunkle, on a show-me trip and review 
of the Sun River elk and deer problem. 


We left Helena, proceeding to Augusta where we contacted Robert Eng, 
District Supervisor for that area. From Augusta we proceeded to Choteau 
to meet with the President of the Teton County Sportsmen to discuss the 
deer problem, as they saw it, on the east slope of the continental divide. 
The president of the club is a Mr. Frank Kelly. 


Mr. Kelly indicated there was a rather severe problem being experienc- 
ed by the ranchers along the slope that has resulted from numerous deer 
moving in on them during the winter. The problem has developed in some 
areas because deer do not move into the area until later in the year and 
the ranchers in some instances have not allowed trespassing across their 
lands to the forest boundaries in the mountains. 


Mr. Kelly indicated if some sort of agreement could be worked out for 
sportsmen to go across these lands in the early part of the hunt, they would 
not object to a late deer season in the area. They have gone on record as 
agreeing with the department for a two-deer recommendation for that 
area. 


After concluding this matter (where, incidentally, I found an ex- 
cellent relationship between the Department and the club) we then proceed- 
ed to a meeting with Mrs. J. Salmons, who is one of the principal land- 
owners. Mrs. Salmons agreed to the consideration of an easement and cer- 
tainly to the later season. 


It would appear that when the Department is allowed to work with 
groups and individuals and explain their program, without undue harassment 
they can work out solutions that are equitable to the people, both land- 
owners and sportsmen, and in the best interests of the game. 


From Choteau we returned to Augusta and then on to the Sun River 
Game Range, which is owned by the State of Montana and held in trust 
by the state for winter grazing of big game animals. 
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I have attached to this report a copy of the Department’s Sun River 
Elk Management Plan which was adopted by the Commission in March, 
1964 and a copy of the proposed management plan as presented by Mr. 
Clyde Roe of Augusta. 


At the Sun River a helicopter was waiting and we flew north along 
the continental divide and lower slopes of the area, going across the game 
range at an altitude that would not disturb the elk. From a casual view 
a rough count of 600 elk was indicated on the game range proper and 
open slopes. 


We proceeded immediately to the area in question concerning deer in 
this area. There is no doubt in my mind about deer numbers. The De- 
partment has said in other reports that the deer were a problem and a 
later season should be considered to harvest these animals and give relief 
and protection to the landowners as well as recreation to the sportsmen. 
I am being conservative when I say that in a stretch of less than 15 miles 
of this area between Sun River and Deep Creek there were many deer in 
excess of 2,000. They were in bunches ranging from 10 to 300. 


These deer were not an illusion. They were there—and they are a con- 
siderable problem to the landowner. 


I would recommend that the committee accept the Department’s sug- 
gestion on the proper management of these animals and commend them on 
their ability to work out solutions with the sportsmen and landowners in 
that area. Without equivocation, I say the deer are there and in the num- 
bers projected by the Department. 


On our return flight we gave closer inspection to the Sun River area 
only we didn’t fly up the so-called north fork. We observed between 1,000 
and 1,200 elk within the game range boundary. There was no wind and 
the hour was just before darkness—an excellent time to see game. We 
dropped down to look at different groups of elk and they did move out 
from under the helicopter but didn’t seem to be suffering from harrassment 
from this type of observation. I asked the helicopter pilot to move in very 
close to several bulls for pictures and at this point they did run if you 
kept after them but the minute we pulled off they stopped. 


I asked several questions about the research project that has been 
questioned by several groups and I found that through this project the 
Department has learned a great deal about the movement of these elk. It 
is important to know more about these animals and how they must be 
handled in order to have good hunting. The results of the research pro- 
ject will be compiled within the next year and many of the findings from 
this can be included in the management plan projected by the Department. 
The Department assured me that copies of their findings will be made 
available to the public and any of this committee who desires to have 
them when they become available next year. 


The plan projected by the Department appears to be sound and in 
the best interests of the sportsmen and the elk. I would recommend en- 
dorsement of the Department’s program.

SUN RIVER ELK MANAGEMENT 


From this date, and until such a time that winter conditions permit 
a good count of the Sun River elk herd, the quota for harvested elk 
should be set to maintain the herd at its present level. 


In order to maintain a stable population, the annual harvest quota 
for the Sun River elk herd (hunting district 42) will be arrived at in the 
following manner: 


A figure representing a winter population will be used as a base. If a 
count is made this spring that is agreeable to all parties, this will form 
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the base figure for operation. If a count is not obtained, a base figure 
will be arrived at from the last count (winter of 1961-62) which was 
agreeable to all parties. 


During any one year the current cow-calf ratio and sex structure of 
the herd will be used in calculating the annual herd increment. A percentage 
of this increment will be subtracted for that portion of the herd being har- 
vested in the Flathead drainage. The remaining portion of this year’s 
increment will make up the quota. 


This procedure will be used annually in a continuing manner in years 
when weather conditions are such that a good count cannot be abtained. In 
years when a good count can be obtained, the base figure being used in 
calculations will be adjusted accordingly. This figure will then provide the 
base for consideration until another good count is obtained. 


In short, a method of calculation will be used in arriving at the annual 
harvest quota. This calculation will be carried through on a yearly basis 
with adjustments made in the base winter herd figure during years of 
Peters winter conditions when we feel that an adequate count can be ob- 
tained. 


SUPPLEMENT TO SUN RIVER ELK MANAGEMENT 


The plan set forth above, for a method of calculation, to be used in 
arriving at the annual harvest quota of Sun River elk, does not preclude 
consideration of range forage conditions as a basis for adjusting the size 
of the herd. 


The plan for counts and calculation of the harvest quota is designed to 
maintain the herd at its present level. Annual surveys of range forage 
utilization and periodic surveys of range forage condition, will be con- 
ducted to provide data for a basis to make future adjustments in herd size. 


Present information indicates range forage conditions are generally 
fair with an improving trend. Maintenance of the herd at approximately 
its present level should allow further improvement in forage conditions for 
a larger herd in the future.

1. The purpose of this management plan is to attempt to build 3,500 
head minimum basic herd. This arrived at by agreeable count between Fish 
and Game Department and Sportsmen’s groups in this area. 


2. Conclude present Research Program September 1, 1965. 


a. See that all interested clubs are notified of findings and 
conclusions. 


b. Start no further experimental or research programs on game 
herds in this area without first contacting and hearing from 
Sportsmen’s clubs in this area. 


3. 380 Day Season. Approximately 15 October to 15 of November. 
200 either sex limit; if limit is reached before 15 November, finish season 
on Branch Antler Bulls. 


4, Re-establish a limited salting program in Sun River area. Ap- 
proximately 30 spots, four blocks to a spot (almost all in Game Preseve). 
Could refer to Department’s previously used salting program to pick spots. 


5. Do not open Sun River Game Preserve to hunting. 


6. Change hunting in Sun River Game Range from eight days to 
first three days of general season. 
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a. Put up hay in summer on Game Range on share basis. 


Use salting program on Game Range as previously used by 
Bruce Neal. 


ec. Cut down winter activity on Range. 


7. For checking station and herd count purposes, change boundary so 
elk in North Fork of Dearborn River area be counted as Sun River elk. 


(Noted as received February 1, 1965 by the State of Montana Fish & 
Game Department.) 


SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT BY REPRESENTATIVE C. R. FISCHER 


This report is in supplement to the subcommittee report by C. R. 
Fischer on the over-all management program of the Sun River Elk Herd. 
The subcommittee report is attached to this document, plus the Fish and 
Game Commission Sun River Elk Management Plan and the Sun River 
Citizens’ Elk Management Plan, and we wish to add the following facts 
and conclusions. 


Mr. Clyde Roe of Augusta testified before the investigating committee 
on February 17, basically supporting the Augusta group’s management 
plan of the Sun River elk herd. He also stated this was the only plan he 
could support. Also, Bill Wendling of the Cascade Wildlife group testified 
regarding the same and offered support to this plan. He also testified as 
to game counts, numbers and kill trends for the past several years. Mr. 
Robert Weintz, who at present is a commissioner for the State Fish and 
Game Department, also appeared before the investigating committee on 
February 23, and recommended the citizens’ elk plan over that of the 
Department. 


The special investigating committee, on February 24, 1965 examined 
evidence which included maps and documents of the Fish and Game, and 
letters and management plan from the various sportsmen’s groups in the 
Sun River area. These letters showed recommendations regarding opening 
and closing of seasons, plus other information in regards to hunting in the 
Sun River area. The letters were for periods over the past several years. 


At this meeting, Mr. Wynn Freeman, who is the big game manager 
for the Fish and Game Department, and Doctor Robert Eng, who is 
district supervisor of the Great Falls district, and who is also in charge 
of the scientific research program of the Sun River, presented facts on all 
facets of this program. 


One area of the program has drawn much fire from the Sun River 
residents. This is the tagging program which is a part of the over-all 
scientific research procedure. This program was first initiated in 1937 
and has continued through 1964 and a portion of 1965. The basic complaints 
of the Sun River residents is that the elk are being harassed. As stated 
in the subcommittee report of C. R. Fischer, this harassment is at a 
minimum and at certain times a necessity to carry on this program. We 
of this committee feel that this portion of the program is very necessary 
in establishing the migration pattern of the various elk herds in the Sun 
River. The tagging program is the basic tool of good, sound management 
of the Sun River elk herd. 


It is the feeling of this committee that the Sun River area people, in 
preparing their plan for the management of said elk herd (said plan at- 
tached to this document), do not in any way have the technical and scien- 
tific training necessary to computate such a management program that 
would have such a widespread effect on our wildlife resources in this 
area. Their program is based on the opinion of several persons in the area 
who have observed the various habits of the Sun River elk herd over the 
years.

We also find that the Fish and Game Department has cooperated in 
most of the recommendations stemming from this area, and in the recom- 
mendations not concurred in, we find it was for the best, regarding manage- 
ment. 


It is also found by this committee, after reviewing all evidence from 
both sides, that the Sun River Elk Management Plan of the Fish and Game 
Department is the only sound, sensible and workable program, and this 
program is for the betterment and propagation of our wildlife resources 
in the Sun River.

SUB-COMMITTEE REPORT ON SUN RIVER 
By Representative John Delano 


From our findings, I do not think that the Dearborn elk should be 
included in the Sun River herd. To support this conclusion, the only one 
reported tagged animal has dropped into the Dearborn from the Sun 
River area. I think that any refinement of management should be to con- 
fine an area rather than to enlarge it. 


I think that the harvest number should be determined each year, 
depending on several conditions. For example, it is not always possible 
to get a good count every year and the Department indicates that there 
has not been a good count since 1959. Good counts are possible only with 
good, specific conditions. By that, I mean when there is a hard, early 
winter, this tends to drive the elk to the game range. It is only possible 
to count animals that are available to be counted. In other words, animals 
in timber cannot be counted. 


I do not think that the present research program is bad or detrimental 
to the elk population. The neck tagging program has been very good in 
determining migration patterns of the elk. As an example, stated above, 
only one tagged Sun River elk ever got in the Dearborn drainage. Find- 
ings like this would not be possible without the tagging program. 


I do not think that a pre-determined figure can be set at this time for 
every year’s harvest. In other words, the annual harvest should be dependent 
on many things for good game management. 


Research shows that salting programs will not necessarily pull or hold 
elk in an area. As far as salting in the preserve is concerned, I do not 
necessarily think that this is a good practice because in the fall the elk 
should be encouraged to leave the preserve to go to the game range. 


Concerning the hunting season on the game range, I do not think that 
the game range should be closed to hunting and then tell the private 
landowners surrounding the game range that they should keep their land 
open. I do not think this is a consistent program. 


My findings concerning the hay, located in the bottoms on the game 
range, are that the hay is being used for feed by the elk. I would also like 
to state that the bottoms make up only six percent (6%) of the total 
game range area. 


GENERAL STATEMENT 


I personally think that the Fish and Game Department and the Com- 
mission are to be complimented on their present district program and 
their public relations program in the various districts. I think that the 
administration of the Department is being handled very efficiently and 
we have found absolutely no evidence of any dishonesty whatsoever in any 
segment of the Department. 
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I think that the present director and deputy director system is. a good 
program in that the director is more or less in charge of external affairs 
with the public, etc., and the deputy director is more of an administrative 
head. This eliminates a duplication of duties and has proved to be a very 
efficient system for the Department.

After giving due consideration to all available information, including 
personal interviews, field trips both by air and ground, association with 
sportsmen from the affected areas, as well as Department personnel, I 
would offer this report: 


The majority opinion of those interviewed is that of confidence in the 
programs put forth by the Fish and Game Department, but as well could 
be expected, many suggestions have been made which in my estimation 
are of no great consequence, except it does alert one to a great interest 
in the area of proper fish and game management. 


The minority opinion of those interviewed which in many instances 
condemn practically all phases of the program of the Fish and Game, appear 
to be the product of a relatively few who have their own personal in- 
terests at heart. These few are mostly all people who have as their liveli- 
hood the business of dude ranching, game camp operators and outfitters 
and guides. This could be expected, as considerable investment by these 
groups would naturally affect their feelings, and any program which 
might tend to limit the game in their areas is definitely frowned upon. 


I personally regard the Commission, with the exception of one member, 
in high esteem and commend them for promoting a sound program as well 
as their efforts in what often appears to be a most controversial situation. 
Personally, I would like the Department’s director to continue his efforts, 
regardless of how distasteful and futile it might seem, to promote a plan 
in each of the two elk areas that have been the breeding ground for this 
dissension. With great courage, worlds of tact, and the resourcefulness of 
the director this can be accomplished.

TO THE HOUSE FISH AND GAME COMMITTEE: 


Having heard testimony of interested individuals, representatives of 
various groups of sportsmen and from the many organizations interested 
in the conservation of our wildlife, as well. as from the Department of 
Fish and Game, and after giving this matter much thought and study I 
have come to the following conclusions: 


That there definitely is a problem in certain areas, the Gallatin and 
Sun River areas being of the greatest concern. From the evidence submitted 
by people from both these areas, I am certain that the majority are in 
accord with the policy of the Fish and Game Commission and the Fish and 
Game Department. 


It seems that certain individuals, some local groups and clubs, object 
to several policies of the Fish and Game Department, particularly when 
it comes to elk range management. It appears that some of this objection 
is purely of a mercenary nature. These people are thinking of their own per- 
sonal interest rather than that of the citizenry of Montana as a whole. 


The statements made at the hearings are on record and can be referred 
to, so in conclusion I submit the following: 
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My recommendation is that this committee give the members of the 
Fish and Game Commission, the members of the Fish and Game Department, 
and the director of the Fish and Game Department a vote of confidence. 


And I further recommend that unless there is an immediate change in 
the relationship between the Fish and Game Commissioner that is not 
cooperating with the other members of the Commission, that the Gover- 
nor be asked to replace him on the Commission. 


This may seem rather atrocious but I feel that we, the people of 
Montana, have too much at stake to tolerate such a condition to exist among 
the members of a commission as important as this one is.

REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 
SPECIAL APPROPRIATIONS INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


Report to the Members of the 39th Legislative Assembly 
March 1, 1965 


The Chairman of the Appropriations Committee requested that a five 
man committee be appointed by the Speaker of the House. This committee 
was appointed on January 13, 1965, by the Speaker and was assigned the 
task of analyzing Montana’s present procedures as regards abandoned and 
neglected children and adoptions. Evidence was to be weighed as to 
whether foster home care should play a more important role in the rehabili- 
tation of our disadvantaged youth and institutionalization a lessor role. 


The Committee is grateful for the cooperation afforded it by the vari- 
ous state agencies, the private agencies functioning in this field and the 
individuals representing these agencies who presented statistics and testi- 
mony to us at our various meetings. 


This Committee respectfully submits the following report for your 
consideration. 


ADOPTIONS 


At the present time the placing for adoption of infants by the State 
Welfare Agency and the three private agencies licensed under the Welfare 
Agency is not too great a problem, however, contrary to public belief, 
there is no appreciable surplus of agency approved adoptive homes. In- 
fants up for adoption are cared for in temporary foster homes, which 
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at present are in sufficient supply. Efforts are made by the various agen- 
cies at this time to find legal homes for the infants and past records 
indicate these are found rather readily. 


Unfortunately, as a child becomes older, his apparent attractiveness 
to a family as a child eligible for adoption diminishes so there is a di- 
rect regressive corrolation between the age of a child and his chance for 
adoption. Older persons anticipating adoption are encouraged to take the 
older children since this creates a situation that is more compatible to both 
the parents and children. One out of seven of the total cases handled by 
the Welfare Department, or approximately two hundred cases a year, re- 
sult in legal adoption. Private licensed agencies in this state place at 
present an average of about one hundred and fifty infants a year. If pres- 
ent trends continue it is the opinion of this Committee that infant adop- 
tions will present no great problem to our society. 


When thinking in terms of legal adoptions, most of us think primarily 
in terms of orphans and children of unwed mothers. It is interesting to 
note that orphans as defined by the dictionary, are “children deprived by 
death of parents’. A case study of all children in Twin Bridges reveals 
very few orphans per se. Also the study shows children with definite 
“acting out” or behavior problems. Records indicated from length of 
time that many of them have spent in this home, they are being held be- 
yond the time they would more easily adjust to a foster home and also be- 
yond the time of easy adoption placement age. The Committee realizes that 
custodial care in many instances is necessary, but testimony indicates 
that with proper foster home care, institutional care could usually be of 
a more temporary duration. 


In investigating the specific areas of the Twin Bridges Home, the 
scope of the problem was so complex that it did inter-twine with other 
institutions such as the Pine Hills School at Miles City, the Mountain View 
School at Helena and the institution at Boulder. 


The Committee realizes that all state budgets are faced with a limited 
amount of funds and we felt that the personnel who would function in re- 
gards to the Children’s Home at Twin Bridges could also, in some way, 
aid the rehabilitation of children and youth from the other above men- 
tioned institution. 


Since our research did carry us into some of the existing statutes on 
a federal, state and local basis, we feel at this time that a comment and 
recommendations on the statutes are in order. At present the custody of 
dependent, neglected and delinquent youth is given directly from the 
district court to the institution to which they are sent. In our opinion it 
would be desirable to have them wards of the Department of Institutions. 
In this manner the Committee feels that more desirable end results could 
be obtained on a given expenditure. 


We have not overlooked the fact that a more desirable feature of the 
optimum plan of returning the children to society should include adequate 
psychiatric staff at each of the institutions involved. If funds allowed, 
it would be desirable to provide social workers for each institution. We 
realize that this is at present beyond the means of our state but by using 
the Department of Institutions as a central agency, maximum results 
could be obtained with a minimum staff of after care counsellors or so- 
cial workers. 


Perhaps the saddest conclusion that was drawn by this Committee is 
that through a more intense use of desirable type foster homes our youth 
could be more quickly assimilated back to their normal role in society. Since 
home type living is the basis of all society as opposed to institutional 
type living, we feel wherever the situation would allow, emphasis should 
be placed on home care. 


The Committee does realize, however, that certain type youths require 
institutionalization and unfortunately will require, perhaps in many, many 
cases, the same type institutionalization as adults. 
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Since one of the many therapies that should be used in leading our 
children back to a stable life is contact with family and community liv- 
ing, it is wrong to place children in an institution in a withdrawn atmos- 
phere where the children’s exposure to normal living is reduced. 


DEPENDENT AND NEGLECTED CHILDREN 


The dependent and neglected children become wards of the court 
mainly because of broken homes. The Welfare Department becomes aware 
of these situations from varied sources such as doctors, clergy, neigh- 
bors of the parents, law enforcement agencies and sometimes parents 
themselves. Since broken home environments involve a greater predomi- 
nance of the cases, hopefully the best method of correction would be the re- 
moval of the child to a temporary foster home, correct the environment and 
return the child to the home. Realistically, this can be accomplished in a 
majority of cases. However, society is often faced with the problem of the 
rehabilitation of those who have no possibility of returning to their par- 
ents’ homes. This type of problem can be resolved in five general ways: 


1. Temporary institutional type care and placement in a foster home; 


2. Boarding type foster home care involving six to eight children 
in a family group type environment; 


3. Adoptive homes that sometimes result from the close ties of a 
foster home; 


4, Permanent foster homes until a child becomes of age; 


5. Permanent custodial care until the child becomes of age. 


The last stated alternative is the least desirable since it is not con- 
ducive to the individual’s complete rehabilitation and many cases handled 
in this manner become in later years a permanent burden on society. It is 
important for all of us to remember that children who have been the un- 
fortunate victims of an adverse home environment are, to some degree, 
emotionally disturbed. In order for the children to respond to foster home 
care or to institutional care, it is desirable that these children be given 
some initial psychiatric examination. The response of children so tested, 
along with a definite plan of follow-up treatment is more immediate and 
ultimately more successful in a shorter period of time. It becomes quite 
obvious at this point that adequate psychological testing and social worker 
observation and follow-up care would be needed for this program to func- 
tion properly, Again it is obvious that there would have to be available 
desirable foster homes in sufficient numbers to accommodate the needs 
since, historically, we have placed only a minimum emphasis on this type 
of care. We would have to make an active solicitation of foster homes. 
Our evidence indicates that this can be done but would require not only 
support, but promotion by various state and private agencies and other re- 
ligious, civic, and fraternal organizations. Promotional emphasis has re- 
sulted in other states finding sufficient numbers of good quality foster 
homes. We have every reason to believe that programs of this type would 
also be successful in Montana. Persons who supply these desirable type 
homes are mature, humanitarian type individuals. However, adequate re- 
imbursement to these homes must be made available to make the situation 
attractive. 


We cannot divorce the foster home problem from the economics in- 
volved. At present we are paying, in this state, $42.50 per month, $21.25 by 
the county and $$21.25 by the state for each child in a foster home. Most 
of the counties realize that this is an inadequate amount and supply an 
additional $11.00 for all children and another $7.00 additional for teenage 
children. Even in the cases of teenagers this adds up to only $60.50 and 
is not adequate to pay the total expense of that child in a foster home. 
The Committee recommends that aggregate payment of the costs which 
would include food, .clothing and shelter should be a minimum of $100.00 
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per month. The Committee also feels, since this is a justifiable “end re- 
sult” program, even when measured in the harsh terms of the dollar, $100 
per month is a justifiable figure. Certainly, even more justifiable, is the 
end result to the child himself who responds to the home more readily 
than custodial care and is often completely returned to normal behavior 
which in itself prevents him from becoming a problem to society. 


Since we are now in the midst of an economic comparison, the Com- 
mittee feels that it would be well to compare foster home care with the 
cost of institutional care. Figures gathered by the Committee indicate that 
keeping a social worker in the field would require a $14,000 yearly budget. 
Assuming a $14,000 total budget per social worker and a thirty case load 
per social worker, we arrive at a figure of $466 per child per social work- 
er. In adding $1,200.00 board and room for a child, which includes cloth- 
ing and $300.00 medical care per child, we arrive at a $1,966 total yearly 
expense per child in foster homes. On the other hand, by analyzing the 
yearly cost in our institutions, considering operational costs only, we 
find that our average yearly cost per child in institutions is greater than 
this (based on the biennial report of the institutions). If one would charge 
against that child care, the capital investments of that institution, he 
would arrive at a figure double that of the foster care budget figure of 
$1,966 per year per child. 


This is not a fair comparison since, in most cases, the end results of 
foster home care would definitely rehabilitate the child much more rapidly 
than institutional care and some of them would be returned to relatives 
and parents, decreasing the costs to the state. Thus, it would follow that 
a searching analysis should be made as to whether state funds should be 
placed in capital investments of a home such as Twin Bridges or whether 
this capital would be more wisely spent in foster home care. The Commit- 
tee feels that in the future, emphasis should be placed on foster home 
care and that although there will always be some necessity for an institu- 
tion of this type, its population, with increasing emphasis on foster home 
care, would stabilize and perhaps decrease. 


CONCLUSIONS 


1. The primary responsibility of meeting the needs of youth be- 
longs to the parents. 


2. When parents fail in this obligation, society must assume the re- 
sponsibility. The services, to which these children are referred, are a 
joint responsibility of the public agencies and the voluntary social agen- 
cies. For this reason we would encourage close cooperation between the 
public agency and voluntary social agencies. 


38. Referral services when needed should be generally available and 
adequate to meet the child’s needs. 


4. State government has the responsibility of taking the leadership 
in Sa A ht facilities and services in regards to the neglected or depend- 
ent child. 


5. State governments should also supervise the government services 
in the total program. 


6. Public awareness, participation of citizens’ groups, voluntary pro- 
grams and public programs must all be correlated. 


7. Any successful program involving permanent rehabilitation of our 
eeu requires definite standards. Some of these standards are below 
isted: 


a. Thorough physchiatric examination, evaluation, and care, as nec- 
essary for all state care children. 


b. Active encouragement of high quality foster homes. 
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_ _¢. Policy of referring children to these foster homes rather than 
institutions whenever possible and practical. 


d. Professional follow-up counselling for all children and foster par- 
ents participating in the foster care program. 


e. Provision of adequate institutional care for children, which, for 
good reasons, cannot be placed in homes of families. 


_f. Professional counselling for all children in institutions and for 
their parents with a view to restoring the child to a stable and wholesome 
situation with the child’s own family. 


g. Professional follow-up counselling for all children released from 
state institutions until such time as the child has achieved stability in 
the community.

This bill would take from the Governor and place in the State Board 
of Land Commissioners the authority to appoint the Commissioner of State 
Lands and Investments. 


The State Board of Land Commissioners is a constitutional board 
made up of the Governor, the Superintendent of Public Instruction, the 
Secretary of State and the Attorney General. Since it is a four member 
Board, it is quite possible that the Board would be unable to agree on a 
Commissioner. In such an event the operation of the Board would be ser- 
iously impaired and the interest of the State in its lands and investments 
endangered.

Gentlemen: 


[I am returning herewith House Bill No. 56 without my approval, but 
ce with a special request. My reasons for my veto of HB 56, in part, 
will follow. 


PF Meanwhile, my special request will require prompt attention and 
action. 


HB 56, in Section 8, absolutely prohibits the discharge into the 
atmosphere from any source air contaminants or other material which 
cause injury, detriment, or nuisance to any considerable number of per- 
sons; or to the public; or which endanger the health or safety of such per- 
sons or the public; or which cause or have a natural tendency to cause 
injury or damage to business or property. This prohibition is so broad, 
when interpreted in conjunction with the all-inclusive definition of “air 
contaminants” that literally every business in Montana would operate in 
violation of its terms. There simply are no standards provided in Section 
8 as to quantity, quality or duration of air pollution. 


The fact that “variances” are provided is hardly any answer. Such a 
wide discretion is left in the Air Pollution Control Council that no one 
would know the limits; and I question whether such an arbitrary delega- 
tion of Legilsative power can be made. 


Section 12 is so broad that it seemingly would require permits for 
every man, woman or child in the state no matter his or her occupation or 
activity. 


However, I am desirous of having a reasonable air pollution control 
bill enacted by this session. There is presently before the House, Senate 
Bill No. 191, which is designed to achieve the same basic result as HB 56 
without the obnoxious and oppressive provisions. A comparison of the two 
bills reveals that definitions of “air contaminants” and “air pollution” 
are substantially alike. 


I believe SB 191 takes a more reasonable and realistic approach to the 
easing of the problems of air pollution. SB 191 passed the Senate unani- 
mously, and I hereby respectfully request that the House give its immediate 
attention to SB 191. I shall welcome the opportunity to join in retaining 
clean, pure air in Montana without depriving our residents of their liveli- 
hood or subjecting them to the oppressiveness of an omnipotent air pollu- 
tion control council.

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AFTERNOON SESSION 


The President of the Senate, occupying the Chair for the joint session, 
appointed the following to escort the Governor: Senator Gerard, Senator 
Dussault, Representative Cerovski, and Representative Lucas. 


His Excellency, Tim Babcock, then appeared and was escorted to the 
rostrum. After being presented to the assembly by the President of the 
Senate, he delivered the following address: 


GOVERNOR BABCOCK’S MESSAGE TO JOINT SESSION 
March 4, 1965 


It is perhaps fitting that the closing hours of this 39th Legislative 
Assembly should be marked by this joint meeting between you, the mem- 
bers of this 39th Session, and myself, representing the Executive Depart- 
ment. For, just as my appearance before you nearly 60 days ago signified, 
there are many common bonds that unite the legislative and executive 
branches of our government. I am sure that at times many people lose 
sight of the fact that both the Legislature and the Governor are walking 
the same path—that of service to today’s and tomorrow’s generations of 
Montana citizens. 


The oaths of office each of us take are exactly the same. We are 
sworn to uphold the same principles. We are responsible to the same 
employer. Thus, it is only proper that we should convene again for 
joint consultation on matters that concern us all. In responding to my 
request to visit with you once more, I realize you are allowing me to impose 
on your time when that time is running out. 


For this courtesy, I am grateful, and I assure you I shall not inten- 
tionally violate the respect you have shown to the office of Governor of 
this State. 


In making this request, I considered it my duty to do so. Had I chosen 
not to, I would have felt remiss in my office. For, what I want to discuss 
with you has far-reaching implications on all present and future citizens 
of this State. I, of course, am referring to our immediate long-range build- 
ing program for our state’s educational and custodial institutions—and 
the best means of financing such a program. This would include our con- 
cern for a balanced budget. 


These matters have been at the core of your deliberations. In devoting 
days and nights to exploring various proposals concerning these important 
state matters, many of you have performed outstanding service to your 
state. I want to commend you for this. 


Yesterday, the latest of these proposals—Senate Substitute for HB 
512, was introduced for your consideration. 


As you know, from a study of this bill, it proposes two sources of 
revenue for paying off bonds to finance our much-needed state building 
program. The first source is five percent of our personal and corporate 
license taxes that are paid into the General Fund. The other source is 
three cents of the present cigarette tax—provided the people approve of 
this in an election to be held in 1966. 


I feel it incumbent upon me to comment on this measure and in doing 
so point out what I believe are some of its ramifications. I realize this 
latest verision of House Bill No. 512 is a hard-sought-for compromise forged 
from a bond financing plan that had my administration’s backing at the 
outset of this session. 


Already I have signed into law during this session many measures 
that represent compromises reached by the members of this Legislative 
Assembly. However, in all honesty to the people of Montana, I find myself 
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unable to compromise good business principles in considering this latest 
bond-financing proposal. 


The first business principle I feel this measure violates is that of 
endangering funds already obligated for the general operation of our 
government. I am, of course, referring to the pledging of 5% of our 
personal and corporate income taxes to finance the bonds. Regardless of 
what may be the final outcome of your voting on appropriation and revenue 
bills, I believe we can all agree that the General Fund, if it is to remain in 
balance, needs every cent of revenue it is now receiving. 


We cannot afford to divert general fund revenues in these inflationary 
times when the demand for new services is mounting—as is so well evi- 
denced by the many enactments of this Legislature. 


Our obligations are almost overwhelming—but we must meet them! 


By the best possible appraisal of present and pending legislation, the 
sums to be diverted from the general fund equal the deficit we can antici- 
pate. . . almost exactly. 


In light of this, I do not hesitate to implore you to reconsider this 
last proposal to commit the revenues of the general fund to the payment of 
bond obligations. 


The effect of earmarking these funds is to freeze our income tax rates 
at the present level at least for the entire life of the bonds. For 20 or 30 
years, then, Montana taxpayers could not expect any income tax relief. 
This simply disregards any economic growth in the state that could swell 
our tax collections during this period. It also fails to take into account 
other possible tax sources that might be adopted in the wisdom of the 
Legislature. I cannot help but believe that you would concur that this 
state’s biggest business should not place itself in this taxing straitjacket. 


It is estimated that this 5% of the income taxes for the next biennium 
will represent nearly 2% million dollars of General Fund revenues. 


According to bonding authorities, this sum will allow the sale of 
bonds to support a bare minimal building program. This state’s immediate 
needs make it imperative that a fullscale building program be undertaken 
this year. In addition to what is required on our university campuses to 
accommodate the increasing numbers of students, we are faced with dire 
circumstances in other areas of state government. 


To bring thing's close to home, for example, our State Architects advise 
me that this capitol building is a real public hazard. And yet, the funds 
to complete the renovation are not being provided. The elimination of a 
new Helena Armory will deny us the use of the present Armory for high- 
way patrol headquarters which are presently located in rented offices. 


There are several other features about this latest proposal that deserve 
your attention. 


The more complicated method for financing, coupled with the unneces- 
sary extended term of the bonds, makes them more costly. Finally, there 
is the unresolved question of whether or not the 1966 3c cigarette tax 
proposal will be approved by the voters. 


It is with this abiding conviction, and because of genuine concern for 
the adequacy of the proposals as presently worded, that I plead of you to 
take a new and fresh look at our position. 


__ I am sufficiently practical to recognize that, on occasions, partisanship 
will influence our actions. But I beseech you not to allow it to be so ina 
matter as grave as this. 


To slash the political veins of the Governor is the privilege of the 
opposition. 
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But I implore that, in doing so, you do not bleed white the hopes of 
your children or your neighbors’ children as they look forward to an 
opportunity which will provide them an unfettered start in their race with 
graduates from schools of other states. 


Let us, together, rise above the disagreements which may separate us 
and, in a spirit of complete and mutual dedication to our assignment, solve 
this one great problem. 


It is not too late to remove from the proposed building program the 
commitments of our general revenues. It is not too late to amend this 
proposal to incorporate the provisions found in the original HB 114, a bill 
which was carefully drafted by competent legal counsel only after hours, 
weeks and months of careful attention—drafted so it would protect the 
State and the bondholder, meet the exacting requirements of public financ- 
ing, yet fulfill the need that exists. 


My sole purpose here today is to inform you that I will give thorough 
and objective consideration to any building proposal which you might send 
to me. 


However, I entreat you once more to study the sound, workable and 
understandable program which was recommended early in this session and 
which can be retrieved even at this late hour. 


Let us, together, give our youth and our wards the attention they, 
in this matter, deserve. 


As I indicated at the opening day of the session, I would again be 
pleased to meet with any of your committees for further discussions.

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REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 


Mr. Speaker: There should be a report made of the lecture and guide 
service which you instituted this year. The service commenced on the 8th 
day of the session after approval by the State Comptroller, the custodian 
of the capitol building and the State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
The Superintendent notified each public and private high school and jun- 
ior high school in the state of the service. 


The service was patterned in such a way that each student would come 
in contact with each branch of the state government; that is the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial branches. The Executive was represented by 
the Governor, the Judicial by either Chief Justice James Harrison or As- 
sociate Justice John Harrison, and of course the legislative by the House 
and Senate of the assembly. Under each section of the program ample 
opportunity was given for the asking of questions. 


There were 271 groups that availed themselves of the service. There 
was a total of 10,443 students and their chaperones which used the ser- 
vice. The largest number of visiting in any one day was 901 on Febru- 
ary 2, 1965. Roundup High School sent the largest number of students 
and chaperones in any one day which was 181. These people traveled over 
36,000 passenger miles in coming to and returning from the Capital City. 
Bainville High School travelled the farthest, about 850 miles. The students 
that were served ranged from the second grade to students of colleges and 
the university. Independent groups such as boy scouts, girl scouts, camp 
fire girls, league of women voters and demonstration clubs also used the 
service. 


The subjects covered by the program were, legislative procedure, his- 
tory of the capitol building, the story of the large Russell painting in the 
House chamber, the history of the Montana Historical Society, the con- 
tents of the Russell Gallery, the Historical Library, and the State Museum 
in the Pioneers’ and Veterans’ Memorial Building, the working of the Su- 
ems Court and inferior courts, and finally the work of the Governor’s 
office. 


Your lecturer and guide worked under the supervision of the Sergeant- 
at-Arms of the House who together with his staff rendered every assist- 
ance and courtesy. 


We wish to thank the members of both bodies and their attaches for 
the able assistance given and the many courtesies extended to us. Also 
Tom Kearney, Clerk of Supreme Court and staff for their assistance in 
handling telephone calls for us. The program could not have functioned 
without such assistance. 


Some method should be found, if the program is continued, to keep 
students under the 7th grade or Junior High from visiting the legislature. 
Such students can enjoy the museum but they are too young to understand 
and appreciate the legislative processes. 


During spare time 667 persons were advised as to the locations of 
various boards, commissions and officers of the state government. 


Copies of all letters written and originals of all letters received have 
been filed with the Chief Clerk. 


A daily calendar of the work was maintained in the House and Senate.

Fiscal 
notes shall be requested by the presiding officer of either house, who 
shall determine the need for the note at the time of introduction. 


“The State Budget Director, in cooperation with the agency or agen- 
cies affected by the bill, is responsible for the preparation of the fiscal 
note and shall return same within six (6) days. 


“A completed fiscal note shall be submitted by the budget director to 
the presiding officer who requested it, who shall refer it to the committee 
considering the bill. If the bill is printed, the note shall be mimeographed 
and placed on the members’ desks. 


“Fiscal notes shall, where possible, show in dollar amounts the esti- 
mated increase or decrease in revenues or expenditures, costs which may 
be absorbed without additional funds, and long-range financial implica- 
tions. No comment or opinion relative to merits of the bill shall be in- 
cluded; however, technical or mechanical defects may be noted. 


“A fiscal note also may be requested on a bill before the thirty-sixth 
day, and on an amendment before the forty-ninth day, by 


(1) A committee considering the bill, or 


(2) <A majority of the members of the house in which the bill is to 
be considered, at the time of second reading. 


“The Budget Director shall make available on request to any mem- 
ber of the legislative assembly all background information used in de- 
veloping a fiscal note.”

Gentlemen: 


Attached hereto is House Bill No. 238, without my approval for the 
following reason: 


House Bill No. 238 requires condemnees (defendant landowners) to 
choose either a hearing before a three man value commission appointed 
by the Court, or a trial by jury in the State District Court. If the value 
commission award is unjust for either the condemnee or the State, both 
the landowner and the State are precluded from any further right of ap- 
peal for a trial by jury as presently provided for under our existing con- 
demnation law. 


House Bill No. 238 would deny the State of Montana or any of its po- 
litical subdivisions which are required to condemn private property for a 
public use, the right to elect a trial by jury. This strikes me as inequitable, 
and I believe that the people of Montana have a right and obligation 
through their State agents to a trial by jury, the same as any other liti- 
gant in a lawsuit. 


Statistics bear out that awards made by value commission hearings 
are, for the most part, usually in excess of jury awards. Excessive com- 
mission awards could place the State of Montana in a position of seeking 
redress only through the process of appeals to the State Supreme Court. 
Numerous appeals to the State Supreme Court will require additional time 
increase for both the State and the condemnee in litigation. 


In the final analysis, there could be a very serious delay in construc- 
tion of our State highway systems. If high costs and delay are brought 
about because of limitations placed upon the State by statute, then there 
is a definite possibility that the Federal Government would, of necessity, 
be required to acquire right of way in Montana for highway construction. 
I am familiar with the Federal “Quick Take Laws” used by the Federal 
Government which I believe to be harsh and most certainly could prove 
to be oppressive to our citizens whose property is condemned for public 
purposes. 


I am aware of the fact that the present value commission system is 
inadequate for our modern highway system. However, House Bill No. 238 
merely penalizes condemning agencies in denying their right to trial by 
jury. 


In addition, I want to point out that House Bill No. 288 also effects 
Montana private corporations and cooperatives which have powers of 
eminent domain for laying pipelines, constructing telephone lines, or to 
carry out similar purposes affected with a public interest. The inequitable 
features of this bill certainly apply to these groups as well as to the 
State and its political subdivisions.
